I met DAVID FERRIE in early 1960 in a barroom named The Golden 
Lantern in the French Quarter, I would see DAVE from time to time 
in the same bar and I flew with him in his airplane on several 
occasions-

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One night while drinking in the Golden Lantern, DAVE introduced 
me to CLAY SUAW* I was with CLAY SHAW and DAVE for several hours 
that night which was in Late I960 or early 1961- Prom that time on 
I use to see CLAY SHAW on different occasions, you know drinking and 
so forth. One day in late '61 or early '62 I received a phone call 
from DAVE and he asked mo if I would like to take an overnight plane 
trip with him, I said, all right, and then met FERRIE at the airport 
at which time 1 found out that CLAY SHAW was coming with us- At 
this time I also found out that we were going to Canada to pick some- 
one up- No other explanation was given- While on the trip, CLAY 
SHAW sat in bhe back of the airplane reading books and slept- SHAW 
also had a brown brief case with him. On the flight we stopped at 
different places to gas up and stretch our legs- We stopped in 
Nashville, Tennessee, Louisville, Kentucky, and Toranado, Canada, 

Our final stop was in Montreal, Canada, FERRIE and myself stayed 
in a hotel overnight, I believe it might have been the Hilton Air 
or something like that- The hotel was located in Dovral which was 
right outside of Montreal- CLAY SHAW disappeared after we landed and 
I did not see him until the next morning which was about 8 o'clock 
when we were ready to leave and come back to New Orleans- ^■jTien SHAW 
arrived at the plane, he had this Mexican or Cuban with him. This 
guy was kind of heavy set, dark complexion, balding in the front, in 
his early 30* s or middle 30 's. He sat in the back of the airplane 
with SHAW and spoke only to SHAW in broken English, The airplane 
that we used was a Cessna 172 which 1 believed belonged to a friend 
of FERRIE' s. We bought our gas with a Gulf credit card which FERRIE 
bad- When we got back to the Lake front Airport, I got into my auto- 
mobile and FERTilE and SHAW and the other guy got into another auto- 
mobile and left. 


About a month or two later I got another phone call from FERRIE 
asking me if I wanted to make the return trip with him to Canada, 
but I told him no, 

( I have seen SHAW on different occasions in barrooms and at the 

International Trade Mart up until the time that the District Attorney's 
office started their investigation, I have heard other people intro- 
duce CLAY SHAW as CLAY BERTRAND, but he has never been introduced to 
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( as CLAY BBRTRAKD*

I would also like to state that about two or throe weeks aJ!ter 
DAVE FEKRIE d i\^d I got a phone call from JACK ttELMS who was formerly 
with the Federal Government and later connected with the Klu Klux 
Klan asking inn if I would take a ride with him by FERRIE * s house to 
pick up soittvj papers, I said, yes, and a short while later he picked 
me up at my house in a 1966 white Chevrolet, We drove to FERRIE ' s 
house and parked a little way down the block*. JACK got out of the 
automobile with a flashlight and it appeared that he went around the 
back of the hoviae or into the back yard. A short while later he came 
back with a black briefcase and got into the automobile at which time 
we drove off. Later I believe that the contents of this briefcase were 
put into a safety deposit box in the Rank of Louisiana. Later I 
believe that these papers were removed from the Bank of Louisiana and 
put into a big black box in St. Bernard Parish which belonged to the 
Klan. The fellow who kept this box is called OTTO. I do not know him 
by any other name, I believe that these papers were then removed from 
this black box, but I don't know where they were removed to. I did 
manage to get aoriie papers from this black box, but they pertained to 
the Klan, and I turned these papers to CLEMENT HOOD, an FBI Agent I 
was working for. I also had contact with CIA Agents, Their names 
being STEINMEYER^ who has since been transferred to Texas , and NAT 
BEOTO who is still in New Orleans and another gxiy by the name of RED, 
last name unknown, I used to have meetings with the Agents in different 
motel rooms where I would give them reports, pictures, recordings, etc. , 
and would also receive my pay check or cash which X would sign a 
voucher for and would also receive further instructions. They would 
mail different things to me at my post office box nu^Tber which is 
701-30252, Lafayette Street Branch. 




Several months ago RICK TOWNLEY with msu called me and told me 
that he had information that I had tape recordings that someone wanted 
to boy from me, I asked him how he had found out that I had them and 
he said that didn't matter. He asked me if I would meet him some 
place and I told him yes, to come over to my house. He said, no, he 
wouldn't do that, that it would hcive to be some public place. So I 
met him in the Kopper Kitchen on Tulane Avenue, After we talked for 
a while I went home and put on a suit and we went down to WDSU. \-fhen 
we got to WDSU, TCMNLEY called WALTER SHERIDAN in New York and I sat 
there while TQWNLEY talked to SHERIDAN. After TOWNLEY hund up he 
said that SHE RIBA M would be in town the following morning, TOWHLEY 
asked me what I wanted for the tapes that I had, and I told him $500, 
The next morning they gave me the $500 for the tapes and asked me if 
I would do a film for WDSU consisting of what I know about the Cubans, 
FERRXE, SHAW, etc. The tape that J sold them contained some informa- 
tion about the Klan and other inforntation about the papers that were 
picked up at FERRiE's house. WALTER SflERIDAN is the one who gave me 
the $500 for the tapes. This $500 was in a sealed envelope and was 
all one hundred dollar bills. This was given to me in an office in 
in WDSH which was located by their newsroom. We then went upstairs 
and they locked the doors and placed a guard on the door and started 
asking questions and taking pictures of me. I even remember that 
there was a man from Sweden who was talking to the cameramen and they 
asked him to leave, Tiiey asked me questions such as, Do I know CLAY 
SHAW: Did I ever fly with CLAY Simw and DAVID FERRIE; If I knew GENE 
DAVIS, which I told them that I knew GENE DAVIS very well because he 
was a personal friend of mine? If I knew GORDON NOVEL: If I ever 
worked for the FBI, CIA, to which questions I said, yes of which 
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quostions WALTKR SHERIDAN said he had already known that I would 
say yes to. I was then told to say that I didn't know anything 
that would help Garrison in his investigation and this was also 
i'>ut on film. I don't remember everything that he told me to say but 
he did tell to go to Canada. lie also said that he would edit and 
cut the Film; after I was gone. lie also said that they would get me 
an attorney i I needed one. I told SHERIDAN And TOViNLEy not to re- 
lease this film if they were going to cut any part of it. They said 
tliat when I got to Canada they would call me t\nd ask if it could 
be released. Th .'y called my wife later and asked her if she would 
lot them release it and she also told them no. I understand that 
this film has been cut and released. 


MR. HOOD told me not to get involved with the District Attorney's 
Office and if the District Attorney's Office tried to sidDpoena me, 
that he would take care of it. MR. HOOD told me to give all the 
cooperation necessary that l^ALTER SHERIDAN required. SHERIDAN and 
TOWNIjEY also told me not to talk with the District Attorney's Office' 
and to call t)iem right away so they could get an attorney for me. 

That is about all I can remember at this time.

Sgt* Tom Duffy and Ptn, Cliency Navarre report of 
interviewing one THOMAS COMPTON residing 1525 Aztec Street, 
Apartment on March 9, 19G7 at 10; 30 A.M,, in the Office of 

the District Attorney, 2700 Tulane Avenue* 


Mr* COMPTON stated that he was a member of the Moisant 
Wing of the Civil Air Patrol from 1954 until January of 1958* He 
was acquainted v/ith DAVE FERRIE on and off for approximately ten' 
(10) years* On one occasion he visited FERRTE at a residence on 
Vineh Street and another single visit in Airline Park. 

Mr* COMPTON stated that in the Spring of 1964 he 
shopped for gas in a service station on the Veterans Highway and 
again met DAVE FERRIE, Mr* COMPTON related that, after learning 
DAVE FERRIE and AL IiANDRY ovmed this station, he obtained a part- 
time job as an attendant* After working a short period and unable 
to collect his pay, and not being relieved on duty by LANDRY, he 
I decided to quit* While employed at this service station, he 
helped DAVE FEERIE tow his airplane over to the station.

Edi^ard James Whalen was born in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, on Decentber 10, 1923, He left school after the 
9th grade to help support his family. From that time on he has 
consistently been in trouble with the law, and has spent most 
of his adult life in prison. His specialty seems to be armed 
robbery and burglary. He has served time in the state penitentiary 
in Pennsylvania three times and has been sentenced to the Federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia once. Since March, 1965, he has 
twice been declared incompetent to stand trial in the Federal 
Courts by members of the staff at the United States Medical Center 
for federal prisoners at Springfield, Missouri, Whalen also stated 
that he had received some psychiatric treatment at the state peni- 
tentiary in Pennsylvania- He is present:^^awaiting a competency 
--hearing on a federal charge of assaulting a United States Marshal 
and escape , 

After being paroled on December 10, 1964 from the 
Pennsylvania state penitentiary at Huntington, Pennsylvania, Edward 
Whalen went to Philadelphia to spend some time with his family- 
While there he became involved in some very serious criminal activity, 
and had to leave town immediately.

Col. Garrison of the Department of Public Safety^ 

Texas Rangers, was contacted by telephone by Mr. Klein and the 
details surrounding the arrest of Farrie were given to him. 

His office conducted a preliiRinary investigation 7 however, they 
were unable to implicato this subject in the assaaination of 
President Kennedy. On 11/26/65 Captain Priest of the Houston 
Police Department Detective Bureau was contacted by telephone 
and asked to verify the mc3vements wiiich Ferrie described 
relative to him being in the state of Texas. After several 
hours captain Priest notified this office the results of his 
Investigation which corroborated the story related by Ferrie 
that Ferrie arrived in Houston on 11/23/63 an d made a visit 
to ^ r i^ by an Individual najued Roladd. Captain 

Priest was also able to corrobDrate Ferric’ s story as to him 
being in Galveston, Texas the following day. 

The officers have been unable to uncover any 
evidence which would link Ferric to the assaslnation of Pre- 
sident Kennedy. 

All of the above described items seized from the home 
of Ferric wore returned to him after they had been photographed 
and serial numbers taken wherever possible.

On July 27, 1968* at approximately 8:30 p,m, * Mr- 
Marie Lano and myself went to visit Rev- RAYMOND BROSHEARS at 
his Long Beach address on Orange Avenue- According to an 
arrangement made with him by telephone, we visited him to 
discuss his association with DAVID FERRIE, his knowledge of 
the assassination of President Kennedy which he gained from 
DAVID FERRIE, and the television appearance he made on a Los 
Angeles television show called "The Stan Bohrman Show"* (See 
memorandum of July 10* 1963) . . , 

We asked REV_ BROSflEARS to tell us about his stay 
in New Orleans, Mr, BROSHEARS said that in 1965 he came to 
New Orleans from East St, Louis having worked there with the 
Congress of Racial Equality under a man who was an executive 
in that organization named MR. RANDOLPH. Mr- RANDOLPH had 
given him the names of several people in the same organization 
in Bogalousa, After going to Bogalousa* REV, BROSHEARS had 
been stopped by officers, from the Louisiana State Police and 
interrogated. He said, “I was heat up." The REV, BROSHEARS 
caine to New Orleans - 

, " BROSnEAUS said that he came to New Orleans knowing no 
one here* however* he had come here to escape his problems. 




REV. BROStlEAKS said that he registered at a hotel 
which had no name, -which was across from the Continental 
Trailv^ays Bus Station- lie said he registered under the name of 
EjlJL RAYMOND ALLEN, Shortly after his coming to Now Orleans^N 
yi^met DAVID FEFiRIE- BROSHEARS said that he met FERRIK at a l 
I bar which was knov/n in the French Quarter as a homosexual bar 
( called "Dixie * s" , He said that he also associated- with DAVID ^ 
1 FERRIE at another bar knovm as "LnFitte's in Exile", / 
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BROSHEAllS said that he discussed the assassination 
of President Kennedy v/ith DAVID FERRIE only after having known 
him intimately for a v/hile. BROSilEARS slated that FERRIE had 
discussed with him the following names in relation to the 
assassination of President Kennedy, and a conspiracy in which 
FERRIE admitted his ovm involvement. The names v/er*e:

At that time BROSHEARS said, "I didn't know these people, or 
what the Trade Mart was." 

BROSHEARS said that FERRIE stayed, over night with him 
at his hotel room on several occasions. During one of those 
occasions two men came to their door and forced their entrance 
to the room. They questioned FERRIE, threatened FERRIE, and, 
according to BROSHEARS, left abruptly. After these two men 
left, BROSHEARS asked FERRIE who they were. FERRIE said, "They 
are just men who I am afraid of." BROSHEARS said that these 
men had hurriedly identified themselves and he could not see 
from their identification who they were. BROSHFJ\RS stated that 
FERRIE later told him that they said they were from the District 
Attorney's Office (NOTE: This vras in 1965.) BROSHEARS said 

that FERRIE was fantastically nervous, and was given to deep 
periods of depression. He said that it was only when FERRIE 
drank to excess, or had taken pills that FERRIE would confide- 
casually with BROSHEARS in some of the involvement that he had 
had with the assassination. BROSHEARS said that he did not tell 
him immediately that he was involved with Civil Rights work, but 
later discussed his background. 

. FERRIE told BROSHEARS of "the mess he was in". FERRIE 

said he was a pilot. He showed Eastern Airlines Wings with his 
name engraved on the back to BROSHEARS, and said that he had 
been fired from that organization for charges of homosexuality. 
FERRIE stated to BROSHEARS that he had been flying private 
planes to Guatemala, Costa Rica and British Honduras. BROSHEARS 
said tliat, "If this was a way to make money, DAVID didn't have 
any." BROSHEARS stated that he felt that FERRIE had been forced 
to v/ork for this organization, and had been "hooked into it". 

He said that FERRIE ney^r liked the work he was doing, but that 
'FER^E .hadL confided in .him. that he ^s working for " a group X )f~~ 
■^people v/ho wanted to take over the United States". 
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Since BROSHEARS felt that the homosexual underground 
in w'hich he and FERRIE were involved was "an hysterical scene", 
he said that he did not take FERRIE seriously. JFERRIE said 
that he was flying^ gu ns and ammunition. FERRIE told BROSlIEARST* 




that he had been stopped by British officials at a place called 
Belize during a ‘'regular run" to a British colony in British 
Hondtix‘an. He told BHOSt!EnRS that his plane had been inspected 
and that the authorities there had contacted his bosses in Hew 
Orloau.'i, FERRIH told BROStiE.a,RS that he was itnmediately released. 
He told BHOSllERS that he flew a twin engined plane, but that 
during the entire tints of his v;ork for this organization he v/as 
not doing it voluntarily, but v/as being blacTcmai led. BROSHEARS 
had nothing in the way of money, but FERRIE would often give 
him small amounts - $20 or so “ after he had gotten money by 
taking the St. Charles streetcar to a location which FERRIE 
only called *‘the agency “ . 

FERRIE told BROSHEARS in regard to President Johnson, 
‘*that damned Johnson,, If you knew what 1 knew, you'd kill the 
bastard." "DAVID said he killed J,F,K", BROSHEARS said, 

BROSHEARS asked him how he knew this, and DAVID refused to say, 

DAVID FEP.RIE told BROSHEARS he was to fly two men, 
two of the assassins who killed President Kennedy, in South 
Houston out of the country. FERRIE said that he was to fly 
from Houston with the two assassins to Central or South America 
and later to Capetown, Republic of South Africa, The reason 
for going to South Africa, said FERRIE, was that that country 
had no extradition treaty with the United States. FERRIE told 
BROSHEARS that the assassins never showed up- They were 
supposed to have come to the Houston Airport in a small aircraft 
’ after the assassination, from Dallas and Fort Worth, Texas, 
Instead, FERRIE told BROSHEARS, they tried to make it all the 
way over the Mexican border and their plane crashed and burned 
on a sandy little islet just off of Corpus Christi; , Texas. 

FERRIE said that one of the assassins named CARLOS had directions 
to fly to meet him at the Houston Airport, and had further 
directions to a bar where they were make a contact in 
Central or South America, 

FERRIE told BROSHEARS, "It seems like you big money 

are into everything." When BROSHTiARS asked him what ■ 
he meant by this he said that BILLY JAMES HARGIS and another 
*=big phoney up in Kew Jersey^' (BROSHEARS said this was DR* CARL 
HclNTlRE^ were involved in the plot against President Kennedy, 

FERRIE said t^iat, "President Kennedy is the first, 
they ^ re not going to stop until they kill every nigger in this 
country. " BROSHEARS asked who he meant by" "they". DAVID FERRIE 
said, "flALE BOGGS, and the. Others. ' He blackmails everyone. He 
has a. blackmail file, I know," FERRIE told BROSHEARS that some 
other ‘people had been killed as a result of what they knew about 
the assassiiB tion. He did not evidently tell BROSHEARS who 
these people wore. PERRIK did say that if Jacqueline Kennedy 
or Robert Kennedy ever spoke out about the assassination they 
had been warned they would be killed also. FERRIE told BROSHEARS 
that other people who were in DaL las had bean killed, 

BROSHEARS doubted what FERRIE had told him. He said 
that FERRIE ought to go to see a psychiatrist. FERRIE said 
that he knew v/hat he was talking about. Ho said that there is 
^ an organization called the Central Intelligence Agency and that 
one of the leaders of that organiza Lion, a man named DULLES, is 
not a fine man. FERRIE told BROSHEARS; "They are going to turn 
this country into one big barbed wire prison, " 
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I Bl^OSHE.^RS said to FEjI^XE that, "Everyoao knows that 

I LEE OSWALD killed President Kennedy.'^ FERRIS replied, 

"Have you ever read the Warren Report? If you do, you will 
see that they never looked at the evidence." FEREIB said, 

"They murdered one of the best lays I've ever had* He didn*t 
have anything to do v^ith killing President Kennedy, He was 
set up'." (LEE miWBY OSWALD) FBRRIE told BR0SH7JARS that 
GEHERAL WALfCER v-as the "inllitary brains" behind the Tightest 
grou£j, "There are tv/o people in this country in New Orleans, 
KENT GOLTRTNEY and CLAY -SHAW, SfiAW keeps HALE BOGGS in office." 

While on a television program in Los Angeles, Cali-- 
fornia, the Stan Bohrman Show, July 3,1968, BROSFIEARS stated 
that he had been arrested for threatening the life of President 
Johnson, He said that he hau made the statement, "President . 
Johnson, v-"ho was responsil^e directly -or indirectly for the 
assassination of our beloved President Kennedy, should be piit 
to death." BROSHEARS told us that ha had made these statements 
because of what DAVID PERRIE had told him. After he made these 
statements in late 1965, he was told by DAVID FERRIE who was 
told by a man he now knows as CLAY SHAW but then knew as CLAY 
or BERT- In approxinxately Septef^ber of 1965, EROSHEARS was 
arrested by Secret Service agents and Federal Marshals and 
taken to tho Veterans Administration Hospital in New Orleans, 
There he was arraigned by Federal Judge Christenberry in the 
presence of other Secret Service agents for conspiring to 
assassinate President Johnson, Mark Lane asked BROS HEARS w^ho 
'the other co-conspirators were, EROSHEARS said that he had 
made statements and discussed President Johnson in a disparaging 
way with four others who were also arraigned according to what 
he could find out. One of them, he said, was a young man from 
National City, although he rememberd no names , During his 
detention in the Veterans Administration Hospital Psychiatric 
Ward in New Orleans, he was questioned by Secret Service agents, 
RUFUS YOUNGBLOOD, a MR, S HERMAN Or SHERWOOD, and an agent TOM 
HORN, (now in the Los Angeles Bureau of the Secret Service), 

One of those agents told BROSFIEARS, "For your own good we're 
going to commit you to a federal mental institution." EROSHEARS 
was then taken by Secret Service agents to Gulfport Psychiatric 
Hospital in October or November of 1965, and was not released 
until April of 1966. During BROSHEAR's stay in the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in New Orleans, he was under. the care 
of a DR, STONE. In the ,middlo of that stay he was told that 
DR, STONE had been taken" off the case, by Judge CEIRISTKNBERRY, 
and been replaced by a DR. ROBINSON. BROSIIEARS later -found out 
that STONE had been trans ferred to the Veterans Adminishra tion 
Hospital in Casa Verde. After he had been transferred to the 
Gulfport psychiatric Hospital, a DR. CLARK, who was in charge 
of REV, BROSIIEARS, said to Secret Service agents after reviewing 
his case, "We're not jailors. We are discharging you.'^ (to 
BROSHEARS) Agents repeatedly questioned BROSIIEARS as to whether 
or not he was acquainted with D.AVID FERRIE in New Orleans, and 
BROSHFAR.S denied this acquaintance. 

V7e asked BROSIIEARS if he had ever known or heard the 
name PERRY RUSSO, BROSHEARS told us that DAVID had talked 
about him many times. He heid said to EROSHEARS that RUSSO 
, beat him up, FERRIE told him that RUSSO had stolen or taken 
$2 300 from CLAY SMAW. BROSHEARS could not exactly remeiabar 
under what circumstances FERRIE told him RUSSO had gotten this 




money, but that it had to do v;ith some sort of financial 
transaction and involved MR. SHAW. 

After being questioned at Gulfport Hospital by 
Secret. Service agents, one of the agents returned from 
Washington, D. C., and told BR05HEARS, "You'll get a com- 
pensation pension. You will have to report to us every time 
you move from one city to another. If you do not do those 
things, you will be put in a federal jail mental institution. 

If you do cooperate, you will receive your compensation pension 
regularly." At that time the agents gave him §1700 (BROSHEARS 
believes it v/as either $1300 or $1700), as "back compensation". 
BROSHEARS was told by the agents never to return to New Orleans. 

. but to cio ^ack to his home. ; 

! BROSHEARS was given a ticket by the agents to take 

a Southern Airlines flight from New Orleans to St. Louis to 
go to his counsin's farm in St. Louis and remain there. He 

; . was told to stay out of New Orleans. 

I . ’* BROSHEARS said that he wanted to talk with DR. STONE 

* • • * in Cincinnatti. He said that he purchased a Chevrolet and 

did visit his counsin in Cotaville. He said tla t he crossed 

• a bridge at New Harmony and the Indiana State Police at that 

j •, border stopped him. He was questioned by the police and then 

taken to a small cafe which BROSHEARS called a 'truck. stop” . 

' • . that cafe an agent of the Secret Ss?rvice was waiting. Mr. 

I ** BROSHEARS could not remember whether this was RUFUS YOUNGBLOOD 

or agent SHERWOOD. This was in May of 1966. 



The Secret Service agent asked BROSFIEARS, at the cafe, 
v;here he was going. BROSHEARS told him he v;as going to see DR. 
STONE xn Cincinnatti. The agent told him that he had no need 
to see anybody and should return immediately to his counsin's 
farm. The agent did ask him, however, if he was going to see 
DAVID FERRIE in New Orleans, and BROSHEARS denied that. 

BROSHEARS then went to the Secret Service office in 
St. Louis and said that he was going to leave this part of the 
country and go to California. He told the agents there that 
he v/as. going to San Francisco. They said that would be all 
right, and that he should report to a MR. NEWIAN at the Secret 
Service Bureau in San' Francisco. 

Once in San Francisco, BROSHEARS said that he didn't 
report to anyone, but took an apartment in a suburb. The agents 
found. him one-week later at 347 Eddy Street. NEV7MAN and another 
agent ‘called HAMMOND told him that he had violated his instructions 
and that he v;as going to be put in. a hospital if he ever did 
that again. They also told him to call the federal building 
twice a week. BROSHEARS followed their instructions. 

In explanation of BROSHEARS’ background, he told us 
the followirg story. 


BROSHEARS said that he had been living in 1964 in 
Bellvillc, East St. Louis. HOiMER PvANDOLF, head of the Congress 
V. . of Racial Equality there, v;as rkv. BROSHEARS' superior in Civil 
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Rights v^rork- In Bsllville, BROSHEiVRS said, an all v/hita city, 
the territorial border had been reconstructed so as to keep 
the Kcgro section out of the city. BROSHEARS had announced 
publicly that he \v>^as going to stage a sit-in in a restaurant 
in East St, Louis, This was printed in the East St, Louis 
Journal and the sit-in was scheduled for November 11th on 
Veterans Bay, Mayor Hi chols of that city had BROSHJilARS arrested 
and taken to him. He to3d BROSHEARS th^t their city was a '"nice 
German-Dutch heritage town, and we must stop you from making a 
mistake" , Present at that meeting were the Justice of the Peace 
and the Chief of Police. BROSHEARS was told not to stage the 
sit-in. 

On November 10 th, the morning before the sit-in was 
scheduled, BROSHEARS was again arrested, taken into custody, 
and he was threatened by the Chief of ‘Police that he would be 
put in prison. He said that he had not broken any law, but 
the police stated that they were aware of laws that he had 
broken. On November 11th, REV. BROSHEARS staged the sit-in 
that he had planned. At 7:30 a.m. , on November 12th, BROSHE.ARS 
was arrested and taken to the Chief of Police. He was charged 
with the sexual molestation of a young boy. BROSHEARS phoned 
his superior, MR. RANDOLF, and RANIX>LF told him not to say 
anything or sign anything, RANDOLF said that he would get hold 
of an attorney who was a friend of his named ROY COHN, and 
would be back in touch with him. BROSHEARS was charged with 
sexual molestation of a boy 17 years old named WILLIAM GORGBONS. 
BROSffEARS said that this boy had come to the door of his apart- 
ment on NoveTrber Sth. The boy had asked him to help him with 
religious and sexual problems which ho said he had. RKV. 

BROSPIEARS stated that he had talked with the boy, but had never 
touched him in any way. BROSHEARS said that the charge had 
been filed, and according to the records was recorded at 10:30 
a.m, on the 10th of November which was before his arrest, and 
before the sit-in which he staged on the llth. BROSHEARS said 
that the Chief of Police said, "Boy, we are your friends, and 
we are going to make it easy on you. Sign this paper and you'll 
get ,2 days in jail and then we'll let you go," A half an hour 
later they brought him a statement to sign. It was a statement 
of admission to the charges. BROSHEARS signed that paper without 
having been re-contacted by MR, RANDOLF or the attorney. 

BROSHEARS said that he had originally refused to sign the paper 
until the policemen who -were speaking to him brought in a copy 
of a newspaper which had the headline "Bellville Minister 
Arrested-Sexual Perversion Charged". BROSHEARS became hysterical 
and signed all of the papers v;hich the officers requested. 

Fifteen minutes later Hr. RAHBOLF came with MR, COHN. Both said 
that they knew that he had been forced to sign the -paper, but 
that nothing could be done iit that’ time. BROSHEARS was in 
MINARD State Penitentiary for the following six months. BROSHEARS 
said that after he was. discharged, he went to New Orleans and 
worked at a carnival under the name RAYMOND ALLEN. At the 
carnival he was known as "CORKY", BROSHEARS said that he could 
not find any other employment as a result of his prior arrest 
and incarceration. BROSliEARS said that he then v/ent to work 
for an organization called "Deacons For The Defense of Justice" 
in Bogalousa, Louisiana. 
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we asZ^ed REV. BROSHEAKS if he felt that UAVID 
FERRIE v/orked for "Deacons for Defense and Justice" . 


As a result of his appearance ‘ on the Los Angeles 
television program on the Bth of July, 196S, BROS HEARS was 
visited hy Secret Service Agent TOM HORisI . BROSHEARS v/as told 
that ho v/ould lose his pension if he appeared on another such 
televion program. BRQSHEARS was threatened by Agent HORN, and 
was told that he would’ "end up in Alameda Bay" if he did not 
keep his raouth shut. BROSHKARS said that he v/as in constant 
touch with Agent JOE C0KLII!J from the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation Office in Long Beach. He also said that he v/es in touch 
with a LT, JOHM COWAN of the Long Beach Police Department and 
also SOT. CiLARLES USERY of that police department. EGT. USE.RY, 
according to BROSHEARS, has Jcnowladge’ about the murder of a 
reporter which took place in the Long Beach Police Department. 
The reporter's name was BILL flUNTER from Dallas, Texas. 


Two Long Beach Police Department intelligence detectives 
have also befriended BROSKEARS for the purpose, he believes, of ^ 
keeping an eye on him. These are GARY COVIN and JOHN OVJEN.

BECKHAM , BROSHEARS Stated that he did^ indeed know BECKF^lAil,

Other information which BROSHEARS gave us in response 
to several questions was: 

A) BROSHEARS had been extremely upset because Agent RUFUS 
YOUMGBJjOOD of the Secret Service Office had told him in 
the last week of March, 1966, that DAVID FERRIE was dead. 

This was before BROSHEARS left Gulfport Hospital. YOUNGBLOOD 
had told him that DAVID FERRIE had committed suicide, and 
that therefore it would not be necessary for BROSHEARS to 
ever try and find FERRIE again.

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It was not until just prior to 

our meeting on Wednesday, July 23, 1968, that BRQSHEARS had 
learned of FERRIE 's death in January of 1967- BROSHEARS said 
that ha had obviously been told falsely that FERRIE had died 
by Agent YOUNGBLOOD.

F) FEURIE had told BROSHEARS that Officer TIPFIT v/as sent to 
murder LEE RAKVEY OSWALD because LEE HARVEY OSWALD had 
infiltrated a "cell'' for the FBI- FERRIE told BROSHEARS 
that OSWALD had gQne to Russia in connection with work for 
the FBI, FERRIE also told BROSilEARS that the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the 1*31 hated each other and worked 
against each other. 

G) FERRIE told BROSHEAR3 that three people worked in the Texas 
School Book Depository, and composed the ''cell" which had 
been infiltrated by LEE FIARVEY OSWALD, BROSHEARS said that 
one of their names was BOB, but that he knew not the last 
name, FERRIE had told BROSHEARS that JACK RUBY was also 
involved with these people who worked in the TSBD, It was 
BOB, according to FERRIE, thj t was supposed to kill OSWALD 
in the Book Depository, 

H) FE^IE told BROSHEARS that he had met JACK RUBY in Mew Orleans,

On August 2, 1968, I conducted a re-interviev^r with 
REV. R^iYHOND BROSHEARS. Hc told me that he had been informed" 
by a reporter named HURRY, who works with the Long Beach Police 
Department, that intelligence officers had given information 
to the local newspaper. The Long Beach Presst Telegram, and that 
a forthcoming unfavorable article v^ould be written about him, 
MURRY told BROS HEARS this article v^ould appear probably Sunday, 
August 11th, I told BROSHEAHS that I would write an article 
for the Los Angeles Free Press which would appear on Thursday, 
August 8th, which would explain the possibility of an article 
in the Long Beach Press Telegram, and therefore cancel any 
disparaging effect which the article might have on his reputation 
{See attached article) 


I showed a photograph of the man possibly known as 
RALPH Sfll^TTER or '^SKINNY RALPH" to REV. BROSHEARS. He said 
that he was not sure, but he felt that he might have met this 
man in. New Orleans in one of the "gay bars". BROSHEARS said 
that he felt that if this was the man, he was going by the name 
of "RED" and was operating as a "hustler" in the gay or homo- 
's exu a 1 undo r g r oo nd , 




- 1 showed BROSHEARS the photograph of CLAY SlIAW. He 

recognized him immediately stating that he had known this man 
in New Orleans, and had .met him in the compnay of DAVID PERRIE 
in late August or early September of 1965. BROSHEARS said that 
he was with DAVID FERRIE when he met CLAY E?.IAW, He said that 
FERRIE introduce SHAW as either "CLARA" or on another occasion, 
"BURT"-, or "CLAY"_ 


BROSHEARS said that the first time he met this man 
(clay SHAW) was in a bar called "Dixie's". At that time he 
said the man was dressed in sport clothes, but later changed 
into a coat and tie and the three of them went in a cab from 
Dix5e*s to a restaurant which hc said he would be able to locate 
in New Orleans, but that he could not remember the name. of the 
restaurant at this time, BROSHEARS said thi t the first meeting 
at Dixie's had taken place because PKRRIE had told him he had 
to go there to get some money. 
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. J Aftor FERRIE introduced BROSHEAHS to "CLARA" or "BURT", 

he toia him that BROSEEARS had been in Civil Rights work up 
Korth* SIIAW said ah that time, "Oh, a Commie," BROS HEARS and 
FERRXE both denied that. FERRIB said that he would like to go 
to Q ro&‘taurant with the man who BROSHEARS has now identified 
as SllAh’j and invited BHOSflEARS to come with them. 

During the ride in the taxi cab, SHAV7 told BROSilEARS 
that he liked "little boys", and BROSHEARS told him, "Go find 
one." At this time, BROSilEARS said SllAW patted , him on the rear, 
BROSHEARS sternly rebuked this action, and told SHAW not to 
repeat it. Later, at the restaurant, SHAW did repeat the 
gesture ^md was slapped by BROSHEARS^ This took place at the 
^ dinner^ table , 

The second meeting between BROSHEARS and SHAW took 
place at a small sidewalk cafe, the tables outside on the side- 
walk, somewhsre on Bourbon Street, BROSHFJ^RS said he would 
be able to locate this restaurant in person as he would the 
other one, DAVID told him, "I have got to meet your 'blank 
bandit,'" DAVID FERRIE had just returned from taking the St. 
Charles streetcar to get some money. They both went to the 
restaurant where StlAW drove up in a chauffered black car. 
EROStlEARS could not remember whether the car was a Cadillac 
or a Lincoln Continental, FERRIE said to BROSHEARS , "You 
remember CLAY," SHAW then apologized for his actions on the 
previous meeting.

I*tn flying South and 
we can stay there together," BROSEIEARS said that he could not 
go v/ith him, and FERRIE took seme money out of the bulky 
envelope and gave it to' him, SHAW had already driven off . 

FERRIE and BROSHEARS went to "LaFitte's In Exile" 
until, 11: 00 p.m. when DAVID FE^RRIE left. The next day two men 
came to the owner of the hotel where BROSHEARS .was staying. 
BROSHEARS was later told by the owner that, "Two men were here 
looking for you."

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according to DAVID FERRID, it had been tv/o assassins who were 
behind fche fence. One of the assassins, according to DAVID

boy naiuv-'d '’I5ILL”''Viio 'worked in the Book Depository. BROSHSARS 
felt that this might have been one of the assassins who fired 
at the President from the rear. 


FERRIE had told BKOSPirtARS that II. L. HUNT of Dallas, 
Texas, had entertained H.ALE BOGGS after the Warren Commission 
Hearings. FERRIE had pointed out a connection betv/een H. L. 

HUNT and HALE BOGGS previously. FERRIE had had a deep hatred . 
for HALE BOGGS, and had linked HALE BOGGS with CLAY SHAW.

J* How, the Universal Life Church was formed in 1960 

as an association* Wio formed the church? 

B* The church at that time was formed by a DR* KIRBY 

J* HENSLEY, formerly from the State of North Carolina, 

He is an illiterate, in this respect, he cannot read, 
nor can he write* 

J, The Universal Life Church was incorporated on the, 

2nd of May, 1962 * Can you say where? 

B* It was incorporated in Modesto* It was incorporated 

as The Church of God under the Universal Life Church 
of Modesto, Incorporated* DR* HENSLEY drew up the 
papers, took them up to - or his wife drew them up 
due to his illiteracy* He fooled you quite well, 
but he does know his Bible by heart. That's through 
learning it from his parents** * * But he took these, 
papers, typed up very crudely on ordinary stationary, 
went to Sacramento and bullied his way, and pleaded 
and cajoled his way through Sacramento, and this is 
entirely unheard of because I've talked with many 
corporate lawyers in the State of California, and they 
cannot understand how he was granted a corporate charl;er; 
how he was granted articles of incorporation when you 
have to do it on a legal focm. But yet he did it and 
I have a photostatic copy of his articles of incorpor- 
ation which arc done up that way* And to me it is 
quite appalling because there are strikeovers marked 
put and I know the Corporate Board of the State of 
California did not allow this because they have turned 
down many of my applications for corporation on legal 
paper because it v/as not spaced property* And yet 
DR* HENSLEY put in something that was absolutely 
atrocious. This I've always thought a bit weird* 

J* Now, you said it spread to 8,000 members; 3,800 outside 

* of the United States* 

B. I did not say members. 

J* Ministers? 

B, No. You said members, I said ministers.

Okay. 

I said ministers last night. There are now 8,000 
ministers, affiliate membership numbers somewhere 
near 100,000 now. 

Inhere arc the branches of the church outside of the 
U. S.? You mentioned there were 14 foreign countries. 

In Europe there is England, Sweden, Italy in particular. 
I have a list of all of the ones in Italy, and then 
agenda in the Continent of Africa, and several of the 
new emerging African nations the people have been named 
Bishops and like this for their 6go purposes, and 
they're growing quite large. In fact the head of - 
the Bishop of the Uganda Church is the Defense Minister 
there of Uganda, I think that is very interesting. 

What’s his name? 

I can't pronounce any of those black names. You forget 
it. I've got it at home. 

VJill you send it back? Send us. . . 

I'll send it to Mr. Alcock, yes. 

Now do you know, for example, you just stated that the 
Defense Minister of Uganda is the head of the Universal 
Life Church there. 

10,000 members in his church inuUganda. He won't have 
Kive it for long. It's more of a political party than 
anything religious. 

Can you say another country where possibly a Defense 
Minister or another member of the government is known 
to you would be involved? 

I think you're projecting a bit because I don't know 
these people's positions. I know the Mayor of a town 
in the Country of Guatemala is the head of the Universal 
Life Church in his city, but he is not the head of the 
church in Guatemala. DR. HENSLEY is the head of the 
church in Guatemala. 

DR. HENSLEY of Modesto? 

Yes. He is the head of the church in Guatemala. 

Does he go to Guatemala to take part in it? 

No, he's never been there. He just - all through 
correspondence. There are several ministers in 
Guatemala, Honduras - British Honduras, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua; one of the Samosa brothers, I don't know 
whichever one that as still alive, he wrote for our 
papers. He has been granted ministers and bishops 
papers with the Universal Life Church. Now, how he 
heard of it I do not know, and I understand that Samosa 
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is a very good conservative Raman Catholic, and it 
has puzzled me vhy he wanted bishop’s papers to the 
Universal Life Church. But this is not for me to 
wonder, as DR. HEHSLLY says, it's none of my business, 

I have gone through DR. HENSLEY ‘s files quite exten- 
sively. DR* CARL HclUTlRE has papers with the 
Universal Life Church, 

vrhat kind of papers? 

Ordination papers. Bishop’s papers. As does HERBERT 
V}„ ARMSTRONG of Pasadena, who publishes the Plain Truth 
Magazine and' the International Broadcasts is most 
extensive to all the English speaking nations in Ihe 
world, called "The World Tomorrow" under TED ARMSTRONG, 
And of course they of the "I cannot fathom why the 
Samosa brothers would want ordination papers. There 
is only one left that I know of, of the Samosa brothers. 
I don't know too much about’ them* But this is typical 
of DR. HENSLEY’S operations. He says, "I will give 
ordination papers to anybody who writes me. All they 
have to do is write me in care of the Universal Life 
Church, 1766 Poland Road, Modesto, California 95351, 
and I will send them ordination." And he said he 
does not care who they are, or what they are, or what 
they’re going to preach. They can preach hate - 
anything they want to preach because they only have 
to answer to the God within. This is DR. HENSLEY 's 
basis for giving out all of these ordinations that 
he gives out, HENSLEY has operations in 14 different 
countries, and I do not know the extent. The Italian 
one seems to be fairly great. The one in Sweden 
alarms me* As a person, it’s ray own personal observa- 
tion. But he does have operations in Sweden. Several 
ministers over there* I do know two recent deserters 
from the United States Armed Forces - what branch I 
do not know - have written for ordination, and they 
have been granted by KIRBY HENSLEY. Of course, KIRBY 
HENSLEY is known for his helping of draft dodgers by 
granting them ordinations. But of course not all the 
Draft Boards are granting for the Divihity Classifica- 
tion because they have done this, I feel very strongly 
that I*m - excuse me - keep my feelings out of it. 
Numerous intelligence men in the Long Beach Police 
Force have ordination papers with Universal Life Church, 
as L.A-P.D,S-0* - Sheriff's Office - intelligence. 

Also FBI, Long Beach, and I know the FBI office in 
numerous places have ordination papers with the 
Universal Life Church, Now, these papers - they can 
get them under any name they want. They can use an 
alias because they don't have to furnish any proof that 
it is their name, so many people are using these for 
many devious purposes. Of this, I am sure. Now these 
papers, I want to reiterate, are perfectly legal and 
valid papers! and people are using these to impersonate 
ministers, and some are really using them for legitimate 
purposes. People who do not have the college education 
are using them. One of the things I wanted to point 
out with the San Francisco office of the FBI is Agent 
known to me as MANNING has a Universal Life Ordination. 
This is one FBI man outside of JOE CONIjON at the Long 
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Beach office ^ho has bishop's papers, There are a 
MR, KEWHAM of the United States Secret Service has 
ordination papers, hut under another name. He told 
me that he wrote for them - that he wrote for them 
under another name. Also, all of the FBI men in the 
San Jose Office have ordination papers, but under 
other names. This I feel that I am responsible for, 

It*s my fault to a very great degree, and I'm not 
going to apologize for it. But the country Canada 
is one that I really overlooked to men as an important 
part of the Universal I#ife Church- Now this is tied 
in with TOM BECKHAM and some "kook" in Ontario. I*ve 
got the name and address of the man who BECKFIAM 
recently visited in Ontario in connection with his 
particular church, the Holy Orthodox Christian Churches 
whichi he made me a bishop of. Holyi Holyt Holy; Ha, 
ha . Bu t, BECKHAM'S organizati on is not a valid or- 
ga nization in the State of Calif or nxa so anv papers 
that he sends me subsequently mean nothing as far as

B ECKHAM is out on the noasf- at^ Ihis momenf^selli^^^

’ Ills association withBA^D FERRI E, but yet he cannot 
spell FERRIE's name right- This appalls me- He spells 
FERRIE's name FERRY, and he said that he is not a 
homosexuality - huimn - person- he can't even use 
proper English, but , I’m not so great myself, .But

how BECKHAM got into the Ministry was ^t^muah FERRTE 
* hore iri the Cit^ New Orl,<^.^S - As I related to Mr - 
’tJarrison last night , FERltlE got into the Ministry 
of the Old Catholic Church through this "kook" JAMES 
up In Canada somewhere. That's what FERRIE claims. But 
J have conflicting reports on that from MICHAEL ITKIH 
who it seems that Mr- Garrison knows- MICfiAEL ITKIN is 
a cardinal, or bishop, or pope, anything you want to 
name. He's it. And he had currently been stirring up 
trouble in the San Franc i sc o-Hate Ashbury, and in the 
Berkcly area Telegraph. ITKIN has his own corporate 
body called the HOLY EVANGELICAL CAT13DLIC COMMUNION 
BROTHERHOOD OF U)VE, and they - ITKIH was exposed for 
myself in the City of San Francisco but it did no good 
because now it seems that ITKIN is getting from mysterious 
sources and is able to print these documents and papers 
and is gro^dng quite fast and quite large, HENSLEY got 
into the so-called 'draft dodging^ or helping the anti- 
drafters through myself quite innocently - maybe. Or 
maybe I got into it quite innocently, I can't figure 
out jest what. But some young men wanted to be 
student.. ministers in my church in San Francisco, which 
v^as called the Universal Church of Iiight which was 
located at 465 Garic, Studio B- It's a music studio, 

MADAM ROSALIE 25ARGA (Zaga?) is the Manner, Reverand 
ANGELIKA MILLER and REVERAND GERTA MAYS who are both 
listed, REV, GERTA MAYS is listed in the directories, 

REV, ANGELIKA MILliER is not, but she is listed in our 
magazine. Her private telephone number is listed in 
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The Light of Understanding^ These people were all 
on my staff of the church in Saa Francisco, Young 
men - hippies - started coming to me asking to be 
student ministers, i later learned, for their only 
purpose, for being ministers was to escape the draft. 

When 1 so learned, I spoke to them rather harshly, 
and it ended their association with me but by this 
time they had already gone to Modesto, KIRBY tmtlSLEY 
g^Tve them ordination papers, and this was the begin- 
ning of KIRBY HERS LEY ' s anti“draft work which has 
been publicised in the New York Times extensively 
which led to a CBS telecast by MR. TERRY DRINK^^ATER. 

And this was on CBS evening news Walter Cronkitc; 

CBS late night news local Los Angeles? and CBS morning 
news with Dou^'las the next morning. Anyhow, HENSLEY 
“ this is how he got into, or maybe the anti“draft 
movement. HENSLEY is not - of course he does not 
profess to be anti-draft. But I do think it is 
strange, because after this I personallY contacted 
the Attorney General of the State of California, MR, 

TOM LYNCH, and MR, FRANK JORDAN the Secretary of State 
who has control over such matters as the corporate 
bodies existing in their State, MR, LYNCH and MR, 

JORDAN both told me that DR, KIRBY HENSLEY they can 
find nothing wrong with his operations even though 
I had pointed out the CBS telecast, the New York Times 
disclosures, and the disclosures over the wire services 
Associated -Press and United Press International, And 
yet these men. State elected officials, appointed 
officials - MR, JORDAN - most of his people, MR, 

JORDAN is elected. Excuse me. He * s elected every 
year. He has been in so long I thov^ght he was appointed. 
He’s been in about 30 years. But anyhow, these 
gentlemen told me that they can find nothing wrong 
vrith KIRBY HENSLEY 's operations and they said - 
wanted to question me why I was coming to them to ask 
them to close him down when I used to be a part of 
DR- HENSLEY'S operation, and I told them that DR, 

HENSIiFY used to be an honorable, honest man, but now 
he has gone into what I feel - things that are datri- 
mental to the security of the country of the United 
States, I have seen other people prosecuted and sent 
to prison for doing the things far minor against the 
draft than what KIRBY HENSLEY has said on coast- to-* 
coast TV, and ds currently doing. He now has 8,000 
ministers. Of tba se 8,000 1 would have to say very, 
very truthfully, because I know this to be a fact, 
that over 3,00 of them are draft-dodgers. And I want 
to say, of the 3,000 draft-dodgers, that approximately 
Ii0OO have received 4-D Divinity classifications from 
their Draft Boards, And I want to point out to you 
that when they receive a 4-D classification/ they 
cannot be drafted, nor can their classification be 
changed, my understanding of the Selective Service 
laws in the State of California. DR. KIRBY HENSLEY* s 
organization is incorporated in 27 other states. This 
is something I neglected to mention earlier. 27 other 
states. The last being the State of Nevada, The latest 
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I should say, Ue plans to have it incorporated 
in every single State ot the Union- Where he is 
getting the money for this is really beyond me, 

IVhere KlitOY HtJtiSLEY is getting the money all along 
is beyond me, because he has never - I want to 
repeat - he has never advertised in any publication^ 
major or minor, v/ith the exception of our magazine. 

The Light of Understanding, and KIRBY HBNSLEY^s ad- 
vertisement in there just says merely “Universal 
Life Church" ^ Modesto, California, and gives the 
address, but it does not say "Get an Ordination", or 
“Buy and Ordination", or anything. But I want to 
point out that DR, HHtJSLEY does not sell his ordin- 
ations, He gives them to you free, Scott free. He 
does not sell them. So, I want to emphasize this 
over and over, and I would appreciate Mr, Ivon and 
everyone in this - I would appreciate everyone in 
this particular office writing to DR. HENSLEY under 
assumed names with post office boxes preferably, 
maybe General Delivery or just anyone else's address, 
and write for ministerial papers just to see how this 
does work, and sure enough an ordination paper will 
arrive for them. I do not know his procedure on 
handing out the bishop's papers now. Usually - I 
can*t really say how he hands out the bishop's papers, 

I was pointing out earlier about the bishop of Uganda, 
HENSLEY is on the board of TOM BECKHAM 's American 
Academy of Professional Arts, as. is FRED LEE CHRISMAN 
of Tacoma, Washingbon, and vice versa in all the other 
organizations, MICHAEL ITKIN, who heads up the 
Evangelical Catholic Communion, which I talked about 
earlier. for a moment, have extensive information on 
ITKIN *s bullshit which I will send to the New Orleans 
office on this particular portion because I did not 
know that ITKIN had been in New. Or leans, and had been 
the great source of trouble that he had been in this 
City, KQRBLANB BALLARD of Baltimore is the man who 
is supposedly - I want to point this out - supposedly 
ordained DAVID FERRIE- Now, I have no way of checking - 
I do have ways of checking this out, but I would have 
to have permission from Mr. Garrison or one of his 
Mr. Alcock, the two men who are involved in the liti- 
gation of this particular investigation because I 
would not want to eir^arrass them by going to San 
Francisco and talking with the various people up-^there 
in the Evangelical Communion and ask them about this 
because ITKIN has never - I want to point out - ITKIN 
has never met FERRIE, ITKIN has met TOM BECKHAM, and 
of course ITKIN has met BALLARD, 1 have spoken with 
BALLARD long distance on the telephone from San Jose 
when I v;as helping the FBI with the investigation of 
the Students 'for Democratic Society in San Jose, but 
let me add that the investigation in San Jose was not 
of my doing. That was the suggestion of certain people 
in the federal government that I assisted because X 
had many young people who were attending San Jose State 
College who w’cre involved in SDS, and I did my dirty 
deed, I'm not going to try and justify it, and I'm not 
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going to say I’m ashamed of it because at the time 
I did it ~ that's it. But anyhow, I'm starving to 
death right now. v;hen I talked to BALLARD IN 
Baltimore, BALLARD said that he knew nothing of 
ITKIN except that ITKIN came through Baltimore; 

ITKIN was a hypocritical egotistical little bastard 
who wanted to connect up with the Old Catholic Church 
of which BALLARD claimed he was the Metropolitan 
Bishop. I have seen papers to this effect that say 
thcit BAIJiARD is the Metropolitan Bishop of it. But 
BALTjARD said that he v/as - I did not ask BALLARD 
anything about New Orleans or anything of this nature. 
But as far as ITKIN in New Orleans, I know nothing - 
I knew nothing until last night that ITKIN had ever 
been to this particular area. I know ITKIN has a 
fantastic hatred. ITKIN is a homosexual - a rather 
flagrant homosexual, wanton. But ITKIN has never 
mentioned even being to this City. ITKIN is much 
younger than myself. I am 33. ITKIN, I would say, 
is closer to 27, maybe 28. He could be older, but 
I doubt very seriously. I'm sure Mr. Garrison knows. • 
the Twentieth Century Reformation Church is MeINTIRE's 
organization. They're associated with the BILLY JAMES 
HARGIS anti-Communist crusade, this Christian crusade 
that is throughout the South - the Bible Belt in which 
he rakes in the shekels from the "little lambs". And 
MeINTIRE is also associated with FRED SCHWARTZ in the 
City of Long Beach where I reside, and his anti- 
Communist Christian Crusade. FRED SCHWARTZ is about 
as anti-Communist as Fidel Castro. I have been asked 
questions by Mr. Jaffe concerning EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. 


EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY as all well know, had 
purchased a bus ticket and said that he was en route 
and arrived, and knew nothing of the assassination of 
President Kennedy until he arrived in El paso. As 
anyone knows, that particular route of the bus, BRADLEY - 
and any bus of the Greyhound or Trailways, you may 
get off any any designated stop, any place you want, 
and re-join another bus coming through later on, and 
no one knows the difference. And this is what allegedly 
happened with BRADLEY in the City of Dallas. I, myself, 
have done this on bus trips, and so I know it can be 
done. So BRADLEY'S story there does not hold water 
because there is no one on the bus, if anyone who has 
travelled cross-country as BRADLEY claimes he was 
doing, if you travel cross-country with people and 
you do not get off a bus, people remember you regardless. 
I mean you strike up acquaintanceship, and I don't care 
if you are the most introverted person, this is the 
part of BRADLEY'S story which proves conclusively to 
me that this man - of course this is my own personal 
opinion - this man is lying in this particular case. 

Of course, DAVID FERRIE had mentioned him casually, 
but I do v/ant to point out this part about BRADLEY 
that there are pictures that I have looked at here 
that are quite shocking to me. I see a man which I 
knew as RED STOWK with EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. I thought 
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at first the pictures were of Parish Prison, but 
they are not of Parish Prison they are Dealey 
Pla^a, and this is RBD STOWE a "punh'\ "hustler", 
"alcoholic", a roll- them- over beat-em-up, anything 
he can do, Ha is in the pictures v/ith the man 
alleged to be BRADLEY. Now this man in the picture 
BPJvDLEY says is not himself. The Dallas Police 
Force says it is not BRADLEY. But, the striking 
similarity - the similarity is too great for it not 
to be BRADLEY, It has to be. I cannot be anyone 
else but BRADLEY, because this is how BRADLEY looks 
when he is carousing. People who - in Los Angeles 
at the moment who have seen BRADLEY, and I have seen 
BRADLEY, it looked like BRADLEY because I have seen 
BRADLEY recently in a carousing mood in out on the 
Strip, and this was BRADLEY in the - Hollywood by 
Farmer *s Market, I had seen him out near he had 
on a sport shirt, tousled - his hair was tousled, 
much like the picture that I now see that is Dealey 
Plaza* It Looked like him. It looked nothing like 
the pictures that are in the courtroom there. Of 
course at the time I did not know that was EDGAR 
EUGENE BRADLEY except the face was horribly familiar* 

And of course he's been on “ his pictures have been 
on TV and in the newspapers quite a bit in California, 
end -- but I did not associate that particular man at 
that time with the pictures that I'd seen on television, 
because all the pictures there had been of a man very 
neatly dressed, hair combed right down to a speck. But 
this, the pictures here of the man at Dealey Plaza 
are EDGAR EUGENE BRADLY that I lave seen in some of 
his carousing moments. 

FEREIE was mentioning the Voice of Americanism by the 
anti-Communist Christian Crusade, BILLY JAMES HARGIS' 
crusade, and also MeINTIRE, The Voice of Americanism, 

I want to point out, comes from Pasadena, California, 
and plays a very important role. BRADLEY was allegedly 
going from MeINTIRE's to the Voice of Americanism, 
which is headed up by - Jaffe remembers the story. It 
is in The Free Press, the name of this man who BRADLEY 
has a great deal of association with. The Voice of 
AmerlcaniEm from Pasadena, California, a religious 
broadcast? The story was supposedly showing atrocities 
by the Vietcong, when in reality I, myself, recognize 
the picture right off, and had screamed to the radio 
station, KGR in Long Beach, that that picture vras 
taken as a still from the movie "The Sand Pebbles" , 
and this is the picture used by the gentleman, CLYDE 
ficBURNIE is his name. Now it is coming to me, CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name, and he and EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, 
MeINTIRE and HARGIS and SCHWARTZ, they're all in the 
same particular bag. They all know one another. Iifhether 
they admit it or not this is absolute fact because I*m 
the Pasadena police if they v^ere in a cooperative mood 
could tell you if they put out surveillance, they would 
see the cars, of SCH^^ARTZ in Pasadena at McBURNIE ^ s 
house. And this also goes to GARNER TED ARI4STR0NG at 
the "Plain Truth" Magazine, the Vi or Id Tomorrow broadcast 
coming from Pasadena. I think it's quite interesting 
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th^t a great deal of the radical right-wing activities 
roligiouS“Wise come out of Pasadena and Long Beach* 

In connection, when FHRRIE had said CARLOS was to fly 
to Houston, this is where BRADLEY 's name came up* 
BRADLEY was not one Of the two people, but I said, 

“How many were there?'*, and he said there was more 
than two* I said, "VJho is the other one?*', and he 
said the other one involved a guy by the name ** some 
kind of nut by the name of BRADLEY. He says one of 
these religions fanatics* Nov^ he did not use the 
name EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY* He Said ''BRADLEY". mien 
he used the word "BRADLEY"* 1 mentioned - 1 asked him 
what he was referring to, and he said BRADLEY was a 
minister* And this is how I learned that DAVID EERRIE 
was a "priest". A Catholic’ Priest. BRADLEY was a 
minister with McIOTXRE's organization* He has papers 
with numerous of these radical right ministerial groups* 
BRADLEY is an ordained minister* Ha does not profess 
to be to anyone. He's is just EUGENE BRADLEY who 
works for MeINTIRE and his group in New Jersey* I 
want to point out one thing which I have not pointed 
out to anyone before, McIKTIRE is- associated very 
loosely, but is associated with a person who knows 
BRADLEY in New Brunswick, ^ew Jersey, and this man's 
name is TIMOTHY BECKLEY. TIMOTHY BECKLEY is a 
UPO-ologist - flying saucers to you all* But BECKLEY 
knows something of BRADLEY because in a Newsletter 
sent out not too long ago by BECKLEY 's UFO group 
there in New Brunswick, I have the full title of 
BECKLEY' s - it's on Courtland Place - have the full 
address and all in Long Beach, and here, now, it seemed 
insignificant at that time, but he inserted a little 
article sticking up for EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY and saying 
that he had nothing to do with the assassination of 
President Kennedy* I thought it was quite curious - 
it was quite curious to me that he even inserted this 
j.n the UFO magazine, there was no need for* That's 
my personal opinion* But this makes me wonder about 
BECKLEY and his association with MclNTlRE. They're 
both in the State of New Jersey and just a short 
distance from one another* BECKLEY, hy the way, has 
minister's papers with the Universal Life Church* The 
Universal Life Church is an incorporated body in the 
State of Texas. There are numerous Universal Life 
ministers, and I could not even begin to go into right 
now all the names of that 1 know of. If 1 can get on 
KIRBY HENSLEY* s good side again, and could go through 
the records in Modesto again it would be of great help* 
But right now I'u on KIRBY ' s bad side* Yes, there are 
ministers in Dallas, There are ministers in Dallas 
and Fort Worth and Arlington* The Sky Ministry is in 
Arlington* That is the Universal Life Church minister 
who conducts what he calls a Sky Ministry;/ He drops 
leaflets* According to him, he drops leaflets* 

Religious leaflets* And he is a Sky Pilot minister 
in Arlington.

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Life Chureh down there which he claims that he raises 
money for c^n Angel Siting orphanage in Angel Wing, Texas, 
There is no such address as "Angel Wing" - a town as 
Angel Wing that 1 have been able to discover, I do 
have an address for the Angel Wing Ranch, I have been 
asked if 1 had the name of The Church of the Abimdanfc 
Light, This is a very familiar name to me in connec- 
tion with MICiii^EL ITKIN* This is one of the churches 
in his ecumenical movement, 1 have been asked concern- 
ing whether r tried to leak out some information under 
the guise of a seance in the - ah - there was no seance, 
but I wrote it in the Light of Understanding and this 
was one way, I felt, of trying to leak certain things 
out to the public. But I will say this, the response 
from the spiritualist people in the country has been 
one million per cent overwhelming and they all accept 
what has been given there in that article as gospel 
truth- Which it is - gospel truth ^ as the way I have 
learned it from ah, _ . 

FERRIB referred to RUBV, he never used the word "RUBY" 
once - he referred to JACK as "a fat clown from Dallas;

WALLACE'S group. I cannot say because I do not know. 
Except that I do know that BILLY JAMES HARGIS is back- 
ing the candidacy of GOVERNOR WALLACE as CAR -

in Long Beach. Religious radio station, I wanted 
to point that out that there was considerable funds 
by a dance put on in the City of Seattle, Some of 
the "rock bands" - is that what they call them? - 
some of the "rock bands" up there for DICK GREGORY * 
and all of them, there was funds raised for that 
and it was sponsored by a religious group.

mentioned. He said HOy KOHN. This is a ROY KDHN 
but I*m :sure it is not the same KOHN because 1 have 
met this KOHN and he is what they call the steriotype- 
Jewish person, and totally unlike the person if Mr. 
Jaffee is, referring to the people in the Army-McCarthy 
hearings. This is not the person, no* This is not ■ 
the person because — but this person is related to 
that person* That I do know because he discussed 
this particular facet- 1 do not know why anyone was 
so interested in getting me off of that- They 
probably could have gotten me off of it, but Ifeel 
that I did the better thing, just serve my particular 
little sentence and got out. Well, Steve wanted me 
to mention some of the things ^ little things, or 
maybe big things, it's debatable* bet Mr* Garrison 
decide that* I've told Mr. Jaffee, Stephen out at 
my place in Long Beach, that DAVID had one great 
fault and that was his love for young boys* Mr.

I would say this had to be no later than '64 
because BECKHAM was not here when I was here In '6S, 
and I asked EECKIiAH on the telephone if he had been 
in Hew Orleans after I had been to New Orleans and 
he said only to talk to Mr- Garrison- And this is 
because I was planning on writing an expose article 
on BECKHAM as being a phoney minister, a phoney every** 
thing by selling phoney doctorates. The doctorates 
are legal, unfortunately, as the ordinations, but I 
mean as far as anything backing him up, anyone can 
buy them. And I was going to write this in order 
to expose him to stop him from running for Congress

And then I turned ever 
the next page and then 1 saw a sign, ard they were 
outside in another picture, and I saw the sign 
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"Highway 30’^ and then I kr,ew that it was not - 
they were not in Parish Prison, i^nd so then I 
finally found - there was an index and that 1 
had sLarted at the back of the book and I saw that 
it was not^ according to them^ EDGAR EUGJSKFE BRADLEY 
nor was it RED STOWE, But I disagree with whoever 
has mde the identifications on that because it 
definitely is RED, I mean, who knows better than 
the person that has known him iiitiniately? And that 
is RED, r don' t know where he is now, I met him 
here in New Orleans and God only knows where he is 
now. But of course RED - the type of person he is, 
he would sail his mother in order to a slave owner 
in order to make money, so> 1 mean, anything that 
ha is possibly involved in would not surprise me* 

The other man is def initely. EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
because I‘ve seen BRADLEY in that particular condi- 
tion, Dallas P.D,, I vmderstand from Jaffee, says 
it is not EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, but Jaffee has not 
told me who it is. then and this does bother me that 
they refuse to - when I ask them v^fho the picture is 
when I identify it - to my knowledge, the way I know * 
the people they refuse to give me any answers* This 
is the whole thing concerning Jaffee which is beginninjg 
to bug me, I feel that after I make an identification 
then they should tell me something at least. But I am 
still positive that picture is EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
I know it is RED STOVfE* RED STOWE was here - 1 first 
met him here in the City of New Orleans, Today 1 
want to point out, I finally went to what is known 
is now known as the Dixie Hotel, It could possibly 
have been known as the Dixie Hotel in 1965 on Tulane, 

It's kattywampus down the street and directly across 
from Charity Hospital. Now Mr, Ivon seems to think 
it was rather amazing that I could not remember the 
Charity Hospital was across the street. Well, Charity 
Hospital may be very big in Mr,. Ivon's mind and the 
citizens of New Orleans, but I am not a resident of 
Now Orleans, It's just another building to me and so 
at that particular I wasn't interested in landmarks, 
hospitals or anything else. All I was interested in 
was hiding and having fun. And the lady who owned it 
I refer to as a. "fat lady". She was not exceptionally 
fat, but she was much larger than the bitch who now 
runs it. Pardon me. Is that slander? No, bitch is 
a dog. She could be doggie. But anyhow, the woman 
who now runs it is her daughter who said she was 
there ail that time in '65, I spoke to her this 
morning; had a very difficult time getting to talk 
to her. She wanted to know this, that and the other, 
and in a word, she had her hand out for the almighty 
dollar and I did this the other evening to the other 
people at the Center Hotel and the restaurants and 
the bars and everything directly across from Continental* 
The one lady sciid that I did look familiar, but she 
said that was three years ago and there had been so 
many people come and go into her particular hotel. 

This woman says, "Well, i don't remember you* But I 
know all of Mama's guests," Well, she's a liar because 
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she is an obvious prostitute. Of course, I may be 
slandering myself - or slandering her, open to suit 
but I don't give a damn. I'm letting the cards fall 
where they may because we can probably get the 
v/itnesses to prove that she is a whore or prostitute. 
But the woman is elderly herself. Her mother, of 
course, was much older. She said her mother killed 
by a German Shephard. This confirms a story that I 
had heard later concerning the death of her mother. 

Her mother was extremely distrustful person. She 
had a small black dog as I remember when I lived there. 
The rooms are exactly as I described them to others. 
It's still a gray building. It was a gray building 
then. There is that horrible, atrocious yellow 
picture of Huey Long hanging on the wall. You go 
down the hallway and I had not entered into the 
hotel and I said to her, I says, "Is the bath at the 
end of the hall on the right?" She confirmed this, 
and I asked her about the rooms, "Are they small?" and 
she said, "Yes, they are small", and then I pretty 
well described the hotel before I went on into it. 

There is kind of an alcove ante-way to go into it. 

The woman is nasty. I do remember her as being the 
daughter of the owner of the hotel. I mean, one 
couldn't forget a bitch like that. And* at that time 
she v/as whoring around, if I - I don't remember her 
that well, but I do remember that she was whoring 
around. She looks much different now than she looked 
then. She was much more painted and she is no<>r - 
today she looked like a plain, grey-haired - more 
salt and pepper hair. And she is elderly. She is 
in her 50 's I would say now, and she is still plying 
the trade to the best of her ability probably. A man 
for a room for the night- Of course I'm doing this 
speculation, but that is the hotel - the Center Hotel - 
I remember it quite well because at that time there 
were a great deal of homosexuals and hustlers, and 
it was a good place to find what you wanted. I want 
to point out before this tape runs out, and while Mr. 
Jaffee and Mr. Alcock are not in here - I don't mind 
saying it to Mr. Alcock - but I do want to say this, 
that the - I am a great deal disappointed that the 
Dixie's is now gone because I was led to believe that 
Dixie's was still here. There is a Dixie's here but 
it is not the Dixie's that was here in 1965. Where 
Dixie's was at in 1965 is now taken over by some place 
called the Dream House or the Dream Room or something 
or other. Maybe it's not even that, but it's just 
down the street. LaPitte's in Exile is still here. 

It is much dirtier and they've done nothing to it. 

It was very, very crowded the other night when I was 
there. 1 was looking for LAYTON MARTIANS . That was 
the reason I went out. I did not let Jaffee or any 
of the people of the District Attorney's Office know 
because I wanted to find MARTENS. I wanted him to see 
me. I wanted him to see if he remembered me. He is 
like a machine sexually, and he probably would not 
remember me. But when you are a person of my nature 
you certainly remember somebody as cold as that, and 
he operates like a machine and it's on a money basis. 
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I would be interested in meeting him again. Of 
course, 1 do not have the money to really meet him 
for another eiicounter, but 1 think it v^ould be in- 
teresting in the interest of justice if 1 coaid get 
next to him and maybe learn a lot more, because UiYTON 
MARTENS, I understand, is being defended by some of 
the wealthiest, or some of the biggest attorneys in 
thti» City of New Orleans, Yet I*AYTON MARTENS still 
does not have a pot to piss in and to tne this only *-

And tliere was a little hotel — and that's all the 
sign had out front was "Uotel” and it was just down 
fclie street from it. And I figured with a sign like 
* that it had to be a cheap place so I got a plcice at 

tho cheap hotel. And I got it under the name EARL 
iUVYMOND ALLEN, not RAYMOND BROSHEARS cause I had gotten 
into a little bit of trouble up North doing Civil 
Rights work under the name RAYMOND BROSHEARS and I was 
X^retty upset. I didn't know which way to turn. I had 
lost the church, I lost tlie family, everything over it. 
So I thought I'd go back to EARL RAYI^ND ALLEN. EARL 
RAYMOND ALLEN is the name I was born with — my mother, 
in one of her mad moments had it changed to one of her 
many mad husbands.

J. Now, the Universal Life Church was formed in 1960 

as an association. Who formed the church? 

B. The church at that time was formed by a DR. KIRBY 

J. EffiNSLEY, formerly from the State of North Carolina. 

He is an illiterate, in this respect, he cannot read, 
nor can he write - 

J. The Universal Life Church was incorporated on the 

2nd of May, 1962. Can you say where? 

B. It was incorporated in Modesto. It was incorporated 

as The Church of God under the Universal Life Church 
of Modesto, Incorporated. DR. HENSLEY drew up the 
papers, took them up to - or his wife drew them up 
due to his illiteracy. He fooled you quite well, 
but he does know his Bible by heart. That's through 
learning it from his parents.. . . But he took these., 
papers, typed up very crudely on ordinary stationary, 
went to Sacramento and bullied his way, and pleaded 
and cajoled his way through Sacramento, and this is 
entirely unheard of because I've talked with many 
corporate lawyers in the State of California, and they 
cannot understand how he was granted a corporate charter 
how he was granted articles of incorporation when you 
have to do it on a legal farm. But yet he did it and 
I have a photostatic copy of his articles of incorpor- 
ation which are done up that way. And to me it is 
quite appalling because there are strikeovers marked 
out and I know the Corporate Board of the State of 
California did not allow this because they have turned 
down many of my applications for corporation on legal 
paper because it was not spaced property. And yet 
DR. HENSLEY put in something that was absolutely 
atrocious. This I've always thought a bit weird. 

J. Now, you said it spread to 8,000 members; 3,800 outside 

of the United States. 

B. I did not say members. 

J. Ministers? 

B. No. You said members. I said ministers. 
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I ssid ministers last night* There are now 8,000 
ministers, affiliate membership numbers somewhere 
near 100,000 now, 

Where are the branches of the church outside of the 
IT* S.? You mentioned there v/ere 14 foreign countries. 

In Europe there is England, Sweden, Italy in particular, 
X have a list of all of the ones in Italy , and then 
Uganda in the Continent of i^frica, and several of the 
new emerging J^frican nations the people have been named 
Bishops and like this for their ego purposes, and 
they're growing quite large. In fact the head of “ 
the Bishop of the Uganda Church is the Defense Minister 
there of Uganda, I think that is very interesting. 

What’s his name? 

J can't pronounce any of those black names. You forget 
it, I*ve got it at home. 

Will you send it back? Send us, , , 

I’ll send it to Mr, Alcock, yes. 

Now do you know, for example, you just stated that the 
Defense Minister of Uganda is the head of the Universal 
Life Church there, 

10,000 members in his church inmUganda, He won't have 
hive it for long. It's more of a political party than 
anything religious. 

Can you say another country where possibly a Defense 
Minister or another member of the government is known 
to you would be Involved? 

I think you're projecting a bit because 1 don't know 
these people's positions, I know the Mayor of a tovm 
in the Country of Guatemala is the head of the Universal 
Life Church in his city, but he is not the head of the 
church in Guatemala, DR, HEKSLEY is the head of the 
church in Guatemala, 

DR. IlENSLEY of Modesto? 

Yes, He is the head of the church in Guatemala, 

Does he go to Guatemala to take part in it? 

Mo, he's never been there. He just - all through 
corresx5ondence. There are several ministers in 
Guatemala, Honduras - British Flonduras, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua; one of the Samosa brothers, I don't know 
whichever one that is still alive, he wrote for our 
papers. He has been granted ministers and bishops 
papers v/xth the Universal Life Church, Now, how he 
heard of it I do not know, and I understand that Samos a 
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iis a very good conservative Roinan Catholic* and it 
has pu2i:3led tne why he wanted bishop^ s papers to the 
tfniveraal Life church. But this is not for me to 
wonder* as DE, HEtISLEy says* it ‘ s none of my business. 

I have gone through DR. IlEt^SLEY ' s files quite exten- 
sively. DR, CARL McIOTIRE has papers v/ith the 
Universal Life Church. 

j. What kind of papers? 

B. Ordination papers. Bishop's papers. As does rlERBEET 

w. ARMSTRONG of Pasadena* who publishes the Plain Truth 
Magazine and' the International Broadcasts is most 
extensive to all the English speaking nations in the 
world* called "The World Tomorrow” under TED ARilSTRONG. 
And of course they of the "I cannot fathom why the 
Samosa brothers would want ordination papers. There 
is only one left that i know of, of the Samosa brothers. 
1 don't know too much about them. But this is typical 
of DR. tiEWSLEY's Operations. He says* "I will give 
ordination papers to anybody who writes me. All they 
have to do is write in care of the Universal Life 
Church* 1766 Poland Road, Modesto* California 95351* 
and I will send them ordination." And he said he 
does not care who they are, or what they are* or what 
they're going to preach. They can preach hate - 
anything they want to preach because they only have 
to answer to the God within. This is DR. HENSLEY'S 
basis for giving out all of these ordinations that 
he gives out. tIENSLEY has operations in 14 different 
countries, and 1 do not know the extent. The Italian 
one seems to be fairly great. The one in Sweden 
alarms me. As a person* it's my own personal observa^ 
tion. But he does have operations in Sweden, Several 
ministers over there, I do know two recent deserters 
from the United States Armed Forces - v;hat branch I 
do not know - have written for ordination, and they 
have been granted by KIRBY HENSLEY, Of course* KIRBY 
HENSJjEY is known for his helping of draft dodgers by 
granting them ordinations. But of course not all the 
Draft Boards are granting for the Divihity Classifica- 
tion because they have done this. I feel very strongly 
that I'm - excuse me keep ray feelings out of it. 

■ Numerous intelligence men in the Long Beach Police 
Force have ordination papers with Universal Life Church, 
as L-A.P-D.S.O, - Sheriff's Office - intelligence. 

Also FBI, Long Beach* and I know the FBI office in 
numerous places have ordination papers with the 
Universal Life Church, Now, these papers they can 
get them under any name they want. They can use an 
alias because they don't have to furnish any proof that 
it is their name, so many people are using these for 
many devious purposes. Of this* I am sure. Now these 
papers* I want to reiterate* are perfectly legal and 
valid papers; and people are using these to impersonate 
ministers, and some are really using them for legitimate 
purposes. People who do not have the college education 
arc using them. One of the things I wanted to point 
out with the San Francisco office of the FBI is Agent 
known to me as MANNING has a Universal Life Ordination. 
This is ohe FBI man outside of JOE CONLDN at the Long 
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Beach office v;ho has bishop's papers. There ere e 
MR. WEWMAEf of the United States Secret Service has 
or d 1 r 1 a t i o n papers^ but unde r a n.o t he r name _ He told 
me that he wrote lor them - that he wrote for them 
under another name. Also, all of the FBI men in the 
San Jose Office have ordination papers, but under 
other names. This I feel that I am responsible for. 
It^s my fault to a very great degree, and I*m not 
going to apologize for it. But the country Canada 
is one that 1 really overlooked to men as an important 
part of the Universal Life Church. Now this is tied 
in with TOM BECKflAM and some ''kook" in Ontario. I've 
got the name and address of the man who BECKHAM 
recently visited in Ontario in connection with his 
particular church, the Holy Orthodox Christian Churches 
whichi he made me a bishop of, KolyJ Holy!

Here In the City of New Orl^^s . As I related to Mr. 


Garrison last night, FERRIE got into the Ministry 
of the Old Catholic Church through this "kook" JAMES 
up in Canada somewhere. That's what FERRIE claims. But 
I have conflicting reports on that from MICHAEL ITKIN 
who it seems that Hr. Garrison knov^s , MICHAEL ITKIN is 
a cardinal, or bishop, or pope, anything you want to 
name. He's it. And he had currently been stirring up 
trouble in the San Franc Isco-Hate Ashbury, and in the 
Berkely area Telegraph. ITKIN has his own corporate 
body called the HOLY EVANGELICAL CATHOLIC COMMUNION 
BROTHERHOOD OF LOVE, and they - ITKIN was exposed for 
myself in the City of San Francisco but it did no good 
because now it seems that ITKIN is getting from mysterious 
sources and is able to print these documents and papers 
and is growing quite fast and quite large. HENSLEY got 
into the so-called 'draft dodging* or helping the anti- 
drafters through myself quite innocently - maybe. Or 
maybe 1 got into it quite innocently. 1 can't figure 
out just what. But some young men wanted to be 
student. -ministers in my church in San Francisco, which 
was called the Univcirsal Church of Light which was 
located at 465 Garic, Studio B. It's a music studio. 

MADAM ROSALIE EARGA {Zaga?) is the Manaer. Rover and 
ANGELINA MILLER and REVERAND GERTA MAYS who arc both 
listed, REV. GERTA t-lhYS is listed in the directories. 

REV. ANGELINA MII-LBR is not, but she is listed in our 
magazine. Her private telephone number is listed in 
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The Light of Understanding. These people were all 
on my staff of the church in San Francisco. Young 
(Tien - hippies - started coming to me asking to be 
student ministers, I later learned, for their only 
purpose* for being ministers v/as to escape the draft. 

Wlien I so learned, I spoke to them rather harshly, 
and it ended their association with me but by this 
time they had already gone to £^lodesto, KIRBY HENSLEY 
gave them ordination papers, and this was the begin*- 
ning of KIRBY HE&ISLEY ' s anti-draft work which has 
been public iiised in the New York Times extensively 
which led to a CBS telecast by MR, TERRY DRINKVVATER. 
hnd this was on CBS evening news Walter Cronkite,- 
CBS late night news local Los -Pingeles? and CBS morning 
news with Douglas the next morning, Anyhow, HENSLEY 
- this is how he got into, or maybe the anti-draft 
movement, IIENSLEY is not of course he does not 
profess to be anti-draft. But I do think it is 
strange, because after this I personally contacted 
the Attorney General of the State of California, MR, 

TOM LYNCH, and MR, FRANK JORDAN the Secretary of State 
who has control over such matters as the corporate 
bodies existing in their State, MR. LYNCH and MR, 

JORDAN both told me that DR, KIRBY HENSLEY they can 
find nothing wrong with his operations even though 
X had pointed out the CBS telecast, the New York Times 
disclosures, and the disclosures over the wire services - 
Associated Press and United Press International. And 
yet these men, State elected officials, appointed 
officials - MR. JORDAN - most of his people, MR, 

JORDAN is elected. Excuse me. He's elected every 
year. He has been in so long I thought he was appointed, 
He*s been in about 30 years. But anyhow, these 
gentlemen told me that they can find nothing wrong 
with KIRl^Y HENSLEY'S operations and they said - 
wanted to question me why l was coming to them to ask 
them to close him down when I used to be a part of 
DR- HCINSLEY's operation, and I told them that DR. 

HENSLLY used to be an honorable, honest man, but now 
he has gone into what I feel - things that are detri- 
mental to the security of the country of the United 
States. I have seen other people prosecuted and sent 
to prison for doing the things far minor against the 
draft than what KIRBY HENSLEY has said on coast-to- 
coast TV, and is currently doing. He now has 8,0.00 
mSnisUers, Of tie se 8,000 I would have to say very, 
very truthfully, because I know this to be a fact, 
that over 3,00 of them are draft-dodgers. And I want 
to say, of the 3,000 draf t-dodgurs, that approximately 
1,000 have received 4-D Divinity classifications from 
their Draft Boards. And I want to point out to you 
that v/hen they receive a 4-D classification, they 
cannot be drafted, nor can their classification be 
changed, my understanding of the Selective Service 
laws in the State of Caliliornia, DR. KIRBY HENSLEY 's 
organisation is incorporated in 27 other states. This 
is something I neglected to mention earlier. 27 other 
states. The last being the State of Nevada, The latest 
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I should aay. He plans to have it incorporated 
in every single State of the Union. Where he is 
getting the money for this is really beyond me, 

Whex^e KIRBY HENSLEY is getting the money all along 
is beyond me, because he has never - I want to 
repeat - he has never advertised in any publication, 
major or minor, with the exception of our magazine. 

The Light of Understanding, and KIRBY HENSLEY'S ad- 
vertisement in there just says merely "Universal 
Life Church’^ Modesto, California, and gives the 
address, taut it doss not say *'Get an Ordination", or 
"Buy and Ordination", or anything. But I want to 
point out that DE. I3EW3LEY does not sell his ordin- 
ations, He gives them to you free, Scott free. He 
does not sell them. So, I want to emphasise this 
over and over, and I would appreciate Hr, Ivon and 
everyone in this - I would appreciate everyone in' 
this particular office writing to DR. HENSLEY under 
assumed names with post office boxes preferably, 
maybe General Delivery or just anyone else’s address, 
and write for ministerial papers just to see how this 
does work, and sure enough an ordination paper will 
arrive for them. 1 do not know his procedure on 
handing out the bishop -s papers now. Usually - I 
can*t really say how he hands out the bishop's papers. 

1 was pointing out earlier about the bishop of Uganda, 
HENSLEY is on the board of TOM BECKHAM 's American 
Academy of Professional Arts, as. is FRED LEE CHRISMAN 
of Tacoma, Washing t on ^ and vice versa in all the other 
organizations. MICEIAEL ITKIN, who heads up the 
Evangelical Catholic Communion, which I talked about 
earlier. for a moment, have extensive information on 
ITKItl's bullshit which l will send to the New Orleans 
office on this particular portion because I did not 
know that ITKIN had been in New Orleans, and had been 
the great source of trouble that he had been in this 
City, MORELAND BALLARD of Baltimore is the man who 
is supposedly - I Vfant to point this out - supposedly 
ordained DAVID FERRIE, How, I have no way of checking - 
I do have ways of checking this out, tout I would have 
to have permission from Mr. Garrison or one of his 
Mr, Alcock, . the two men who are involved in the liti- 
gation of this^ particular investigation because I 
would not want to embarrass them by going to San 
Francisco and talking v/ith the various people upLthere 
in the Evangelical Communion and ask them about this 
because ITKIH has never - I want to point out - ITKIN 
has never met FERRIE. ITKIN has met TOM BECKHAM, and 
of course ITKIN has met BALIARD. I have spoken with 
BALIjARD long distance on the telephone from San Jose 
v/hen I was helping the FBI with the investigation of 
the- Students ’for Democratic Society in San Jose, but 
let me add that the investigation in San Jose was not 
of my doing. That was the suggestion of certain people 
in the federal government that I assisted because I 
had many young people who were attending San Jose State 
College who were involved in SDS, and I did my dirty 
deed. I’m not going to try and justify it, and I'm not 
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• \ going to say I'm ashamed of it because at the time 

I did it - that's it. But anyhow, I'm starving to 
death right now. VJhen I talked to BALLARD IN 
Baltimore, BALLARD said that he knew nothing of 
ITKIN except that ITKIN came through Baltimore; 

ITKIN was a hypocritical egotistical little bastard 
who wanted to connect up with the Old Catholic Church 
of which BALLARD claimed he was the Metropolitan 
. Bishop. I have seen papers to this effect that say 

that BALLARD is the Metropolitan Bishop of it. But 
BALlJiRD said that he was - I did not ask BALLARD 
anything about New Orleans or anything of this nature. 
But as far as ITKIN in New Orleans, I know nothing - 
I knew nothing until last night that ITKIN had ever 
been to this particular area. I know ITKIN has a 
fantastic hatred. ITKIN is a homosexual - a rather 
f flagrant homosexual, wanton. But ITKIN has never 
/ mentioned even being to this City. ITKIN is much 
' younger than myself. I am 33. ITKIN, I would say, 
is closer to 27, maybe 28. He could be older, but 
I doubt very seriously. I'm sure Mr. Garrison knows. • 
the Twentieth Century Reformation Church is McINTIRE's 
organization. They're associated with the BILLY JAMES 
♦^^ 5 ^ HARGIS anti-Communist crusade, this Christian crusade 

that is throughout the South - the Bible Belt in which 
he rakes in the shekels from the "little lambs". And 
McINTIRE is also associated with FRED SCHWARTZ in the 
City of Long Beach where I reside, and his anti- 
communist Christian Crusade. FRED SCHWARTZ is about 
as anti-Communist as Fidel Castro. I have been asked 
• - questions by Mr. Jaffe concerning EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. 



EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY as all well know, had 
purchased a bus ticket and said that he was en route 
and arrived, and knew nothing of the assassination of 
President Kennedy until he arrived in El paso. As 
anyone knows, that particular route of the bus, BRADLEY - 
and any bus of the Greyhound or Trailways, you may 
get off any any designated stop, any place you want, 
and re-join another bus coming through later on, and 
no one knows the difference. And this is what allegedly 
happened with BRADLEY in the City of Dallas. I, myself, 
have done this on bus trips, and so I know it can be 
done. So BRADLEY'S story there does not hold water 
because there is no one on the bus, if anyone who has 
travelled cross-country as BRADLEY claimes he was 
doing, if you travel cross-country with people and 
you do not get off a bus, people remember you regardless. 
I mean you strike up acquaintanceship, and I don't care 
if you are the most introverted person, this is the 
part of BRADLEY'S story v/hich proves conclusively to 
me that this* man - of course this is my own personal 
opinion - this man is lying in this particular case. 

Of course, DAVID FERRIE had mentioned him casually, 
but I do want to point out this part about BRADLEY 
that there are pictures that I have looked at here 
that are quite shocking to me. I see a man which I 
knew as RED STOV.T3 with EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. I thought 
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at first the pictures were of Paris;h Prison ^ hut 
they are not of Parish Prison they are Dealey 
Pla^a, and this is EED STOV^E a "punk", "hustlor", 
'‘alcoholic", a roll^thern-ovcr beat-em-up, anything 
he can do^ He is in the pictures with the man 
alleged to be BIH\DLEir, Now this man in the picture 
BRADLEY says is not hltnsclf. The Dallas Police 
Porce says it is not BllADLEY. But, the striking 
similarity « the similarity is too great for it not 
to be BRADLEY. It has to be. I cannot be anyone 
else but BRADLEY, because this is how BRADLEY looks 
when he is carousing. People who - in Los Angeles 
at the moment who have seen BRADLEY, and I have seen 
BRADLEY, it looked like BRADLEY because 1 have seen 
BRADLEY recently in a carousing mood in out on the 
Strip, and this was BRADLEY in the - Hollywood by 
Parmer's Market, I had seen him out near - he had 
on a sport shirt, tousled -- his hair was tousled, 
much like the picture that I now see that is Dealey 
Plaza. It looked like him. It looked nothing like 
the pictures that are in the courtroom there. Of 
course at the time I did not know that was EDGAR 
EUGENE BRADLEY ejccept the face was horribly familiar. 

And of course he's been on - his pictures have been 
on TV and in the newspapers quite a bit in California, 
and * but I did not associate that particular man at 
that time with the pictures that I*d seen on television, 
because all the pictures there had been of a man very 
neatly dressed, hair combed right dom to a speck- But 
this, the pictures here of the man at Dealey Plaza 
are EDGAR EUGEHiJE: BRADLY that I have seen in some of 
his carousing moments. 

EERRIE was mentioning the Voice of Americanism by the 
anti”Coramunist Christian Crusade, BILLY JAMES tiARGIS ' 
crusade, and also McIEiTIRE. The Voice of Americanism, 

I want to point out, comes from Pasadena, California, 
and plays a very important role. BRADLEY was allegedly 
going from Me INTI RE ' s to the Voice of Americanism, 
which is headed up by - Jaffe remembers the story. It 
is in The Free Press, the name of this man who BRADLEY 
has a great deal of association with. The Voice of 
Americanism from Pasadena, California, a religious 
broadcast? The story vj-as supposedly showing atrocities 
by the Vietcong, v/hen in reality I, myself, recognize 
the picture right off, and had screamed to the radio 
station, KGR in Long Beach, that that picture was 
taken as a still from tho movie "The Sand Pebbles", 
and this Is the picture used by the gentleman, CLYDE 
McBUHNIE is his name. Now it is coming to me. CLYDE 
McBURNXE is his name, and he and EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, 
MeINTIRE and -HARGIS and SCHvmRTZ, they're all in tlie 
same paxticular bag. They all know one another. Whether 
Uiey admit it or not this is absolute fact because I’m 
the Pasadena police if they were in a cooperative mood 
could tell you if they put out surveillance, they would 
see the cars of SGlfl'JART2 in Pasadena at McBURNIE ' s 
house. And this also goes to GARNER TED ARMSTRONG at 
the “Plain Truth" Magazine, the World Tomorrow broadcast 
■coming from Pasadena. I think it's quite interesting 
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that a great deal of the radical right-wing activities 
religious-wise come out of Pasadena and Long Beach. 

In coimection, when FERRIE had said CARLOS was to fly 
to Houston, this is where BP^ADLEY^s name came up. 
BRADLEY was not one of the two people, t»ut I said, 

"How many were there?*', and he said there. was more 
than two. I said, "Wito is the other one?", and he 
said the other one involved a guy by the name - some 
kind of nut iiy the name of BRADLEY, He says one of 
these religious fanatics. Now he did not use the 
name EDGAR EUGEWt: BRADLEY- Ue said "BRADLEY". men 
he used the word "BRADLEY”, I mentioned - I asked him 
what he v/as referring to, and he said BRADLEY was a 
minister- And this is how 1 learned that DAVID PERRIE 
was a "priest"- A Catholic Priest. BRADLEY was a 
minister with MclKTlRE's organisation. He has papers 
with numerous of these radical right ministerial groups. 
BRADLEY is an ordained minister. He does not profess 
to be to anyone. He's is just EUGENE BRADLEY who 
works for MclNTlRE and his group in New Jersey. I 
want to point out one thing which I have not pointed 
out to anyone before, McIHTIRE is- associated very 
loosely, but is associated with a person who knows 
BRADLEY in New Brunswick, ^ew Jersey, and this man's 
name is Tir^OTHY BECKLEY. *J*II«>THY BECKLEY is a 
UFO”Ologist - flying saucers to you all. But BECKLEY 
knows something of BRADLEY because in a Newsletter 
sent out not too long ago by BECKLEY 's UFO group 
there in New Brunswick, I have the full title of 
BECKLEY 's - it's On Court land Place — have the full 
address and all in Long Beach, and here, now, it seemed 
insignificant at that time, but he inserted a little 
article sticking up for EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY and saying 
that he had nothing to do with the assassination of 
President Kennedy. I thought it was quite curious - 
it was quite curious to me that he even inserted this 
in the UFO magasiine, there was no need for. That's 
my personal opinion. But this makes me wonder about 
BECKLEY and his association with MeiNTIRE. They* re 
both in the State of New Jersey and just a short 
distance from one another. BECKLEY, by the way, has 
minister's papers with the Universal Life Church, The 
Universal Life Church is an incorporated body in the 
State of Texas. There are numerous Universal Life 
ministers, and I could not even begin to go Into right 
now a] 1 the names of that I know of. If l can get on' 
KIRBY HENSLEY'S good side again, and could go through 
the records in Modesto again it would be of great help. 
But right now I'm on KIRBY' s bad side. Yes, there are 
ministers in Dallas. There are ministers in Dallas 
and Fort Worth and Arlington, The Sky Ministry is in 
Arlington. That is the Universal Life church minister 
who conducts what he calls a Sky Ministry;/ He drops 
leaflets. According to him, he drops leaflets. 

Religious leaflets. And he is a Sky Pilot minister, 
in Arlington. He has a Fort Worth post office box. 

Angel Wing, Texas is another portion of the Universal 
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Life Church dc>v^^n there ^-/hich he claims that he raises 
money for an jingel Wing orphanage in Angel Wing, Texas, 
There is no such address ns "Angel Wing" ^ a toi-vTi as 
Angel Wing that X have been able to discover, I do 
have an address for the Angel Wing Ranch, I have been 
asked if I had the name of Tlie Church of the Abundant 
Light, This is a very familiar name to me in connec- 
tion with M.ICHAEL ITKItJ. This is one of the churches 
in his ecums^nicai movement, I have been asked concern- 
ing whether r tried to leak out some information under 
tha guise of a seance in the - ah - there was no seance, 
but I wrote it in the Light of Understanding and this 
was one way, I felt, of trying to leak certain things 
out to the public. But I will say this, the response 
from the spiritualist people in the country has been 
one million per cent overwhelming and they all accept 
what has been given there in that article as gospel 
truth. Which it is - gospel truth - as the way I have 
learned it from ah, , , 

FEHRIE referred to RUBY, he never used the word "RUBY" 
once - he referred to JACK as "a fat clown from Dallas; 
and he’s a faggot, and he likes to eat pussy", which 
is not unusual in the homosexual underworld, A lot of 
them like to get it in tha rear, while eating the 
pussy. Shocking Mr, Garrison? Lovely, Yes, this is 
one thing I believe very strongly ™ well this is some- 
thing he was very emphatic upon. In fact, this is one 
of hla more serious moments when he was high. BoMf as 
1 said before, I cannot swear up and down that it was 
liquor because I don^t think one or two beers puts 
anybody stoned. But he did take a great amount of 
pills because he was a fantastically nervous person. 

But as I stated many times before, he was an intelligent 
person and a brain attract more than a physical body. 

But anyhow his - he mentioned TIPPIT - OFFICER TIP PIT- 
Mow, he mentioned TIPPIT and OSWALD and RUBY as being 
in the same "cell", Now, I'm sure this was not a jail, 
and the only things that’s been used as cells in America , 
the term "cells" has been applied to Communist groups, 

NOW RUBY, according - "FAT JACK the clown", had been 
referred to by RUBY - by, excuse me, I've got Ruby on 
the brain - by FERRIE as not having any love for Kennedy, 
so this is why this later display of killing OSWALD was 
so phoney to FERRIB himself- And he said that TIPPIT 
did not - that TIPPIT was a part of the cell as OSWALD, 
OSWALD did not shoot President Kennedy,- that OSWALD ran 
out and as he did BOB threatened to shoot him.

was vacated by ME- MAYALL ^ REV- MAYALL of Baker sfi 
who is the Chairman - who is now the head of GEORGE 
WALLACE'S American Independent Party in the State o 
California, I*d like to point out- He was the Vice 
President of the Universal Life Church- I have see; 
pictures of him in apace suits- Don't ask me why- 
He*s in space suits- But anyhow, - I was asked if 
EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY is tied in with GOVERNOR GEORGE 
WALLACE’S group- I cannot say because I do not kno^.. 
Except that I do know that BILLY JAMES HARGIS Is bac 
ing the candidacy of GOVERNOR VJALLACE as CAR - 
Cardinal Mclntire . We got a cardinal in Los Angeles 
called Mclntire and l keep on calling him Cardinal 
Hclntire. DR- McINTIEE in New Jersey. DH- MeINTIRB 
has come out very strongly in favor of GEORGE C- 
WALLACE- A recent broadcast l heard this on- KGER 
in Long Beach- Religious radio station- 1 wanted 
to point that out that there was considerable funds 
by a dance put on in the City of Seattle- Some of 
the "rock bands'* - is that what they call them? ** 
some of the "rock bands" up there for DICK GREGORY ■ 
and all of them* there was funds raised for that 
and it was sponsored by a religious group, 1 have 
not been able to find what religious group, but I 
am sure if it vms sponsored by any religious group in 
the State of Washington, it was F, LEE CHRISMAN 
because he was Involved in the demonstrations for 
the Pallioupe and Nesquali Indians, and this all 
happened jvist a month and a half ago, 

Mr- Jaffee has asked me about the ten millionth time 
how DAVID FERRIE felt about his part in the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy- DAVID FERRIE* from what 
he would tell me maybe out of conscience or what* or 
j out of fear, but all he W'ould say to me is that he 
I was paid and he had to do what he was doing* and then 
he went back to that film with the 16 year old boy- 
If this film or the 16 year old boy could be found* 

I think this would be the key to breaking the whole 
thing. In fact, I would like to find out who the 
16 year old boy is, I have been asked earlier by 
Mr, Jaffee if Mr, BANISTER gave him his orders, or 
OSVJALD- Or you did not ask me if BANISTER — about 
the meeting-. 

He never specified exactly any meetings or anything 
of that nature- Most everything took place at the - 
where he discussed the assassination - his part. Now 
he did not feel that he was assassinating the President - 
I want to emphasize this, because he really didn’t 
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feel that he vras assassinating the President- And 
1 don't know what Mr. Garrison has him indicted for, 

I have not seen the indictment , I would love to see 
it, hut, well 1 have been told that he was indicted 
for conspiracy to assassinate, the President of the 
United States, But FERHIE did not feel that he was 
conspiring to assassinate the President of the United 
States, but they took place at the mysterious dwelling 
wherever it is out on St, Charles Street, and i have 
since asked a bellhop where I'm staying here in the 
City of Orleans, and they told me that all the homes 
out on St- Charles are very, very palatial type 
places and they are very old, and they are very lavely, 
and they are owned by fine people. The lawyer that 
was supposed to defend me - KOHN - I had mentioned to 
him about KOfM who was to come to defend me in my 
particular episode up in liellville, Illinois when I 
was in a Civil Rights demonstration up there. How 
KOHN is not the same K0hl3 that Mr_ Jaffee just 
mentioned. He said ROY mm. This is a ROY KDHH 
but I^ni Esure it is not the same KOHN because I have 
met this KOHN and he is what they call the steriotype’ 
Jewish person, and totally unlike the person if Mr, 
Jaffee is referring to the people in the Army 'McCarthy ^ 
hearings. This is not the person, no. This is not ■ 
the person because - but this person is related to 
that person. That 1 do know because he discussed 
this particular facet. I do not know why anyone was 
so interested in getting me off of that. They 
probably could have gotten me off of it, but 1 ’ f eel 
that I did the better thing, just serve my particular 
little sentence and got out. Well, Steve wanted me 
to mention some of the things - little things, or 
maybe big things, it's debatable. Let Mr. Garrison 
decide that. I've told Hr, Jaffee, Stephen out at 
jiiy place in Long Beach, that DAVID had one great 
fault and that was his love for young boys. Mr. 
Garrison said last night he did not feel that it was 
necessarily sexual. Well, a person with his brain, 

I do not feel that it would necessarily he sexual, 
and it would be more or less a thing because DAVID 
had great empathy for people, and he did want to 
help people like he wanted to help me, I was in a 
particularly bad situation when I arrived in this 
City and he did his very best to help me. He gave 
me money there at the end when he was preparing to 
fly down to Guatemala on that trip which he had asked 
me to go with him so I could escape the FBI, which he 
said BERT said was looking for me.

"tricks" anything," I was not DAVID'S "trick". He 
asked me about LAY'lDH £4AHTEHS - 

IjAYTOH MARTBI^S, X saw him the first time with DAVID 
PERRIE and CLAY StIAW was sitting there at the same 
time. This was at Dixie's, which is no longer in 
existence* I later saw LAYTON MARTENS several times 
around the Quarter, and 1 had - later on I propositioned 
LAYTOH f^iARTENS. I will end it right there because 
1 don't want to coimnit myself. 

Steve has asked me x^hat gave me the impression 
MARTINIS, as they're calling him, 1 know him as MARTY 
and I4ART, what gave me the impression that he was 
occupied with CLAY SHAW, rather than DAVID FERRIE , 

But I want to point out that Dixie's at that time 
was an older crowd than what 1 found the other evening 
up at LaPitte's in Exile* The LaPitte's in Exile crowd 
was the same type at that time, now it's nothing but 
a bunch of young kids* And the people were considerably 
more reserved, but LAYTON MARTENS appeared to know Mr, 
SHAW quite well as they talked, and then MARTENS would 
go around talking to others, and MARTENS to my way of 
thinking, attthat time did not look like he could be 
over 18, maybe 19 at the very, very most. Just a 
little boy. He had that little boy look, I still, 
to this day , I do not even know his age. I have never 
been informed of his age, but he was extremely well- 
built, put it that way. And I feel “ 1 mean he talked 
to DAVID and then he talked to SHAW, and then when we 
later left, DAVID and myself and SHAW and the young 
man that DAVID had purchased which I have identified 
today in the photos ^ I identified him today in the 
photos of BliACKE^OOH, known to me at that time as 
BLACKIE, This is the young man whom DAVID referred 
to that he had - that was his gift. That was who he 
had bought, and I assumed that he had purchased him* 
for the night. No, the gift DAVID had bought was 
BLfvCKMOOR^ {A little bit of French in here that 1 
can’t spell, but translated: Do you understand? 

Pros tut ion?) This Jaf fee is quite naive or something, 
but he knows nothing about the underground or else 
he would know that when you buy yourself someone, that 
means that you have purchased that person's services 
for the evening. For the night, or for a period of 
time, and so- this meant that he and BLACKMOOR were 
going to have a sexual thing. Q'hat's what the gift 
in that particular case meant* I mean, when' you're 
holding onto something, and said here is the gift I 
bought, that is the gift Baby, Excuse me Mr* Garrison, 

I didn't mean to use endearing terms. Apologise to 
your w'ife too. 
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1 want to point out one thing that Stephen just 
brought up- FERIUE BECKHAH, I cannot 

give the exact date of PERRIE and BECKilAM- Now 
Mr- Sciambra stated that BECKfLAM’s a f --~ — g liar? 

Well whatever it is. But that's fine and well, 
and I know BECKHAM to be a liar, Olhat's for danm 
sure, but I don't know v^hat he was referring to. 

But BECKHAM is a homosexual, and BECKHAM - I wanted 
to finish this part here on BBCKHAI4. BECKHAM, whan 
it came out in the paper that he had been subpoenaed 
by Mr. Garrison, to me as far as I knew THOMAS BECKHAM 
was a good person. BECKHAM claimed to be the son-in- 
law of Senator ALLEN ELLENDER of Louisiana, but this ■ 
is the same TOM whom DAVE had mentioned, I'm positive 
now, because this was the TOM whom he had ordained as 
a priest in the Old Catholic Church. And now BECKHAM 
ordains people for of course, A donation?

1 don't know if it was on purpose or accidental, he 
gave it to me and start here. I don't know if he 
exactly said start' here, but it later developed that 
that was the back of the book and the index with the 
names to the pictures, any how, had put the book in 
that particular position. (I had to stop for a moment}_ 
And when I turned to the picture I thought it was a 
picture of RED STO^VE With EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY in prison 
Possibly Parish Prison here. And then 1 turned wer 
the next page and then I saw a sign, ard they were 
outside in another picture, and I saw the sign 
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SO**, and then I knew that it was not - 
they were not In Parish Prison, And so then I 
finally found - there was an index and that I 
had started at the back of the book and X saw that 
it was not, according to therrt, EDGAK EUCEITE BRADLEY^ 
nor was it BED STOWE* But I disagree with whoever 
has tuade the identifications on that because it 
definitely is RED. 1 rue an, who knows better than 
the person that has known him intimately? And that 
is RED, I don^t know where he is now, I met him 
here in New Orleans and Ood only knows where he is 
now. But of coarse RED - the type of person he is, 
he would sell his mother in order to a slave owner 
in order to make money, so, I mean, anything that 
he is possibly involved in would not surprise me. 

The other man is def initely. EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
because I*ve seen BRADLEY in that particular condi- 
tion, Dallas P,D,, I understand from Jaffee, says 
it is not EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, but Jaffee has not 
told me who it is. then and this does bother me that 
they refuse to - whan I ask them who the picture is 
when I identify it - to my knowledge, the way I know ‘ 
the people they refuse to give me any answers.

All I was interested in 
was hiding and having fun* And the lady who owned it 
I refer to as a. ” fat lady'*. She was not exceptionally 
fat, but she was much larger than the bitch who now 
runs it- Pardon me. Is that slander? No, bitch is 
a dog* She could be doggie. But anyhow, the woman 
who now runs it is her daughter who said she was 
there all that time in '65. I spoke to her this 
morning r had a very difficult time getting to talk 
to her. She wanted to know this, that and the other, 
and in a word, she had her hand out for the almighty 
dollar and J did this the other evening to the other 
people at the Center Hotel and the restaurants and 
the bars and everything directly across from Continental 
The one lady said that i did look familiar, but she 
said that was three years ago and there had been so 
many people come and go into her particular hotel , 

This woman says, "Well, I don't remember you* But I 
know all of Mama's guests," Well, she*s a liar because 
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she is an obvious prostitute- Of course, I may be 
slandering myself - or slandering her, open to suit 
but I don't gi\^e a damn- I'm letting the cards fall 
where they may because we Cciii probably get the 
v/itnesses to prove that she is a v/hore or prostitute. 
But the woman is elderly herself. Her mother, of 
course, was much older, she said her mother killed 
by a German Shephard, This confirms a story that 1 
had heard later concerning the death of her mother. 

Her mother was extremely distrustful person. She 
had a small black dog as I remember when I lived there 
The rooms are exactly as I described them to others. 
It’s still a gray building. It was u gray building 
then. There is that horrible, atrocious yellow 
picture of Huey I,ong hanging on the wall. You go 
do\'^u the hallway and I had not entered into the 
hotel and I said to her, I says, *'Is the bath at the 
end of the hall on the right?" She confirmed this, 
and I asked her about the rooms, "2ire they small?" and 
she said, "Yes, they are small", and then I pretty 
well described the hotel before I went on into it. 
There is kind of an alcove ante-way to go into it. 

The woman is nasty. I do remember her as being the 
daughter of the owner of the hotel. I mean, one 
couldn’t forget a bitch like that. Jind" at that time 
she was whoring around, if I - I don't remember her 
that well, but I do remember that she was whoring 
around, she looks much different now than she looked 
then. She was much more painted and she is no<v - 
today she looked like a plain, grey-haired — more 
salt and pepper hair. i\nd she is elderly. She is 
in her 50 's I would say now, and she is still plying 
the trade to the best of her ability probably. A man 
for a room for the night. Of course I’m doing this 
speculation, but that is the hotel “ the Center Hotel 
I rememiber it quite well because at that time there 
were a great deal of homosexuals and hustlers, and 
it was a good place to find what you wanted. I want 
to point out before this tape runs out, and while Mr. 
Jaffee and Mr. AXcock are not in here - I don’t mind 
saying it to Mr, Alcock - but I do want to say this, 
that the 1 am a great deal disappointed that the 
Dixie's is now gone because I was led to believe that 
Dixie’s vras still here. There is a Dixie’s here but 
it is not the Dixie’s that was here in 1965- Where 
Dixie's was at in 1965 is now taken over by some place 
called the Dream House or the Dream Room or something 
or other. Maybe it’s not even that, but it's just 
down the street. LaFitte’s in Exile is still here. 

It is much dirtier and they've done nothing to it. 

It was very, very crowded the other night when X was 
there. 1 was looking for LAYTON MARTF] f!l5 . That was 
the reason J went out. I did not let Jaffee or any 
of the people of the District Attorney's Office know 
because I wanted to find MARTENS. I wanted him to see 
me. I wanted him to see if he remembered me. He is 
like a machine sexually, and he probably would not 
remember me. But when you are a person of my nature 
you certainly remember somebody as cold as that, and 
he operates like a machine and it's on a money basis. 
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WoHrtf, I would be interested in meeting him again. Of 
course, X do not have the money to really meet him 
for another encounter, hut I think it would be in- 
teresting in the interest of justice if i could get 
next to him and maybe learn a lot more, because li^YTOEJ 
RftRTEblS, 1 understand, is being defended by some of 
the wealthiest, or soma of the biggest attorneys in 
the City of Hew Orleans. Yet I^iYTON HhRTEHS still 
does not have a pot to piss in and to me this only - 
well it’s only - to me I don’t give a damn, bvit it 
sliouid show Mr. Garrison and the others that CMY 
SHAW - the connection, with CLAY SHAW. But, that CLAY 
SiLAW is paying I4ARTENS ' lawyers bills. But time will 
tell- And now, I’m si^re it will tell on the side of 
Mr. Garrison, and I’m beginning to take more and more 
stock in the Garrison case. - I'm just - I'm absolutely 
positive that he has... (end of tape.)

j, Bowt the Universal Life Church was formed in 1960 

as an association, Who formed the church? 

B, The church at that time was formed by a DR- KIRBY 

J- HENSLEY, formerly from the State of North Carolina, 

He is an illiterate in this respect, he cannot read, 
nor can he write- 

j- The Universal Life Church was incorporated on the. 

2nd of May, 1962- Can you say where? 

' B, It was incorporated in Modesto- It was incorporated 

as The Church of God under the Universal Life Church 
of Modesto, Incorporated- DR- HENSLEY drew up the 
papers, took them up to - or his wife drew them up 
due to his illiteracy. He fooled you quite well, 
but he does know his Bible by heart. That's through 
learning it from his parents ,, - - But he took these, 
papers, typed up very crudely on ordinary stationary, 
went to Sacramento and bullied his way, and pleaded 
and cajoled his way through Sacramento, and this is 
entirely unheard of because I've talked with many 
corporate lawyers in the State of California, and they 
cannot understand how he was granted a corporate charter; 
how he was granted articles of incorporation when you 
have to do it on a legal form. But yet he did it and 
1 have a photostatic copy of his articles of incorpor- 
ation which are done up that way. And to me it is 
quite appalling because there are strikeovers marked 
out and r know the Corporate Board of the State of 
California did not allow this because they have turned 
* down many of my applications for corporation on legal 

paper because it was not spaced property- And yet 
DR- HENSLEY put in something that was absolutely 
atrocious- This I've always thought a bit weird-

In Europe there is England, Sweden, Italy in particular, 
I have a list of all of the ones in Italy, and then 
Uganda in the Continent of Africa, and several of the 
new emerging African nations the people have been named 
Bishops and like this for their ego purposes, and 
they -re growing quite large. In fact the head of 
the Bishop of the Uganda Church is the Defense Minister 
there of Uganda, I think that is very interesting* 

What^s his name? 

I can't pronounce any of those black names. You forget 
it, I've got it at home- 

Will you send it back? Send us* * , 

1*11 send it to Mr* Alcock, yes. 

Now do you know, for example, you just stated that the 
Defense Minister of Uganda is the head of the Universal

10,000 members in his church im-Uganda, He won't have 
have it for long.

I think you're projecting a bit because I don’t know 
these people's positions, i know the Mayor of a town 
in the Country of Guatemala is the head of the Universal 
Life Church in his city, but he is not the head of the 
church in Guatemala, DH* tIENSLEY is the head of the 
church in Guatemala, 

DR* m\mLEY Of Modesto? 

Yes- He is the head of the church in Guatemala* 

Does he go to Guatemala to take part in it? 

Ho, he's never been there* He just - all through 
correspondence* There are several ministers in 
Guatemala, Honduras - British Honduras, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua; one of the Samosa brothers, 1 don't know 
whichever one that is still alive, he wrote for our 
papers. He has been granted ministers and bishops 
papers with the Universal Life Church. HoViT, hovj he 
heard of it I do not know, and I understaDd that Samosa 
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is u. very good conservative Roman Catholic, and it 
has pu^sled me why he wanted bishop's papers to the 
Universal Life Church . But this is not for me to 
wonder, as DR, HEUSLRY says, it's none of my business, 
j have gone through DR, HENSLEY* s files quite exten- 
sively. DR, CARL McINTIRE has papers with the 
Universal Life Church, 

^hat kind of papers? 

Ordination papers. Bishop *s papers, As does HERBERT 
w* ARMSTRONG of Pasadena, who publishes the Plain Truth 
Magazine and' the International Broadcasts is most 
extensive to all the English speaking nations in the 
world, called "The World Tomorrow" under TED ART'ISTROKG, 
And Of course they of the "1 cannot fathom why the 
Samosa brothers would want ordination papers. There 
is only one left that I know of, of the Samosa brothers, 
I don't know too much about' them. But this is typical 
of DR, HENSLEY'S operations. He says, "I will give 
ordination papers to anybody who writes me. All they 
have to do is write me in care of the Universal Life 
Church, 1766 Poland Road, Modesto, California 95351, 
and I will send them ordination," And he said he 
does not care who they are, or what they are, or what 
they're going to preach. They can preach hate - 
anything they want to preach because they only have 
to answer to the God within. This is DR- HENSLEY 'a 
basis for giving out all of these ordinations that 
he gives out, HENSLEY has operations in 14 different 
countries, and I do not know the extent. The Italian 
one seems to be fairly great. The one in Sweden 
alarms me. As a person, it*s my own personal observa- 
tion. But he does have operations in Sweden, Several 
ministers over there. I do know two recent deserters 
from the United states Armed Forces - what branch I 
do not know - have written for ordination, and they 
have been granted by KIRBY HENSLEY. Of course, KIRBY 
HENSLEY known for his helping of draft dodgers by 
granting them ordinations- But' of course not all the 
Draft Boards are granting for the Divihity Classifica- 
tion because they have done this, I feel very strongly 
that I'm - excuse me - keep my feelings out of it. 
Numerous intelligence men in the Long Beach Police 
Force have ordination papers with Universal Life Church, 
as L_A,P,D-S.O, - Sheriff's Office - intelligence. 

Also FBI, Long Beach, and I know the FBI office in 
numerous places have ordination papers with the 
Universal Life Church. Now, these papers - they can 
get them under any name they want. They can use an 
alias because they don't have to furnish any proof that 
it is their name, so many people are using these for 
rnemy devious purposes. Of this, I am sure. Now these 
papers, I want to reiterate, are perfectly legal and 
valid papers; and people are using these to impersonate 
ministers, and some are really using them for legitimate 
purposes. People who do not have the college education 
are using them. One of the things I wanted to point 
out with the San Francisco office of the FBI is Agent 
known to me as MANNING has a Universal Life Ordination. 
This is ohe FBI man outside of JOE CONLON at the Long 
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Beach office who has bishop's papers. There are a 
MR- EJEWHAtJ of the United States Secret Service has 
ordination papers, but under another name. He told 
me that he wrote for them - that he xv^ote for them 
under another name. Also, all of the Fbl men in the 
San Jose Office have ordination papers, hut under 
other names » This I feel that I am responsible for. 

It's my fault to a very great degree, and I'm not 
going to apologise for it- But the country Canada 
is one that I really overlooked to mon as an important 
part of the Universal Life Church- Now this is tied 
in with TOH BECKHAM and some '^kook" in Ontario.

“darrison last night, FERRXE got into the Ministry 
of the Old catholic Church through this "kook" JAMES 
up in Canada somewhere. That's what FERrie claims. But 
I have conflicting reports on that from MiCflAEL ITKIN 
who it seems that Mr. Garrison knows, MICFIAEL ITKIN is 
a cardinal, or bishop, or pope, anything you want to 
name. He * s it. And he had currently been stirring up 
trouble in the San Franc i sc o-Hate Ashbury, and in the 
Berkely area Telegraph.

repeat - he has never advertised in any publication, 
major or minor, with the exception of our magas^itie. 

The Light of Understanding, and KIRBY UKKSLEY's ad- 
vertisement in there just says merely "Universal 
Life Church", Modesto, California, and gives the 
address, but it does not say "Get an Ordination", or 
"Buy and Ordination", or anything. But I want to 
point out that DH_ HENSLEY does not sell his ordin- 
ations. He gives them to you free, Scott free. He 
does not sell them. So, I want to emphasii:e this 
over and over, and I would appreciate Mr, Ivon and 
everyone in this - I would appreciate everyone in 
this particular office writing to DR, HENSLEY under 
assumed names with post office boxes preferably, 
maybe General Delivery or just anyone else*s address, 
and write for ministerial papers just to see how this 
^ does work, and sure enough an ordination paper will 

arrive for them. I do not know his procedure on 
handing out the bishop's papers now. Usually - I 
can’t really say how he hands out the bishop's papers. 

I was pointing out earlier about the bishop of Uganda, 
HENSLEY is on the board of TOM BECKElAM's American 
Academy of Professional Arts, as. is FRED LEE CHRISMAN 
of Tacoma, Washington, and vice versa in all the other 
organizations. MICHAEL ITKIN, who heads up the 
Evangelical Catholic Communion, which I talked about 
earlier. for a moment, have extensive information on 
iTKIN^s bullshit which I will send to the New Orleans 
office on this particular portion because I did not 
know that ITKIN had been In New Orleans, and had been 
the great source of trouble that he had been in this 
city. MORELAND BAI^LARD of Baltimore is the man who 
is supposedly - I want to point this out - supposedly 
ordained DAVID PERRIE, Now, I have no way of checking - 
I do have ways of cliecking this out, but I would have 
to have permission from Mr. Garrison or one of his 
Mr. Alcock, the two men who are involved in the liti- 
gation of this^ particular investigation because I 
would not want to embarrass them by going to San 
Francisco and talking with the various pedple uptthere 
in the Evangelical Communion and ask them about this 
because ITKIN has never - I want to point out - XTKIN 
Jhas never met FERRTE. ITKIN has met TOM BECKflAM, and 
of course ITKIN has met BALLARD, I have spoken with 
BALLARD long distance on the telephone from San Jose 
when I was helping the FBI with the investigation of 
the Students for Democratic Society in San Jose, but 
let me add that the investigation in San Jose was not 
of my doing. That was the suggestion of certain people 
in the federal government that I assisted because I 
had many young people who were attending San Jose State 
College who were involved in SDS, and I did my dirty 
deed. I'm not going to try and justify it, and I*m not 
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going to say I'm ashamed of it because at the time 
I did it - that's it. But anyhow, I'm starving to 
death right noi7. VJhen I talked to BALLARD IN 
Baltimore, BALLARD said that he knew nothing of 
ITKIN except that ITKIN came through Baltimore; 

ITKIN was a hypocritical egotistical little bastard 
wlio wanted to connect up with the Old Catholic Church 
of which BALLARD claimed he was the Metropolitan 
Bishop. I have seen papers to this effect that say 
that BALLARD is the Metropolitan Bishop of it. But 
BALLARD said that he was - I did not ask BALLARD 
anything about New Orleans or anything of this nature. 
But as far as ITKIN in New Orleans, I know nothing - 
I knew nothing until last night that ITKIN had ever 
been to this particular area. I know ITKIN has a 
fantastic hatred. ITKIN is a homosexual - a rather 
flagrant homosexual, wanton. But ITKIN has never 
mentioned even being to this City. ITKIN is much 
younger than myself. I am 33. ITKIN, I would say, 
is closer to 27, maybe 28. He could be older, but 
I doubt very seriously. I'm sure Mr. Garrison knows. • 
the Twentieth Century Reformation Church is MeINTIRE's 
organization. They're associated with the BILLY JAMES 
HARGIS anti-Communist crusade, this Christian crusade 
that is throughout the South - the Bible Belt in which 
he r^^kes in the shekels from the "little lambs". And 
MeINTIRE is also associated with FRED SCHWARTZ in the 
City of Long Beach where I reside, and his anti- 
Communist Christian Crusade. FRED SCHWARTZ is about 
as anti-Communist as Fidel Castro. I have been asked 
questions by Mr. Jaffe concerning EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. 



EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY as all well know, had 
purchased a bus ticket and said that he was en route 
and arrived, and knew nothing of the assassination of 
President Kennedy until he arrived in El paso. As 
anyone knows, that particular route of the bus, BRADLEY - 
and any bus of the Greyhound or Trailways, you may 
get off any any designated stop, any place you want, 
and re-join another bus coming through later on, and 
no one knows the difference. And this is what allegedly 
happened with BRADLEY in the City of Dallas. I, myself, 
have done this on bus trips, and so I know it can be 
done. So BRADLEY 's story there does not hold water 
because there is no one on the bus, if anyone who has 
travelled cross-country as BRADLEY claimes he was 
doing, if you travel cross-country with people and 
you do not get off a bus, people remember you regardless. 
I mean you strike up acquaintanceship, and I don't care 
if you are the most introverted person, this is the 
part of BRADLEY'S story v/hich proves conclusively to 
me that this man - of course this is my own personal 
opinion - this man is lying in this particular case. 

Of course, DAVID FERRIE had mentioned him casually, 
but I do want to point out this part about BRADLEY 
that there are pictures that I have looked at here 
that arc quite shocking to me. I see a man which I 
Knew as RED STOWE with EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY. I thought 
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at first the pictures were of Parish Prison, but 
they are not of Parish Prison they are Bealey 
Plaza, and this is RED STOS'JE a ♦'punk**, "hustler", 
"alcoholic", a roll^theiti-over beat.“em"Up, anything 
he can do. He is in the pictures v/ith the man 
alleged to be BRADLEY. How this man in the picture 
BRADTjEY says is not himself. The Dallas Police 
Force says it is not BRADLEY. But, the striking 
similarity “ the sintilarity is too great for it not 
to be BRADLEY, It has to be. I cannot he anyone 
else but BRADLEY, because this is how BRADLEY looks 
when he is carousing. People who - in Los Angeles 
at the raoment who have seen BRADLEY, and i have seen 
BRADLEY, it looked like BRADLEY because I have seen 
BRADLEY recently in a carousing mood in - out on the 
Strip, and this was BRADLEY' in the - Hollywood by 
Farmer's Market. I had seen him out near -- he had 
on a sport shirt, tousled - his hair was tousled, 
much like the picture that 1 now see that is Dealey 
Plaza. It looked like him. It looked nothing like 
the pictures that are in the courtroom there. Of 
course at the time I did not know that was EDGAR 
EtJGEHE BRADLEY except the face was horribly familiar. 

And of course he*s been on - his pictures have been 
on TV and in the newspapers quite a bit in California, 
and - but I did not associate that particular man at 
that time with the pictures that I*d seen on television, 
because all the pictures there had been of a man very 
neatly dressed, hair combed right down to a speck. But 
this, the pictures here of the man at Dealey Plaza 
are EDGAR EUGENE BRADLY that I tave seen in some Of 
his carousing moments. 

FERRIE v;as mentioning the Voice of Americanism by the 
anti’-communist Christian Crusade, BILLY JAMES HARGIS ' 
crusade, and also McINTlRE. The Voice of Americanism, 

I want to point out, comes from Pasadena, California, 
and plays a very important role. BRADLEY was allegedly 
going from MclNTlRE * s to the Voice of Americanism, 
which is headed up by - Jaffe remembers the story. It 
is in The Free Press, tl^e name of this man who BRADLEY 
has a great deal of association with. The Voice of 
Americanism from Pasadena, California, a religious 
broadcast? The story was supposedly showing atrocities 
by the Vietcong, when in reality I, myself, recognize 
the picture right off, and had screamed to the radio 
station, KGR in Long Beach, that that picture was 
taken as a still from the movie "The Sand Pebbles", 
and this is the picture used by the gentleman, CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name. Now it is coming to me. CLYDE 
McBURNIE is his name, and he and EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, 
McINTIRE and- HARGIS and SCIWARTZ, they’re all in the 
same particular bag. They all know one another. V/hether 
they admit it or not this is absolute fact because I’m 
the Pasadena police if they were in a cooperative mood 
could tell you if they put out surveillance, they would 
see the cars, of SCIOTARTZ in Pasadena at McBURNIE 's 
house. And this also goes to GARNER TED ARMSTRONG at 
the "Plain Truth" Magazine, the VJorld Tomorrow broadcast 
coming from Pasadena. I think it’s quite interesting 
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that a great cteal of the radical right-wing activities 
religions-vise come out of Pasadena and Lpng Beach- 

In connection, v/hen I'ERRIE had said CARLOS v/as to fly 
to Houston, this is where BRADLEY'S name came up, 
BRADLSY was not one of the two people, hut I said, 

"How many were there? and he said there . was more 
than two- I said, "^^v’ho is the other one?", and he 
said the other one involved a guy hy the name - some 
kind of nut by the name of BRADLEY, He says one of 
these religious fanatics. Now he did not use the 
name EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, Ha said “BRADLEY"- When 
he used the word "BRADLEY", I mentioned - I asked him 
what he was referring to, and he said BRADLEY was a 
minister. And this is how I learned that DAVID FERRIS 
was a "priest", A Catholic' Priest. BRADLEY was a 
minister with McINTIRE's organization- He has papers 
with numerous of these radical right ministerial groups - 
BRADLEY is an ordained minister. He does not profess 
to be to anyone- He's is just EUGENE BRADLEY who 
works for MeINTIRE and his group in Hew Jersey, I 
want to point out one thing which I have not pointed 
out to anyone before, MclNTlRE is associated very 
loosely, but is associated with a person who knows 
BRADLEY in Hew Brunswick, New Jersey, and this man's 
name is TIMOTEiY BECKLEY. TIMOTHY BECKLEY is a 
UFO-ologlst - flying saucers to you all. But BECKLEY 
knows something of BRADLEY because in a Newsletter 
sent out not too long ago by BECKLEY' s UFO group 
there in New Brunswick, I have the full title of 
BECKLEY 's - it's on Courtland Place have the full 
address and all in Long Beach, and here, now, it seemed 
insignificant at that time, but he inserted a little 
article sticking up for EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY and saying 
that he had nothing to do with the assassination of 
President Kennedy, I thought it was quite curious - 
it wtis quite curious to me that he even inserted this 
in the UFO magazine, there was no need for. That's 
my personal opinion- But this makes me wonder about 
BECKLEY and his association with McIHTIRE, They're 
both in the State of Hew Jersey and just a short 
distance from one another- BECKLEY, by the way, has 
minister's papers with the Universal Life Church, The 
Universal Life Church is an incorporated body In the 
State of Texas, There are numerous Universal Life 
ministers, and I could not even begin to go into right 
now all the names of that I know of. If I can get on 
KIRBY HENSLEY'S good side again, and could go through 
the records in Modesto again it would be of great help. 
But right now I'm on KIRBY *s bad side- Yes, there are 
ministers in Dallas, There arc ministers in Dallas 
and Fort Worth and Arlington. The Sky Ministry is in 
Arlington, That is the Universal Life Church minister 
who conducts what he calls a Sky Ministryy He drops 
leaflets- According to him, he drops leaflets. 

Religious leaflets. And he is a Sky Pilot minister, 
in Arlington. He has a Fort Worth post office box, 

Angel V/ing, Texas is another portion of the Universal 
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Life ChurcL down tbere which he claims that he raises 
money fOL' an Any el (Ving orphanage in Angel Wing, Texas. 
There is no such address as "Angel Wing” ** a towi> as 
Angel Wing that I have been able to discover* I do 
have an address for the Angel Wing Hanch* I have been 
asked if X had the name of The Church of the Abundant 
Light. This is a very fauilliar name to me in connec- 
tion with MICHAEL ITKIM. X'his is one of the churches 
in his ecunienical movement* I have been asked concern- 
ing whether I' tried to leak oat some information under 
the guise of a seance in the - ah - there was no seance, 
but I wrote it in the Light of Understanding and this 
was one way, I felt, of trying to leak certain things 
out to the public* But I will say this, the response 
from the spiritualist people in the country has been 
one million per cent overwhelming and they all accept 
what has been given there in that article as gospel 
truth, Wliich it is - gospel truth - as the way I have 
learned it from ah* * . 

FERRXE referred to RUBY, he never used the word "RUBY” 
once - he referred to JACK as fat clown from Dallas; 
and he*s a faggot, and he likes to- eat pussy", which 
is not unusual in the homosexual underworld* A lot of 
them like to get it in the rear, while eating the 
pussy* Shocking Mr* Garrison? Lovely. Yes, this is 
one thing I believe very strongly - well this is some- 
thing he was very emphatic upon* In fact, this is one 
of his more serious moments when he was high. Now, as 
I said before, I cannot swear up and down that it was 
liquor because X don't think one or two beers puts 
anybody stoned. But he did take a great amount of 
pills because he was a fantastically nervous person. 

But as I stated many times before, he was an intelligent 
person and a brain attract more than a physical body. 

But anyhow his - he mentioned TIPPIT - OFFICER TIPPIT* 
Now, he mentioned TIPPIT and OSWALD and RUBY as being 
in the same "cell"* Now, I'm sure this was not a jail, 
and the only things that's been used as cells in America, 
the term "cells" has been applied to Communist groups. 

Now RUBY, according - '*FAT JACK the clown", had been 
referred to by R,UBY - by, excuse me, I've got Ruby on 
the brain - by FERRIB as not having any love for Kennedy, 
so this is why this later display of killing OSWALD was 
so phoney to PERRIE himself* And he said that TIPPIT 
did not - that TIPPIT was a part of the cell as OSWALD.

1 admit this quite freely. Because 1 felt that it 
would be a good vehicle because I have been just a 
little bit more than disturbed at Mr. Johnson. But, 
the Peace and Freedom party has taken a radical course 
which I cannot participate in. 


Steve Jaffee just asked me about DAVID ferrie and The 
Universal Life Church. There was no mention from 
DAVID FERRIE of the Universal Life Church. Ro mention 
whatsoever. I have not checked the records recently, 
but I have been told that there was a young man involved 
in the Kennedy assassination. Uow* the word "young" 
was used, and this may put aside DAVID FERRIE? but 
a young man involved in the Kennedy assassination in 
New Orleans has papers with the Universal Life Church. 
This could be also my dear little friend MR- MARTENS.

old daughter who you can get most anything out of if 
you know how to get around her, yes .

The v^hole HENSLEY family is quite naive with the 
exception of SISTER HENSLEY, and this is why such an 
organization - Mr, Garrison put this into my mind last 
night - I can see how such an organization can be taken 
over and.-used.

Lake Street In the City of Pasadena. Here we go 
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"Pas^idena'' again, DOUGlAS is the Vice-President of 
the. Universal Life Church. He has sent IIENSLEY con- 
siderable - well into the hundreds - of dollars, 
within the past, well this was prior to my coming 
down here, within six months he'd sent him several 
hundred dollars of thanking him for his wonderful 
things and praising hinti and then DR, HENSLEY - an 
opening came for the Vice Presidency and ah which 
was vacated by MR. MAYALL REV. MAYALL of Bakersfield 
who is the Chairman -- who is now the head of GEORGE 
WALLACE'S American Independent Party in the State of 
California, I'd like to point out. He was the Vice 
President of the Universal Life Church. 1 have seen 
pictures of him in space suits. Don't ask me why. 

He's in space suits. But anyhow, - I was asked if 
EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY is tied in with GOVERNOR GEORGE 
WALLACE'S group. I cannot say because I do not know, 
Except that 1 do know that BILLY JAMES HARGIS is back- 
ing the candidacy of GOVERNOR WALLACE as CAR - 
Cardinal Mclntire. We got a cardinal in Los Angeles 
called Mclntire and I keep on calling him Cardinal 
Mclntire. DR. McINTIRE in New Jersey. DR. MCINTIRE 
has come out very strongly in favor of GEORGE C. 
WALLACE. A recent broadcast I heard this on. KGER 
in Long Beach. Religious radio station. I wanted 
to point that out that there was considerable funds 
by a dance put on in the City of Seattle- Some of 
the "rock bands" - is that what they call them? - 
some of the "rock bands" up there for DICK GREGORY , 
and all of them, there was funds raised for that 
and it was sponsored by a religious group. I have 
not been able to find what religious group, but I 
am sure if it was sponsored by any religious group in 
the State of Washington, it was F_ LEE CHRISMAN 
because he was involved in the demonstrations for 
the Pallioupe and Nesquali Indians, and this all 
happened just a month and a half ago. 

Mr. Jaffee has asked me about the ten millionth time 
how DAVID FERRIE felt about his part in the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy. DAVID FERRIE, from what 
he would tell me maybe out of conscience or what, or 
f out of fear, but all he would say to me is that he 
[ was paid and he had to do what he was doing, and then 
he went back to that film with the 16 year old boy. 

If this film or the IS year old boy could be found, 

I think this would be the key to breaking the whole 
thing. In fact, I would like to find out who the 
16 year old boy is. I have been asked earlier by 
Mr. Jaffee if Mr. BANISTER gave him his orders, or 
OSVfALD. Or you did not ask me if BANISTER — about 
the meeting.. 

fie never specified exactly any meetings or anything 
of that nature. Most everything took place at the - 
where he discussed the assassination - his part. Now 
he did not feel that he was assassinating the President 
1 want to emphasise this, because he really didn't 
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feel that he was assassinating the President, ^nd 
I don't know what Mr, Garrison has him indicted for, 

I have not seen the indictment, I would love to see 
it, but, well I have been told that he was indicted 
for conspiracy to assassinate, the X^resident of the 
United States, But FERRIE did not feel that he was 
conspiring to assassinate the President of the United 
States, byt they took place at the mysterious dwelling 
wherever it is out on St, Charles Street, and I have 
since asked a bellhop where I'm staying here in the 
City of Orleans, and they told me that all the homes 
out on St, Charles are very, very palatial type 
places and they are very old, and they are very lavely, 
and they are owned by fine people- The lawyer that 
was supposed to defend me - KOHN - I had mentioned to 
him about KOHN who was to cpme to defend me in my 
particular episode up in Bellville, Illinois when I 
was in a Civil Rights demonstration up there. Now 
mm is not the same KOHN that Mr, Jaffee just 
mentioned. He said ROY KDHN, This is a HOY KOHN 
but I*m Jsure it is not the same KDHN because I have 
met this KDHN and he is what they call the stereotype* 
iJewish person, and totally unlike the person if Mr- 
Jaffee is referring to the people in the Army-HcCarthy 
hearings. This is not the person, no. This is not ^ 
the person because - but this person is related to 
that person. That I do know because he discussed 
this particular facet, X do not know why anyone was 
so interested in getting me off of that. They 
probably could have gotten me off of it, but Xfeel 
that I did the better thing, just serve my particular 
little sentence and got out- Well, Steve wanted me 
to mention some of the things - little things, or 
maybe big things, itb debatable. Let Mr. Garrison 
decide that, I've told Mr, Jaffee, Stephen out at 
my place in Long Beach, that DAVID had one great 
fault and that was his love for young boys. Mr, 
Garrison said last night he did not feel that it was 
necessarily sexual, VJell, a person with his brain, 

I do not feel that it would necessarily be sexual, 
and it would be more or less a thing because DAVID 
had great empathy for people, and he did want to 
h€ilp people like he wanted to help me, 1 was in a 
particularly bad situation when I arrived in this 
City and he did his very best to help me. He gave 
me money there at the end when he was preparing to 
fly down to Guatemala on that trip which he had asked 
me to go with him so I could escape the FBI, which he 
said BERT said was looking for me. Of course, I do 
not - there is no record. No one has any way of 
knowing that the FBI was really looking for me or 
not I don't believe, I would like to know. The FBI 
claimed they* were not. Yes. Yes, Right there at 
the car. I was standing on the corner. He asked if 
I saw BERT tell DAVE that the FBI was looking for me.

I do recall very, very plainly in the second meeting 
\/here 1 saw SHAW v/ith DAVID v/here he stated, '*Have 
you told him anything?'* David said, "No. I'm keeping 
my word. 1 don't say nothing to h5.m. I don't tell my 
"tricks*' anything." 1 v/as not DAVID ' s "trick". He 
asked me about LAYTON MARTENS , 

LAYTON MARTENS, I saw him the first time with DAVID 
FERRIE and CLAY SHAW was sitting there at the same 
time. This was at Dixie's, which is no longer in 
existence. I later saw LAYTON MARTENS several times 
around the Quarter, and I had - later on I propositioned 
LAYTON MARTENS. I will end it right there because 
I don*t want to commit myself. 

Steve has asked me what gave me the impression 
MARTINIS, as they're calling him, I know him as MARTY 
and MART, what gave me the impression that he was 
occupied with CLAY SHAW, rather than DAVID FERRIE. 

But I want to point out that Dixie's at that time 
vras an older crowd than what I found the other evening 
up ah LaPxtte's in Exile, The LaFitte ' a in Exile crowd 
was the same type at that time, now it's nothing but 
a bunch of young kids. And the people were considerably 
more reserved, but LAYTON MARTENS appeared to know Mr. 
SliAW quite well as they talked, and then MARTENS would 
go around talking to others, and MARTENS to my way of 
thinking, at: that time did not look like he could be 
over 18, maybe 19 at the very, very most. Just a 
little boy. Ele had that little boy look. 1 still, 
to this day, I do not even know his age. I have never 
been informed of his age, but he was extremely well- 
built, put it that way. And I feel - I mean he talked 
to DAVID and then he talked to SHAW, and then when we 
later left, DAVID and myself and SHAW and the young 
man that DAVID had purchased which I have identified 
today in the photos, I identified him today in the 
photos of BLACKMOOR, known to me at that time as 
BLACKIE. This is the young man whom DAVID referred 
to that he had - that was his gift. That was who he 
had bought, and I assumed that he had purchased him. 
for the night. No, the gift DAVID had bought was 
Bli^CKMOOR. (A little bit of French in here that 1 
can't spell, but translated: Do you understand? 

Pros tut ion?) This Jaffee is quite naive or something, 
but he knows nothing about the underground or else 
he would know that when you buy yourself someone, that 
means that you have purchased that person's services 
for the evening. For the night, or for a period of 
time, and so- this meant that he and BLACKMOOR were 
going to have a sexual thing. That's what the gift 
in that particular case meant. I mean, when you're 
holding onto something, and said here is the gift I 
bought, that is the gift Baby. Excuse me Mr, Garrison. 

I didn't mean to use endearing terms. Apologize to 
your wife too. 
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I want to point out one thing that Stephen just 
brought up, FSRRIE tna Now, I cannot 

give the exact date of FFRRIE and BECKIiAM. Now 
Hr. Sciambra stated that BECKli?iH's a f — liar? 

Well whatever it is. But that Vs fine and well, 
and I knov^ BECKHftM to he a liar. ^nhat*s for danin 
sure, but I don't know what he was referring to, 

But BECKHAtl is a homosexual, and BECfdfAM - I wanted 
to finish this part here on BECKHAM, BECKtiAM, when 
it caroe out in the paper that he had been subpoenaed 
by Mr, Garrison, to me as far as I knew THOMAS BECKfiAM 
was a good person. BECKHAM claimed to be the son-in- 
lavj of Senator ALLEN ELLENDER of Louisiana, but this ’ 
is the same TOM x^hom DAVE had mentioned, I*m positive 
now, because this was the TOM whom he had ordained as 
a priest in the Old Catholic Church, And now BECKi^AM 
ordains people for $30 of course, A donation? It*s 
illegal to sell them, but it's a donation, a Love 
offering. And this is the same BECKHAM, and this had 
to be, I would say this had to be no later than '64 
because BECKHAM was not here when 1 was here in *6S, 
and 1 asked BECKHAM on the telephone if he had been 
in Hew Orleans after I had been to New Orleans and 
he said only to talk to Mr, Garrison, And this is 
because I was planning on writing an expose article 
on BECKHAM as being a phoney minister, a phoney every- 
thing by selling phoney doctorates. The doctorates 
are legal, unfortunately , as the ordinations, but I 
mean as far as anything backing him up, anyone can 
buy them. And I was going to write this in order 
to expose him to stop him from running for Congress 
from Omaha, the district there around Omaha where 
Mr. Martin a very respected Repviblican member of the 
Congress has been in office for many years. And, 
of course, I later found out from the Chief of Police 
of Omaha that BECKHAM ' s a pile of shit as far as 
political or anything else in Omaha. BECKHAM had 
been under observationrfor taking little girls back 
over to Council Bluffs, Iowa/ and boys.

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*'Uighv<ay S0'“* and then I )cnew that it was not - 
they Ttffeire not in Parish Prison, /ind bo then I 
linally found - Lher^ v/as an index and that I 
had started at the back of the book and X saw that 
it was not, according to them^ EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
nor was it RED STOWE, But I disagree with whoever 
has made the identifications on that hecanse it 
definitely is RED, I mean, who knows better than 
the person that has known him intimately? And that 
is RED. I don't know where he is now, I met him 
here in New Orleans and God only knows where he is 
now. But of course RED - the type of person he is, 
he would sell his mother in order to a slave o^mer 
in order to make money, so, I mean, anything that 
he is possibly involved in would not surprise me. 

The other man is definitely. EDGAR EUGENE BRADI^EY 
because I've seen BRADLEY in that particular condi- 
tion, Dallas P,D,, I understand from Jaffee, says 
it is not EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY, but Jaffee has not 
told me who it is then and this does bother me that 
they refuse to " when I ask them who the picture is 
when I identify it - to my knowledge, the way I know * 
the people they refuse to give me any answers. This 
is the whole thing concerning Jaffee which is beginning 
to bug me, I feel that after I make an identification 
then they should tell me something at least. But I am 
still positive that picture is EDGAR EUGENE BRADLEY 
I know it is RED STOWE, RED STO^ns was here - I first

It's kattywampus down the street and directly across 
from Charity Hospital, Now Mr, Ivon seems to think 
it was rather amazing that 1 could not remember the 
Charity Hospital was across the street. Well, Charity 
Hospital may be very big in Mr. Ivon's mind and the 
citizens of New Orleans, but I am not a resident of 
New Orleans, it's just another building to me and so 
at that particular I wasn't interested in landmarks, 
hospitals or anything else, All I was interested in 
was hiding and having fun. And the lady who owned It 
I refer to as a “fat lady", she was not exceptionally 
fat, but she was much larger than the bitch who now 
runs it. Pardon me, la that a lander? No, bitch is 
a dog. She could be doggie. But anyhow, the woman 
who now runs it is her daughter v/ho said she was 
there all that time in *65- I spoke to her this 
morning j had a very difficult time getting to talk 
to her. She wanted to know this, that and the other, 
and in a word, she had lier hand out for the almighty 
dollar and I did this the other evening to the other 
people at the Center Hotel and the restaurants and 
the bars and everything directly across from Continental, 
The one lady said that I did look familiar, but she 
said that was three years ago and there had been so 
many people come and go into her particular hotel. 

This woman says, “Kell, I don*t remember you. But I 
know all of Mama's guests." Kell, she's a liar because

she is an obvious prostitute. Of course, I may be 
slandering myself - or slandering her, open to suit 
but I don't give a damn. I'm letting the cards fall 
where they may because we can probably get the 
witnesses to prove that she is a whore or prostitute. 
But the woman is elderly herself. Her mother, of 
course, was much older. She said her mother killed 
by a German Shephard. This confirms a story that I 
had heard later concerning the death of her mother. 

Her mother was extremely distrustful person. She 
had a small black dog as I remember when I lived there. 
The rooms are exactly as I described them to others. 
It's still a gray building. It was a gray building 
then.

And* at that time 
she was whoring around, if I - I don't remember her 
that well, but I do remember that she was whoring 
around. She looks much different now than she looked 
then. She was much more painted and she is no<^ - 
today she looked like a plain, grey-haired - more 
salt and pepper hair. And she is elderly. She is 
in her 50 's I would say now, and she is still plying 
the trade to the best of her ability probably. A man 
for a room for the night. Of course I'm doing this 
speculation, but that is the hotel - the Center Hotel - 
I remember it quite well because at that time there 
were a great deal of homosexuals and hustlers, and 
it was a good place to find what you wanted. I want 
to point out before this tape runs out, and while Mr. 
Jaffee and Mr. Alcock are not in here - I don't mind 
saying it to Mr. Alcock - but I do want to say this, 
that the - I am a great deal disappointed that the 
Dixie's is now gone because I was led to believe that 
Dixie's was still here. There is a Dixie's here but 
it is not the Dixie's that was here in 1965. Where 
Dixie's was at in 1965 is now taken over by some place 
called the Dream House or the Dream Room or something 
or other. Maybe it's not even that, but it's just 
down the street. LaFitte's in Exile is still here. 
It is much dirtier and they've done nothing to it. 

It was very, very crowded the other night when I was 
there, I was looking for LAYTON MARTj^ k^ ^ . That was 
the reason I -went out. I did not let Jaffee or any 
of the people of the District Attorney's Office know 
because I wanted to find 1-iARTENS. I wanted him to see 
me. I wanted him to see if he remembered me. He is 
like a machine sexually, and he probably would not 
remember me. But when you are a person of my nature 
you certainly remember somebody as cold as that, and 
he operates like a machine and it's on a money basis. 
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MoWj X would be interested in meeting him again. Of 
course f I do not have the money to really meet him 
for another encounter# but I think it would be in- 
teresting in the interest of justice if I could get 
next to him and maybe learn a -lot more# because TJ^YTOK 
1 understand# is being defended by some of 
the wealthiest# or some of the biggest attorneys in 
the City of Hew Orleans- Yot T,4^VYT0H MARTEHS still 
does not have a pot to piss in and to me this only - 
well it's only - to me I don't give a damn# but it 
should show Mr, Garrison and the others that CLAY

After these two men 
left, BROSDKARS asked FERRIK who they Were * FERRIE said, “They 
are just men who 1 am afraid of*" BROSHEARS said that these 
men had hurriedly identified themselves and he could not see 
from their identification v?ho they were* llROSHEARS stated that 
FERRIE later told him that they said they were from the District 
Attorney’s Office (MOTE: This was in 1965*) BROSHEARS said 

that FKRKTE w.;js fantastically nervous, and was given to deep 
periods of depression* He said that it was only when FERRIE 
drank to excess, or had taken pills that FERRIE v/ould confide^ 
casually with BROSHEARS in some of the involvement that he had 
had with the assassination* BROSHEARS said that he did not tell 
him immediately that he was involved with civil Rights work, but 
]ater discussed his background* 


k 
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, ^ FERRIE hold BROSHEARS of "the mesa he was in". FERRIE 

said he v;as n pilot. He showed Eastern Airlines Wings with his 
name engraved on the hack to BROSHEARS, and said that he had 
been fired from that organisation for charges of homosexuality* 
FERltlE stated. to BROSHEARS that he had been flying private 
planes to Guatemala, Costa Rica and British Honduras* BROSHEARS 
^i\±d that, *'If this was a way to make money, DAVID didn’t have 
any*” BF.OSIIEARS stated that he felt that FERRIE had been forced 
to vAork for this organisation, and had been “hooked into it". 

He said Hint FERRIE i^^er liked the work he was doing, but that 
'1FERR1E had. confided. ia*hitu .that he was working" for~~" a groitp ~nof 
'^people who v/mited to take over the United States’’. ' 
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Since BROSHEARS felt tliat the homosexual underground 
in which he and FERRIE v/ere involved was “an hysterical scene", 
he said that he did not take FERRIE seriously. FER RIE_said 
. that he was flying guns and ammuniticx }j^ FERRIE told BROSHEARS 
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that hc_* had bsen stopped by British officials at a place called 
h diiririg a "regular rim" to a British colony in British 

Honduras. He told BHOS^O!;A^<S that his plane had been inspected 
and Lli It the authorities there had contacted his bosses in New 
OrIcfuKj . FBfUlIJ;l told BROSilblARS that be.v^fas immediately released. 
He UoKl iiRQSiiERS that he flcv? a tv/jn engined plane, but that 
during the entire time of his v;orh for this organi^*:at ion he v/as 
not doing it voluntarily, but was being blackmailed, BROS HEARS 
had nothing in the way of money, but FBRRIE would often give 
him small amounts - ??0 or so - after he had gotten money by 
taking the St- Charles streetcar to a location which FERRIE 
only called "the agency", 

PERRIE told BROSHE ARS in regard to President Johnson, 
"that damned Johnson, > If you knew what I knew, you'd kill the 
bastard," "DAVID said he killed J,F-K!', BxROSFiSARS said, 

BROSHtlARS asked him how he knew this, and DAVID refused to say, 

DAVID FERRIE told BROSHEARS he was to fly two men, 
two of the assassins who killed President Kennedy/ in South 
Houston out of the country, FERRIE said that he w^is to fly 
from Houston with the two assassins to Central or South America/ 
and later to Capetown, Republic of South Africa, The reason 
for going to South Africa, said FERRIE, was that that country 
had no evetradition treaty with the United states, FERRIE told 
BROS HEARS that the assassins never showed up. They were 
supposed to have come to the ffouston Airport in a small aircraft 
» after the assassination, from Dallas and Fort Worth, Texas, 
Instead, FERRIE told BROShEARS, they tried to make it all the^ 
way over the Mexican border and their plane crashed and burned 
DJI a sandy little islet just off of Corpus Christi; . Texas. 

FEEtRlE said that one of the assassins named CARLOS had directions 
to fly to meet him at the Houston Airport, and had further 
directions to a bar where they ware t^o make a contact in 
Central or South America, , , 

FEEIRIE told BROSFIEARS, "It seems like you big money 

are into everything," When BROSHEARS asked him v/hat 
he meant by this he said that BILLY JAMES HARGIS and another 
'^big phoney up in New Jersey" (BROSHEARS said this was DR, CARL 
McINTlRE)^ were involved in the plot against President Kennedy. 

FERRIE said that, "President Kennedy is the first,, 
they're not going to stop until they kill every nigger^ in this 
country," BROSHKARS asked v/hb he meant by '"they"/ DhVID FERRIE 
said, "HAIiE BOGGS, and the, others,* He blackmails everyone. He 
has a. blackmail file, I know." FERRIE told BROSHflARS that some 
other people had been killed ns a result of what they know about 
the Eissassj m tion , He did not evidently tell BROSHEARS who 
these people were. FERRIE did say that if Jacqueline Kennedy 
or Robert Kennedy ever spoke out abopt the assassination they 
had been warned they would be killed also, FERRIE told 11 HQ SHEARS 
that other people who were in Del las had been killed. 

BROSHEARS doubted what FERRIE had told him. He said 
that FKRRIE ought to go to see a psychiatrist. FERRIE said 
that he knew v/^hat ho w^as talking about. Ho said that there is 
an organisation called the Central Intelligence Agency and that 
one of the leaders of that organixation, a man named DULLES,, is 
not a fine man. FERRIB told BROSHEARS; "They are going to turn 
this country into one big barbed v/irc prison." 
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5 BKOSHEi\RS said lo FRRLIIE that, "Evi^ryoae kaov/s that 

l LEIK HARVKY OfiVJALD killed hre^^ident Keiirtedy," FERRIE replied* 
"Have you ever repd the \v<irren Reports 1£ you. do, you will 
see thii they never looked at too evidence." FHRHIE Sciid, 

"They murdered one Of the be:^t leys; l*ve ever had. He didi\‘t 
have vihyUbing to do \/ith kiJliTig President Kennedy. He 
set up'." {LEE liARVEY'^ OSt^ALD) FERRTE told EROSlIiTARS that 
GEr^ilR A t ( \ .'AEtaSR was the "rai 1 i t a ry b r ai n s " behind the l igh t c s t 
group, ‘'Thera 4ire tv/o people in this country in Hev/ Orleans, 
mm' cm/RTMEy and CUhT-SimK SILAW keeps RALE BOGGS in office." 

V^hile on a television program in Los i\ngeles, cali-^* 
fornia, tho Stau Bohrman Shovj^, July 8, 1968, BROSHEARS stated 
that he had been arrested for thi'oa toning the life of President 
Johnson. He said that he Ijicl made the statement, "President . 
Johnson, v;ho was respcmsibla directly or indirectly for the 
assassination of our beloved President Kennedy, should be pvit 
to death." EROS HEARS told us that ho had made these state meats 
because of what DAVID FERRIC had told him, After he made these 
statements in late 1965, he was told by DAVID PERRIE who was 
told by a man he now knows as CLAY SI!AW but then knew as CLAY 
or BERT, In approxiina tely September of 1965, BROS HEARS was 
arrested by Secret Service agents and Federal Marshals and 
taken to the Veterans Administration Hospital in ffew Orleans, 
There ho was arraigned by Federal Judge Christenberry in tlie 
presence of other Secret Service agents for' conspiring to 
assassinate President Johnson, Mark Lane asked BROSliEARS who 
^ tho other co-conspirators were. BR05 ;hearS said that he had . 
made statements and discussed President Johnson in a disparaging 
v/ay with four others who were also arraigned according to what 
lie could find out. One of them, he said, was a young man from 
National City, although he rememberd no names. During his 
detention in the Veterans Administration Hospital Psychiatric 
V;ard in Mew Orleans, he was questioned by Secret Service agents, 
HUFOS YOUNGBLOOD, a MR, or SHERWOOD, and an agent TOM 

HORN, (now in the. Los Angeles Bureau of the Secret Service) , 

One of those agents told BROSIIEARS, "For your own good weVre 
going to commit you to a federal mental institution," BROSHEARS 
was then taken by Secret Service agents to Gulfport Psychiatric 
Hospital in October or November of 1965, and was not released 
until April of 1966, During BROSHEAR ' s stay in the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in New Orleans, he was under, the care 
of a DR. STONE. In the .ralddle of that stay he was told that 
DR. STONE had been taken* off the case, by Judge cmilSTENBERRY, 
and been replaced by a DR,‘ ROBINSON, BROSHEARS later found out 
that STONE }iad been trars f erred to the Veterans Administration 
Hospital in Casa Verde, After he had been transferred to the 
Gulfport Psychiatric Hospital, n DR. CLARK, who was in charge 
of REV, BR0£»11EARS, said to Secret Service agents after reviewing 
his ca^c, "VJe're not jai.lorsl We arc discliarging you,'* (to 
BROSriEAHS) Agents repeatedly questioned BROSHEARS as to whether 
or not he v^as acquainted ^“'ith DAVID FKRUIB in New Orleans, and 
BROSHKARS denied this acquaintance . 

Vre asked BROSHEARS if he had ever known or heard the 
name PERRY RUSSO. BROSHEARS told us that DAVID had talked 
about him many times. He had said to BR0.9HEAHS that RUSSO 
,beat him up. FFRRIE told him that RUSSO had stolen or taken 
$2300 from CLAY SHAVJ, BROSiiBARS could not exactly rcme;Yb?r 
uilder what circumstances FKHRIE told him RUSSO had gotten this 
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money# mit thut it: hnd to do with some sorb of financial 
transaction and inv^olved MU. Sii^VW. |

£ut to go back to his home. ■" * “ ’i. *- *. , ' : 

BROStiEARS was given a ticket by the .agents to take 
a Southern Airlines flight from Mew Orleans to St_ Louis to 
go to his epunsin's farm in St. Louis and remain there, Ha 
was told to stay out of New Orleans. 

BHOSHEARS said that he wanted to talk with BR. STONE 
in Cincinnatti. He said that he purchased a Chevrolet and ^ 

did visit his counsin in Cotavllle. He said tla t he crossed 
a bridge at New Harmony and the Indiana State Police at that 
border stopped him. He was questioned by the police and then 
taken to a small cafe which BROSHEARS called a *t ruck. stop” . 

At that cafe an agent of the Secret Service was waiting- Mr, 
BROSHEARS could not remember whether this was RUFUS YOUNGBLOOD 
or agent SEIERt'?00D, This was in May of 1966- 

The Secjret Service agent asked BROSHEARS, at the cafe, 
where he v;as going. BROSfiEARS hold him he v/as going to see DR. 
STONE XU Cinclnnatti, The agent told him that he had no need 
to see anybody and should return immediately to his counsin*s \ 
farm, Tho agent did ask him, however, if he was going to see 
DAVID FERRIE in New Orleans, and BROSHEARS denied that. 

BROSHEARS then went to the Secret Service office in 
St, Louis and said that he was going to leave this part of the 
country and go to California. He told the agents there that 
he vras going to San Francisco, They said that would be all 
right, and that he should report to a MR- NEWMAN at. the Secret 
Service Bureau in San Francisco. 

' Once in San Francisco, BROSilEARS said that he didn’t 

report to anyone, but took an apartment in a suburb. The* agents 
found. him one’vfeek later at 347 Eddy Street, NEWMAN and another 
agent ’called HAMilOND told him that he had violated his instructionE 
and that lie was going to he put in a hospital if ho ever did 
that again. They also told him to call the federal building 
twice a week, BROSHEARS followed their instructions . 

In explanation of BROSHEARS’ background, he told us 
tho followirg story. 

BROSHEARS said that he had boon living in 1964 in 
Bellville, East St, Louis, HOMER RANOOLP, head of tho Congress 
of Racial Equality there, v/as BROStffiARS' superior in Civil 




Rights work. In Uellvillc, BROSliEARS said, an all vdiite city, 
the territorial border Had been roconstructed so as to keep 
the Rctjro section out of the city, BROSHEAftS had announced 
I* public l.y th^t He was tjoing Lq stage a sit-in in a restaurant 

in East St. Louis, This was ijrJntcd in itio East St* Louis 
Journal and the sit-in was scheduled for Kovember 11th on 
VGteraoM Day, Mayor Nichols o£ that city had BKOStmARS arrested 
Eind taken to him* He told BROSHHARS thf\Z their city was a ''nice 
Gentian -*D‘j tch heritage town, and v/e itiust stop you from making a 
I mistake'*, Present at ‘that meeting were the Justice of the Peace 

and the Chief of Police, BROSflEARS was told not to stage the 
^ Eit*-in, 

On November 10th, the morning before the sit-in was 
scheduled, BROSliEARS was again arrested, taken into custody, 
and he was threatened by the Chief of 'Police that he would be 
put in prison. He said that he had not broken any law, but 
•*. the police stated that they were aware of laws that he had 
broken. On November llth, REV, BROSHEARS staged the sit-in 
that he had planned. At 7:30 a,m. , on llovenO^er 12feh, BROSHEARS 
’ was arrested and taken to the Chief of Police. He was charged 

with the sexual moiestation of a young boy, BROSHEARS phoned 
His superior, MR. RANDOLF, and RANDOLF told him not to say 
anything or sign anything, RAtIDOLF said that he would get hold 
of an attorney who was a friend of his named ROY COHN, and 
would be liack in touch with him, BROSMEARS was charged with 
-- sexual molestation of a boy 17 years old named WILLIAM GORGEOUS.: 
BROSHEARS said that this boy had come to the door of his apart- 
ment on November Bth, The boy Had asked him to help him with 
. rcllgioun and sexual problems which he said he had, REV, 

BROSHE AK.^l statod that he had talked with the boy, but had never 
touched him in any v^ray, RROSHEARS said Lha^t the charge Had 
been filed, and according to the records was recorded at 10:30 
a.m, on ttic lOfch of November which was before his arrest, and 
before the sit-in which he staged on the 11th* BROSHEARS said 
that the Chief of Police said, "Boy, we are your friends, and 
we are going to make it easy on you. Sign this paper and you Ml 
get 2 days in jail and then we Ml let you go," h half an hour 

later they brought him a statement to sign. It was a statement 

of admission to the charges. BROSHEARS signed that paper without 
having been re^contacted by MR, RANTOLF or the attorney, 

^ BROStfRARS said that he had originally refused to sign the paper 

until Lh«- policemen who -were speaking to him brought in a copy 

of a newspaper which had the headline "Bellville Minister 
Arrested^Scxunl Perversion Charged", BROSHKARS became hysterical 
and signed all of the papers itfhich the officers reguested. 

Fifteen minutes later Hr, RAKDQLF came with MR, OOHN, Both said 
that thuy knew that he had been forced to sign the* paper, but 
. that rioUilng could be done at that Lime, BROSlUiARS was in 

, MtNAJd) Ntate Penitentiary for the following six months, BROSItHARS 

said tliiit after he was. discharged, he went to New Orleans and 
worked at a carnival under the name RAYMOND ALLEN. At the 
carnival ho was known as "CORKY", BitOKHEARS said that bo could 
not find any other employment as a result of his prior arrest 
and incarceration. BROSIII:akS said that he then went to work 
for an organi nation called "Deacons For The Defense of Justice"

As a result of his appearance' on the Los Angeles 
telev*is.i uu program on the Bth of July, 1968, BROSi23ARS was 
visited Uy Secret Set: vice Agent TOM HORI3. BROSIilSARS was told 
that hti would lose his pension if he appeared on another such 
tclevion program, BRQSHEARS was tlirea toned by Agent HORN, and 
told that ho would* "end up in Alameda Bay” if he did not 
keep his mouth shut* BHOSHEARS said that he v/as in constant 
touch v/ith Agent JOE "CONLIN from the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation Office in Long Beach, He also said that he was in touch 
with a LT- JOHN COWAN of the Long Beeich Police Department and 
also SGX. CHARLES USERV Of that police department* SGT* USERY, *] 
according to BROSHEARS, has knowledge' about the murder of a 
reporter which took place in the Long Beach Police Department, 

The reporter's name was BILL FHJNfER from Dallas, Texas^ 

Two Long Beach Police Department intelligence detectives 
have also befriended BROSHEARS for the purpose, he believes, of ^ 
keeping an eye on him* These arc GARY COVIN and JOHN 

Khen we asked if REV* BROSHEARS knew a DR, TFIOHAS \ 
BECKEiAM , BROSHEARS stated that ha did, indeed know DR. BECKH.A.M, 1 
tinHt he had corresponded with DR, BHCKfEAM, and produced a | 

‘ photograph of BECKHAM in which ha was shown as an entertainer*/ 

The personal management office of BECKHAM was listed under the | 
name of FRED LEE CRISMAN. 


Other information which BROSHEARS gave us in response 
to several questions was: 

A) BROSHEARS had been extremely upset because Agent RtlFOS 
yoUNGBIGOD of the Secret Service Office had told him in 
the last week of March, 1966, that DAVID FERRXE was dead. 

Ti^is was before BROSHEARS left Gulfport Hospital* YOUNGBLOOD 
had told him that DAVID FERRIE had committed suicide, and 
that therefore it would not be necessary for BROSflEARS to 
ever try and find FERRIE again. 

It was not until just prior to 

our meeting on Hednesda^, July 23, 1968, that BRQSHEARS had 
learned of FERRIE *s death in January of 1967. BEOSHEARS said 
that he had obviously been told falsely that FERRIE Jiad died 
by Agent YOUNGBLOOD. 

B) BROSHKAHS said that DAVID FERRIE had friends and family in 
CinrJnnati, Ohio, 

C) V/e explained UiaL Garrison'ii investigat ion had not begun 
until Hovomber of 1966, and that therefore the men v/ho had 
represented themx^olves as being from the District Attorney’s 
on ice in 1969 had represonted themselves falsely, BROSHEARS 
said, "These weren’t Garrison’s men in DAVID 's hotel room," 
BTlOSnEAKS asked ys if wq knew the name ROBERT DUVAX.iL (spelling 
unsuro) . He said DAVXP flow him to one of the Central 
American countries, and was ooxu illy intimate w'ith him.

>jlow^ the Universal Life Church was formed in 1960 
as an association. Who formed the church? 

The church at that time was formed by a DR. KIRBY 
J, HENSLEY, formerly from the State of Worth Carolina. 

He is an illiterate in this respect, he cannot read, 
nor can he wr ite . 

The Universal Lxfe Church was incorporated on thdj 
2nd of May, 1962. Can you say where? 

It was incorporated in Modesto. It was incorporated 
as The Church o£ God under the Universal Life Church 
of Modesto, Incorporated. DR. HENSLEY drew up the 
papers, took them up to - or his wife drew them up 
due to his illiteracy. He fooled you quite well, 
but he does know his Bible by heart. That's through 
learning it from his parents,. . - But ha took these,, 
papers, typed up very crudely on ordinary stationary, 
wont to Sacramento and bullied his way, and pleaded 
and cajoled his way through Sacramento, and this is 
entirely unheard of because I*ve talked with many 
corporate 1 aiders in the State of California, and they 
cannot understand how he was granted a corporate chart;er,‘ 
how he was granted articles of incorporation when you 
have to do it on a legal farm. But yet he did it and 
I have a photostatic copy of his articles of incorpor-- 
at ion which are done up that way. And to me it is 
quite appalling because there are strike overs marked 
put and I know the Corporate Board of the State of 
California did not allow this because they have turned 
down many of my applications for corporation on legal 
paper because it was not spaced property. And yet 
!)R_ HENSLEY put in something that was absolutely 
atrocious. This I've always thought a bit weird, 

Now, you said it spread to B,000 members; 3,800 outside 
of the United States,

Ministers? 

No, You said members, I said ministers -

I said ministers lash night* There are now S,000 
ministers, affiliate membership numbers somewhere 
near 100,000 now. 

Where are the branches of the church outside of the 
U* S.? You mentioned there were 14 foreign countries. 

In Europe thfere is England, Sweden, Italy in particular. 
I have a list of all of the ones in Italy, and then 
Uganda in the Continent of Africa, and several of the 
new emerging African nations the people have been named 
Bishops and like this for their €rgo purposes, and 
they're growing quite large. In fact the head of - 
the Bishop of the Uganda Church is the Defense Minister 
there of Uganda, I think that is very interesting. 

What’s his name? 

I can't pronounce any of those black names* You forget 
it. I *ve got it at home. 

Kill you send it back? Send us. . . 

I'll send it to Mr. Alcock, yes. 

Now do you know, for example, you just stated that the 
Defense Minister of Uganda is the head of the Universal 
bife Church there. 

10,000 members in his church in-fOganda. He won't have 
have it for long.

can you say another country where possibly a Defense 
Minister or another member of the government is known 
to you would be involved? 

I think you’re projecting a bit because I don't know 
these people’s positions- I know the Mayor of a town 
in the Country of Guatemala is the head of the Universal 
Life Church in his city, but he is not the head of the 
church in Guatemala. DR. HENSLEY is the head of the 
church in Guatemala. . ' 

DR- tIENSLEY of Modesto? 

Yes. He is the head of the church in Guatemala. 


J. Does he go to Guatemala to take part in it? 

B. No, he's never been there. He just - all through 

correspondence . There are several ministers in 
Guatemala, Honduras - British Honduras, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua; one of the Samosa brothers, I don’t knov;- 
vdiich ever one that is still alive, he wrote for our 
papers. lie has been granted ministers and bishops 
papers vjith the Universal Life Church- Now, how he 
heard of it I do not know, and i understand that Samosa 
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Is a very good conservative Roman Catholic, and it 
has puzzled me why he v;anted bishop's papers to the 
Universal Life Church, But this is not for me to 
wonder, as DR, HENSLEY says, it*s none of my business, 
I have 9 one through DR, FlENSLEY's files quite exten^ 
sively, DH, CMiL MeINTIRE lias papers v/ith the 
Universal Life Church. 


VJhat kind of papers? 


Ordination papers. Bishop's papers, As does HERBERT 
W. ARMSTRONG of Pasadena, who publishes the Plain Truth 
Magazine and" the International Broadcasts is most 
extensive to all the English speaking nations in the 
world, called "The V/orld Tomorrow" under TED ARMSTRONG, 
And of course they of the "I cannot fathom why the 
Samosa brothers would want ordination papers. There 
is only one left that I know of, of the Samosa brothers, 
I don't know too much about’ them* But this is typical 
of DR, HENSLEY^s Operations. He says, "I will give 
ordination papers to anybody who writes me* All they 
have to do is write me in care of the Universal Life 
Church, 1766 Poland Road, Modesto, California 95351, 
and 1 will send them ordination," And he said he 
does not care who they are, or what they are, or what 
they're going to preach. They can preach hate - 
anything they v;ant to preach because they only have 
to answer to the God within. This is DR, HENSLEY'S 
basis for giving out all of these ordinations that 
he gives out, HENSLEY has operations in 14 different 
countries, and I do not know the extent* The Italian 
one seems to be fairly great* The one in Sweden 
alarms me. As a person, it's my own personal observa- 
tion, But he does have operations in Sweden. Several 
ministers over there, I do know two recent deserters 
from the United States Armed Forces - what branch I 


do not know - have written for ordination, and they 
have been granted by KIRBY tlENSLEY, Of course, KIRBY 
HENS LEY is known for his helping of draft dodgers by 
granting them ordinations. But' of course not all the 
Draft Boards are granting for the Divihity Classifica- 
tion because they have done this, 1 feel very strongly

This is a very famili.ar name to me in connec- 
tion with MIClLi\EL ITKIfT, This is one of the churches 
in his ecumenical movement. I have been asked concern- 
ing whether I’ tried to leak out some information under 
the guise of a seance in the - ah - there was no seance, 
hut I wrote it in the Light of Understanding and this 
was one way, I felt, of trying to leak certain things 
out to the public.

And the people were considerably 
more reserved, but LAYTON MARTENS appeared to know Mr, 
SHAW quite v^ell as they talked, and then MARTENS would 
go around talking to others, and MARTENS to my way of 
thinking, atibhat time did not look like he could be 
over 13, maybe 19 at the very, very most- Just a 
little boy. He had that little boy look* I still, 
to this day, I do not even know his age* I have never 
been informed of his age, but he was extremely well-

It was In the month of July or early August ^ 1963, when I 
had an occasion to speak with Lee Karvey Oswald, I am en Assistant 
District Attorney for the Parish of Orleans In charge of the 
Juvenile Division, with offices. in the Civil Courts Building next

to City Hall at 421 Loyola Street* On the occasion referred to above, 

'.this person came into the office and asked to speak to the District 
Attorney* 1 was on duty at the time and informed him that I was an 
Assistant District Attorney and was available to speak with him* He 
came into the private office and stood across the desk, and remained 

/■ 

standing, although invited to sit down* He asked if I could advise 

him on whether or not a particular drug was legal or illegal* This 
o 

was his first question* To say the least, I was greatly surprised by 
the question and my first reaction was to ask him why he w^as interested 
in determining whether a drug was legal or illegal; that^ if a drug, 
other\i?ise illegal, was prescribed by a physician, it would be un* 
important for him to determine this; that he would certainly have the 
right to use it. If prescribed by his doctor, and that, he should 
consult his physician regarding same, 1 again asked him to be seated, 
as I thought at this point I would like to develop this line of 
conversation further, not only because of the unusual Inquiry, but 
because of his demeanor upon entry into the office^ which gave every 
Indication of emotional disturbance and lack of personal conviction or 
a sense of security. He again declined* At this time I asked for his

The majority of our cases in the Juvenile Cour t, wilier e in emotional 
disturbance is displayed^ has something to do vjith a sex .problem* I 
asked him ivh ether or not the book had anything to do with sexual 
experience or response and benefit of drugs as a stimulus.

person was just a number. At this point he spoke so rapidly that I 
did not see any great content in what he v^ag saying and I became dis^ 
interested in what he was saying, however, what stuck with me the 
most, when he was "chattering^' or "speeling" was that he was apparent* 
ly emotionally detaclied from the subject matter itself. In other 
words, he did not give me the impression as one experiencing any deep, 
abiding, personal convictions* I recall vividly that I had the 
distinct impression that he was no intellectual carried away with his 
personal conviction but rather a pseudo* intellectual who lacked and 
who was devoid of the capacity for true intellectual ism. The point 
I am trying to convey is that when he related the content of the book, 
and, therefore, his reason for the inquiry as to the use of the drug, 
he was demonstrating a super-imposed Indoctrination in which he had 
no great self-identification. He was spouting words, phrases, and 
cliches^ without true comprehension, and without personal pursuasXveness , 
as you might expect of someone was a dedicated advocate of a cause. 
It sticks in my mind that he was a person possessed of a very limited 
degree of self-expression and self-xomunication without personal 
drive or aggressiveness; w^lthout the capacity of total dedication to

1 have interrupted the narrative as to the content of my inter- 
view with him, in order that I can better relate ny personal impressions 
of this man at tlie timej rather than the product of reflections 
developed at a later date, and possibly influenced by the momentous 
events which were soon to take place. Getting back to the interview 
proper, I last stated that I became disinterested in the subject 
matter of the book itself and sought a way to conclude the interview. 

I sought again to determine his identity and asked Kin "lihat did you

1 told him that If a drtig could produce the kind of effects (a view 

of 500 years into the future); I thought it ivould definitely be a 

strong narcotic j or a narcotic derivative, however, since I was not 

an expert on this subject, he could either see his physician, consult 

the D, A.’s office at Tulane and Broad Sts,, or the City chemist In 

the adjoining City Kali, Since the City Hall was next door, I suggested

On the night of President Kennedy's assassination about 11:30 PM, 
possibly later, I was preparing for bed, and had the T,V, pn in the 
bedroom. I'JDSU had a replay of a tape ( audio interview) with. Osw'ald 
which .had been taped from an earlier radio show on the "Close-up" 
program when Lee Harvey Oswald was the speaker on the subject of the 
Free Cuba Movement- Mhile my back was turned to the I was listen- 

Ing to the voice of Lee Harvey Oswald from this tape. I did not 
particularly concern myself with the voice until I heard the same 
speel and chatter- type expressions which I had heard in m y office 
several months before. I have a very keen sense of identifying voices 
because of a sight handicap which I have and can identify voices out 
of the past much more accurately than nos t others- People are anaBed 
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others* Th.ere is no doubt in ny mind^ based on voice identification 
alone, and the subject matter and presentation thereof, that the 
person who had seen ms in the Juvenile Court as above narrated and 
' the person of Lee Harvey Oswald who was the guest speaker on the 
^*Close"Upd^ show, taped, and then later presented again on the night 
of President Kennedy’s assassination. were one and the same person* 

I became convinced of this before turning around and viewing the 
T*V* screen. When I turned around, the tape was still being played 
but the picture of Lee Harvey Oswald 'was also displayed on the screen. 
Kls facial features were the same as the man I interviewed- 
- Later in the program, they gave his physical description as to size 
and weight, color of hair, etc., which all checked out and corroborated 
/my prior identification. 

I contacted the FBI and gave this statement to them* I gave 
this statement to an agent. I suggested that I would be willing to 
make a written statement, but a verbal statement seemed to be all that 
the agent believed necessary. Ee said he vjould contact me again if 
the content of my statement developed as a matter of ^ome importance* 

No one else has contacted me by way of follow-up to my original state- 
ment to tie agent of the FBI, As a passing comment, I observed in the 
press the following morning, November 23, 1963, that Huxley had died 
in California of mouth cancer* I am not sure, but it is likely that 
he died on the same day as President Kennedy* This would be an irony ■ 
of fats if any portion of the above statement bad any material bearing 
on President Kennedy's assassination.

P*M*, Lon is Ivon and 1 interviewed David FERRIE in his apartment 
on Louisiana Avenue Parkway, 

As we approached the house, FERRIE came out on the 
porch and looked at us and began to walk down the steps to open 
the front door for us. As he opened the door for us, he told 
Ivon that he was glad that we finally decided to come and talk 
with him as he had been trying to get in touch with Garrison or 

Ivon for several days. He told me hello and asked me what I was 

doing with Ivon and I explained to him that I was an Assistant 
D* A. now and thought that i would come along with ivon since we 
knew each otlier from the airport. 

He told us to go on upstairs and that he would follow 
us, but that it would take him some time to climb up the stairs 
as he was sick, and weak and that he had v not been able to keep 
anything on his stomach for a couple of days. He moaned and 
groaned with each step he took up the stairs from the bottom to 
the top. This behavior by FERRIE impressed me as phoney act and 

X am sure that he was not as sick as he pretended to be. 

Once inside the apartment, Ivon and I sat down and 
FERRIE laid down on the sofa in the front room. He was w'caring 
pants and a T-shirt and had two pillows under him, i 
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There was a young man in the apartment in his early, 
twenties who was a friend of FERRIE ' s from the Lahefront Airports 
His name is BURT JOHNSON and 1 remetrLber him from when l was 
working out there* PERRIE had given him flying . instructions and 
he told me that he had already acquired his license. 

My first conversation with FERRIE centered around 
airport talk and about people we both knew from the airport, Ble 
said that he had often wondered what had happened to me and that 
he though I had gone into private practice. He said that he 
knew a lot of ex-D,A. *s and they were all dumb, with a few 
^ exceptions , 

He then said that the reason that he had called us was 

that he was getting concerned over our investigation. He had 

heard all kinds of rumors that he was going to get arrested and 

that he wanted to find out if these rumors were true. He said 

' t ■ 

that as a result of these rumors, he had been asked to leave the 
airport and now he was concerned over how he was going to make a 
living, that flying was his only enjoyment in life, FERRIE said 
he was suffering from encyphilitis and that he could not get any 
rest because of the radio, TV and press boys hounding him to 
death, FERRIE said his phone rings from morning ' til night and 
that he had talked to Sam DiPino from Channel 12 until . the early 
hours of the morning, FERRIE said Sam was trying to con him, 
but that he was too smart to fall for his line, and that all of 
those people were *’bastards**. Just then the phone rang and it v;al 
a reporter from the Timss-Picayune , and he said that he would

positively not grant interviews and that he was tired of all those 
bastards calling him up. The reporter must have told h im some - I 
thiiig, be-n'---: ' • ^ n t -railing him a bastard 


personally, but was referring to the news media in general* He 
then hung up the telephone - 

FERRIE piciced up the Picayune paper and said he wanted 
to show us portions of the story that really disturbed him. He 
said the newspapers can kill anybody when they want to, and that 
it was never more evident than in the cases of CARbOS MARCELLO 
and JiMJyiY HOFFA, FERRIE said the newspapers tried to frame both 
of these guys. He then talked about the MARCELLO trial that he 
was working on in 1963, and how the newspapers tried to crudify

KARCELLO, He said MARCELLO made asses out of all of them when 
he was acquitted, FERRIE said he wanted to know why we brought 
MIGUEL TORRES back from Angola, He said that he knew what people 
would do to get out of prison and he thought Garrison was trying 
to frame-up by using MIGUEL TORRES, FERRIE said that if this 
would happen, he would sue us and everybody, FERRIE said he had 
been contacted by some big attorneys in Washington, D. C,, and 
they wanted to help him, 

FERRIE also said he did not like the way Garrison was 
answering questions put to him by newsmen and that Garrison 
should make a definite statement and not say ”No comment^'. He 
I said the "EJo comment" stirs more shit than an hourVs speech- 
FERRIE said Garrison knew this and that he was obviously using 
this for publicity, I assured him that Garrison was not trying 
to frame anybody and that he was avoiding the press and he could 
not say much less to the press than "No comment". Then FERRIE 
said he wanted to talk to Garrison personally. We told him we 
would try and arrange a meeting in the near future. 

FERRIE then began to curse JACK MARTIN and said MARTIN 
started all of this stuff, FERRIE said MARTIN was jealous of him 
because of his relationship with G, WRAY GILL and that MARTIN 
was trying to ruin him t^ERRIE) * He said MARTIN is a screv;ball 


and should be lodged up 


FERRIE then said Garrison had better be careful because 
he knew that some people were trying to torpedo him; that he 
knew of 3 people on a local level and a couple of people on a 
national level who are trying to ruin him politically and are 
trying to embarass him ‘politically with this assassination 
investigation- FERRIE said he did not want to mention the names 
of the local people, but Garrison should be smart enough to know 
who they were. He then began to talk about FRANK KLEIN and he 
inferred that this man was one of the local persons trying to 
destroy Garrison. However, when Ivon asked him if KLEIN was one 
of the people he was referring to, FERRIE said that in time v/e 
would find out, FERRIE did say that Hoover was one of the people 
on a national level who was trying to destroy Garrison because 
Garrison has dared to criticise the Bureau and has the whole 
country wondering if they are as smart as the Keystone Kops* 
However, FERKIE said he was glad about this because as far as 
he * s concerned, all cops are bastards and that he has no use for 
any of them* FERRIE also said he had heard that some people in 
Washington were talking about the investigation and that two days 
before the story broke in the newspaper, some people were saying 
that Garrison would call a press conference Friday and give the 
story to the press, FERRIE said he didn't want to give out any 
names as he didn't want J, Edgar on his ass too- 

He then asked to speak to Garrison again because he 
wanted to see if he were serious about this whole thing, I told 
him that Garrison was more than serious and that we were checking 
out all of our leads and information* I then told FERRIE he 
could tell me what he wanted to say and I would tell Garrison for 
him- FERRIE said he wanted to talk to Garrison himself and look 

i 
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him in the face. 

I then aslced FERRIE to tell me where he was on 
Kovember 22, 1963 and how he had become so involved in this. 
FERRIE said it was all on account of a trip he made to Houston, 
Texas on the afternoon of the 22nd to ice skate. He said that 
all he wanted to do was relax after the MARCELLO trial and he 
just had the urge to go ice skating, FERRIE said, that as it 
turned out, it was the worst trip that he had ever made in his 
life^ I asked FERRIE what he did in Houston. FERRIE said, 

"Ice skate, v*.at else." I said, "I don't know Dave. You tell 
me." FERRIE said that I was a newcomer around the game and that 

^ my office knew more about the trip than he did. FERRIE said, 

**Ask your boss . He had me arrested when I got back into town, 

1 was booked as a fugitive from Texas and I have never been to 
Texas." I asked him to tell me about the arrest as I didn't 
believe we would arrest a man who was perfectly innocent. FERRIE 
told me I had a lot to learn about life and that I was a starry- 
eyed kid right out of law school and 1 was still believing the 
inscriptions on the courthouse walls. FERRIE said that after a 
while, when you get a little smarter, you'll see that this is a 
stinking world and that what I told you at the airport is true* 

I told FERRIE that what he said may be true, but that still 
doesn't tell me about the arrest, FERRIE said, "All right, 1*11 
go through the spiel again for your benefit." FERRIE said that

after he had taken his trip to Texas, he and BEAUBOUEF and COFFEY 
stopped in Alexandria and he called G, WRAY GILL. GILL told him 
the police were looking for him and that they wanted to ask him 
some questions about the assassination. He said that then ihe 
drove back to New Orleans and dropped BEAUBOUEF off at his 


. \ 
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apartment on Louisiana Avenue Parlcway so that he could go up- 
stairs and call some girls for them. He said that he and 
COFFEY then went to the .grocery store. He said that when he and 
COFFEY were returning to the apartment he noticed a bunch of 
cars around his apartment and a lot of people, FEERIE said he 
figured it was the police and so he went back to the store and 
telephoned, FEERIE said some dumb ox answered the phone arid 
tried to suck him into a conversation, but he just hung up. He 
said he then dropped COFFEY off and wnt to Hammond, Louisiana. 

I asked him **Where in Hammond?” FERRIE said, ”By a friend,” 1 
asked him what friend and he burst out laughing and said, ”i‘ll 
say one thing for you, you sure try hard,” He then told me not 
to try and investigate him because he could show ms and my whole 
office how bo investigate. I didn't press the issue any further, 
but later on he told me that he did not stay in a motel, but with 
a friend who would remain anonymous. "Besides',' he said, ”l*ve 
got friends all over the world," I said that that was very 
interesting , but that I wanted his opinion on one other small 
matter. He asked, ”What?" 1 said, "Dave, who shot the President?" 
He said, "Well, that's an interesting question and I've got my 
own thoughts about it. " FERRIE then sent his friend into another 
room to get an anatomy book and a pathology book and he pulled 
out a sheet of paper and began to sketch on it, FERRIE drew a 
sketch of the Texas School Depository and of the parade route ' 
and of the area in general. FERRIE said that before he would 
definitely draw a conclusion, he would have to have more in forma- 
tion and facts* FERRIE then went into a long spial about the 
projectory of bullets in relation to height and distance. He 
said that d±tz%rent guns and sheHs have --riffercnt projectories 
snd that bullets tend to dro- 


Warren Commission did not have enough pertinent scientific infor- 
mation to come to an objective conclusion. He said he did not 
read the Warren Report, but what he had read proved to him tliat 
the Coimnission did not know what they were doing, FERRIE went 
into a long spiel about J*F,K, *s neck woundj in the course of 
his lecture on anatomy -and pathology, he named every bone in the 
human body and every hard and soft muscle area. He talked exten- 
sively about the dermis and epidermis. FERRIE said if the same 
bullet that struck J.F.K, in the back or neck eventually struck 
Connelly, that Connelly or Kennedy had to be a contortionist. He 
then rattled off some more scientific information in regard to 
bones, and skin, and how a bullet decreases In speed when it 
strikes an object and how the same bullet could not have possibly 
caused all that damage, FERRIE said that that question would 
never be answered because the doctor who performed the tracheotomy 
had 10 thumbs and left unanswered the most important question of 
all time, FERRIE then laughed and said that doctors are almost 
as stupid as lawyers, but 'that Lawyers are worse because they are 
always in your pocket* . 

I then said, "In other words Dave, you don^t buy the 
*one shot theory?'" FERRIE said he wasn’t saying anything because 
he didn't want J, Edgar on his tail, that he had enough with 
Garrison to contend with. FERRIE said that in time he would work 
the whole thing out and then laughingly said that he would contact 
our office* 

I noticed at this point that he was in very good spirits! 
and was laughing and joking and even commented that he*s feeling 
pretty good now and that ha had had 3 cups of coffee already and 
hadn * t thrown up ye t , 
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FERRIE then received another phone call from STEVE 
LITTLETON and his wife and joked with LITTLETON'S wife about how 
he knew that she had dated LEE HARVEY OSWALD and that he was 
going to tell Garrison on her. She must have told him that she 
had seen his picture in the paper and he replied that he didn * t 
like it because it made him look unphotogenic. She also must 
have asked FERRIE if it was him that some people identified with 
somebody or at some place and he said that the people are mistaken 
or he had a common face- After he hung up the phone, we told him 
we had to leave, FERRIE said he had more to tell us about the 
"one shot theory". We told him to save it for another day as it 
was dark already and we had to meet Garrison, i then asked him 
if he would like to tell me some more about his trip to Hammond 
and he smiled and said "Go to hell". I then asked if he stayed 
with CLAY SHAW. He said, "Who's CLAY SHAW?" I said, "All right, 
if that doesn't ring a bell, how about CLAY BERTRAND?" He said, 
"Who's CLAY BERTRAND?" I said, "CLAY BERTRAND and CLAY SHAW are 
the same person," He a^ked, "Who said that?"

Patn Roland Fournier and Charles Jonau of the Juvenile Bureau report 
of having investigated a matter involving extortion ^ allegedly cbommitted 
by David V7, Ferrie VM Age 41 of 331 Atherton Drive, on Fefc l6, I 962 at 
10:00AM* Patn Fournier, the v/riter of this report, in company vlth Patn 
Jonau additionally report of having conducted investigations involving 
David Ferrie in the past 4 months, v/hich began on August I 6 , 196 I* Officers 
Fournier and Jonau will be referred to as investigating officers during the 
reniainder of this report* 

Investigating officers conducted investigations in August and September 
of 1961 j which lead to the arrest of David Ferrie, v^hich investigations 
resulted in charges of contributing to the delinquency, indecent behavior 
with j uve n 1 1 e s , Cr iir,e Aga in s t Matur e , and Publ i c I nt imi dat ion* Char gs s 
against Ferrie, were accepted in Orleans and Jefferson parishes* In the 
impending cases against Ferrie, one Eric Michael Crouchet VM Age I 6 of 
53C5 Marais St*, is a witness* 


On the morning of Feb I 6 , I 962 , investigating officer Fournier received 
a phone call from the father of Eric Crouchet, vfho complained that a friend 
of his, John T* Cater Age 41 of ^454 Dauphine St*, had been intimidated and 
that Ferrie had made arrangements foT^ h i^isdting with Cater after telling 
Cater that he (Ferrie) had a proposition to discuss* Crouchet explained 
to investigating officers that Cater was frightened and that Cater contacted 
him, inforroing him( Crouchet ) that Ferrie wanted to meet* Crouchet told 
officers that he instructed Cater to go along v/ith Ferrie , with the idea of 
notifying authorities* Cater and Ferrie made arrangements to meet at Canal 
and Baronne St*, at 10:00AM on Feb I 6 , 1962 in front of the V^algreen^s Drug 
Store* Mr. Crouchet asked investigating officers if they vrould attempt to 
witness this meeting* At 9s50AI-I on Feb I 6 , 1962, officers took up a posi- 
tion at nord^s Dspa^rcment store for v/omen on Canal and Earonne, across the 
street from the Vfelgreen's drug store. Immediately upon arrival, officers 
noticed David Ferrie standing in front of the drug store with dark glasses 
on. Officers observed that Ferrie kept walking in and out of the drug store 
for about 10 minutes and he came outside and disappeared from officers view;, 
after he began v^alking up Canal St,, in the direction of Claiborne Ave*

On Thursday 14, 1953^ I was employad at tho 
Kew Port Hotel as a clerX and PBX operator* My boss, MR, PETER 
GUARISCO, v/ho ov/ns the motel had left for a Rotary Club meeting 
at about 11:45 A*M. The meetj,ng was at the Hub Club and was to 
start at 12: CO o'clock. 

At around 12:40 JACK RUBY came into the motel and asked 

i 

for PETE GUARISCO, I told him v^hcre PETE had gone and we started 
to, talk. He told me of his business in Dallas and how it was 


nice to get away from it once in a vrlille and how he had even gone 
to Mexico for a few days. He did not tell me when or where he 
had been in Mexico, but that he had already gone there. He 
introduced himself as JACK RUBY from Dallas and that he know 
PETE GUARISCO very well and that he wanted to sec him. He said 
that ha was on his way to Dallas, He was talking to me alone, 
and he v;as by himself at that point - he came in alone* I then 
noticed this man sitting at a table about 15 feet from mo fumblinc 
with the phone and causing the lights to Light up on the switch- 
board* The man had coma in right after RUBY (a few seconds later] 
I then asked him if I could help him, and he said that he v/as 
just v;aiting for someone. He continued fumbling with the phone, 
but I didn't say anything to him as he appeared very nervous and 


ho appeared tiiat he didn’t v;ant to be looked at or talked to by 
anyone. There were other people in the place, but he just sat 
there and funjbled v/ithi the phone and didn't talk to anyone. l 
kept looking at him because he made me nervous as the lights on 
the board ware lighting up. I talked v/ith RUBY until about 
1:10 P.M. and during this time, he continuously turned around 
and looked at OSWALD and winked at him and kept talking. He 
continually stood right in front of my desk and the customers 

had to walk around him. RUBY also mentioned that he was either

trying to charter a plane out of Patterson or going to catch a 
plcme out of Patterson. He mentioned that he knew where to go 
in Patterson and tliat he was familiar with Patterson as he used 
to come dov/n to the Hub Club in Morgan City and gamble. The 
Hub Club is ovmed by PETER B. GUARISCO (cousin) and I used to 
work there too, ana I have seen CARLOS MARCELLO gambling there 
on many occasions. MARCELLO has also been in the Port Motel 

and is a good friend of PETER J. GUARISCO. 

After he (RUBY) finished talking, he walked out of the 
motel and walked toward his automobile. lie walked out of the 
side door under the carport and OSWALD got up and walked out of 
the front door. They met at the car and both got in. The car 
was at least two or three years old. I don't know the make and 
can't remember the color. As I look at this picture of 0SV7ALD, 

I am .sure that*'this is the man that v/as in the motel with RUBY 
that day. He had a light colored T-shirt on, maybe faded green 
or faded blue r4nd some old dirty blue jeans on. There was grease 
on the jeans and the shirt and a little grease on his face. His 
hair was messed up. Being as he v;as, I just thought that he was 
a mechanic. RUBY made no mention about car trouble. VThen. 


MR. GUARISCO caneback, I told him that some man from Dallas was 


looking for him, but I diclnVt mention his name to him. He didn't 
question me. on v.ho it was, ho just more or less passed it off. 
Hov/ever, 1 remember that on the next day, Friday, November 15, 
he made a call to Dallas and charged the call to a Patterson 
number. The operator called me the next day and told mo that 
GUARISCO had phoned Dallas and charged the call to a Patterson 
number and asked me if I knew the number, and I told her that I 
did not know the number and that she should talk to MR. GUARISCO. 

I also remember that MR. GUARISCO also made another call to 

* 

Dallas the Monday after RUBY shot OSVJALD, but I don't knov; who 
he called. I do know that the call was charged to the motel. 

I remember RUBY also from v;hen he used to coma and 
gamble at Hub Club around 1945 to 1947. He used to come to 
Morgan City with a group of men frora New Orleans to gamble at 
the Hub Club. They used to always talk about how it took them 
only one hour and 15 minutes to get here. RUBY used to always 
be very neat and well-dressed and always wore white suits and 
shoes during the summer months. He v/as a good tipper, and I 
have seen him gamble many times in the company of CARI.OS MARCELLO 

It is common knowledge that MARCELLO loaned GUARISCO 
the money to build the motel, but no one could prove it. Also, 
MARCELI.O has a sister who lives in Patterson. 

I can remember that after RUBY shot OSWAIiD, I told him 
that this was the man who was looking for him that day at the 
motel. Ho became very nervous and when I asked if he knew RUBY, 
he said “Vby do you ask?", and I repeated that he was the man 
that came looking for him. He got pale, and nervous' and said 
that he had better call the FBI. MR. LELAND LYNN (FBI) was then 
contacted by Morgan City Police. VJlien the agent questioned me. 
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I gave hira the v;rong description of RUBY and didn't luention 
anything about 0SV7ALD because I was afraid of HR. GUARISCO. He 
stood right over me v/hile I v;as talking with the agent and kept 
interfering and fincilly the agent said that he v/ould check it 
out and left. As I did not hear from him in throe v/eeks, I 
called him up and he came to my hovise and ho said that he checked 
my story and it was a case of mistaken identity. PETK admitted 
to the FBI that he knev; RUBY.

Around the (^a^ part of September or fiyst part of 
October as^it was just getting daylight, a woman came into the 
motel alone and said to me "room, room”. I asked her for how 
many, and she put up four fingers and said "Four." I said 
$10,00, and she shrugged and didn't say anything and just walked 
out. She walked to em old, beat up, model car, two-toned, either 
blue and beige or green and beige. There was a man in the car 
that appeared to be holding a baby and there were boxes and 
clothes stacked up on the back seat. This v/oman talked very 
much like MARINA OS^'JALD, but, of course, I couldn't swear to it. 

I particularly remember her hair, it was sort of golden, reddish 
color. They drove off in the direction of Patterson. I didn't 
mention this to the FBI man. 


I don't know this picture of the man you say is DAVID 
FERRIU. I’m glad Mr. Garrison has opened this investigation and 
I want to help. Hov/ever, I would want GUARISCO to know.

I talked with MISS NETTLES in regards to her knowledge 
and/or association with DAVID FERKIE. MISS NETTLES who is a 
teacher at Southeastern Louisiana College in Hammond told me that 
sometime during the Summer of 1961 she had occasion to meet DAVID 
FERRIE. The Federal G o ve r nme was sponsoring a three-week 
aerospace program course which was being offered to the students 
at S,L,C, DAVID FERRIS was one of tiie instructors who came in 
and lectured to the class* 

She said that DR* P, B. ALLISON, who is the Dean of 
Education at the College, was the head of the workshop and would 
have any records that we may be interested in* She said there 
were about twelve or thirteen students in the class. She said 
that FERHIE was only one of the instructors and the instructors 
included people from the Air Force Academy, in addition to a 
couple of others. 

The classes were from 7:00 in the morning until 12:00 
noon, five days a week. 

She said that as part of the course, DAVID FERRIE took 
her and the class to see the inside of an airplane at the Moisant 
International Airport in New Orleans and then to the Lake front 
Airport on the lakefront* She said there were also some C.A.P* 
boys with him. 

.She said her only contact with DAVID FERRIE was in 
regard^ to this three -week workshop* This was the first and last 
occasion that she had to meet him. She said to the best of her 
knowledge, he did not stay on ^e campus, or in town or in the 
area over night and that she just assumed that he commuted whenever 
he had to teach a class. She said that Kentwood, Louisiana, is 
approximately 35 miles from Hammond* 

She said that the whole program was put together by a ( 
KR. MARTlifS of the aero-workshop (not LAYTSN MARTENS)* 

She said that she met CLAY Si3AW once when SHAW was a 
speaker at the University. She said to the best of her memory, 
this was approximately six or seven years ago*

t MEMORANDUM IN SUPPORT OF DEPENDANT’S MOTION 

TO OUASH 


MAY IT PLEASE THE COURT; 

Defendant, Gordon Novel , moves this Court to quash 

the indictment hejsi.n on the around that the co-defendant and sole 

alleged co-conspirator, Mr- John Andrew Langford, was acquitted 

by this Court, sitting without a jury, of the offense of conspiring 

with defendant to commit the offense alleged in the indictment. 

A bill of information was lodged against Defendant 

Novel and Mr. Langford charging that they: 

'’between the fifteenth day of October, 1975, 
and the twenty- first day of February in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred and 
seventy-six, in the Parish of Orleans aforesaid, 
and within the jurisdiction of the Criminal 
District Court for the Parish of Orleans, did 
wilfully and unlawfully violate R.S- 14:26 f51) , in 
that the said Gordon Novel and John Andrew Langford, 
did conspire for the specific purpose of coiKimitting 
Aggravated Arson on the structure located at 330 
St. Charles Ave . , on Mardi Gras Day, March 2, 1976- 
In furtherance of this conspiracy Gordon Kovel did 
possess a destructive device, which on the eleventh 
(11th) day of February, 1976, was carried by Gordon 
Novel in the presence of a Federal Undercover Agent 
to 330 St. Charles Ave,, for the purpose of 
determining the manner and method of entry into the 
structure at 330 St. Charles Ave., to be effected 
on Mardi Gras Day, J’arch 2, 1976, etc. 

Following a trial of this indictment, conducted 

contemporaneously before the Court without a jury as to Defendant, 

Langford and before the Court with a jury as to Defendant Novel, thi 

Court found that Mr. Langford was not guilty of the charges made and 

discharged him from further proccedinos upon the indictment. (Minute 

Entry dated October 28, 1976) 
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The Loiaisiana Courts have never been called upon to 
decide the que^ion presented by this mtion to Quash, but there is 
no lack of jurisprudence on the subject. The jurisprudence of other 
jurisdictions uniformly hold that when two persons are charged with 
conspiracy, an acquittal or reversal as to one operates as an 
acquittal or reversal of the other. The rationale of this 
jurisprudence is logicallv irrefutable. It is that an agreement

betv/een tffe’ alleged co -conspirators is the gist of the offense, 
although an overt act in furtherance is necessary to complete thei 
offense, and if one is found not to have entered the agreement, there 
can be no legitimate claim that an agreement existed between the 
alleged conspirators, hence no conspiracy- The Louisiana Supreme 
Court has agreed that it is the combination of minds in unlawful 
purpose which is the foundation of the offense of conspiracy. See: 

STATE VS. INGIANHI , 217 La. 945, 47 So . 2d 731, 733 {195D) citing 
HYDE VS, UNITED .STATES , 225 IhS, 347 (1912), It is also sicrnificant 
that, in the D ^ INGIAHHI case, the Louisiana Supreme Court noted that 
Article 26 of the Louisiaia Criminal Code of patterned after the predecessor 
Federal conspiracy statute, 18 H.S.C. 88, to the current Federal con- 
spiracy law, 18 H-S. C. I 371, The source of the State statute being 
the Federal statute, the jurisprudencs of the Federal Courts construina 
principles of conspiracy lav; are of even greater than usual persuasive 
force in determining the law applicable in the State of Louisiana, 


In HAHT2EL VS. ON I TED STATES , 322 U,S. 630 (1944), the 


Court reversed a conviction of conspiracy to violate the Espionage Act 
of 1917, § 3, 4, as amended by Act March 3 , 1921, 50 O.S-C.A, i 33,34, 
on the ground that the defendant's alleged co-conspi^^tcjrs had been 
acquitted. The substantive offense conviction was al^o reversed for 
want of sufficient proof of specific intent. The Sup^^eme Court, during 
the previous term, had denied a writ of certiorari in a case which 
held that where an indictment for conspiracy names only tv?o persons, 
an acquittal or reversal as to one is an accmittal or reversal as to 
the other. UHITED STATES VS^ FOX, 13 0 F . 2d 56 (3 cir. 1942) , cent. den. 


317 U.S, 666 (1942) . 
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The Third Circuit Court of Appeals has since folloxv*ad 
these principles in UHITED STATES VS, WEINBERG , 226 F.2d 361 (3 Cir,) 
aff 129 F,Supp- 514 (D,C, Pa. 1955), 

Following these decisions, the United States Court of 
Appeals for the Fifth Circuit has reversed a conspiracy conviction 
where only two persons v^ere charged with conspiracy and the conviction 
as to one v/as found to have been illegally obtained. THOMPSON VS ,

There are no persons other than the Government 
agent alleged to be co-conspirators . He cannot bo a conspirator. See 
SEANS VS. UNITED STATES, 343 F.2d 139 (5 Cir 1965). Therefore, the 
indictment must be quashed.

RBt ^ IHTEKVIEW WITH TOM FITZGERALD' (MLLY^S BAR) 


On February 25* 1967, at approximately 1:00 p.m*. 
Detectives Douglas Ward and Lester Otillio inter viev/ed TOM 
FITZOEEALp, the proprietor of KELLY'S BAR, located in the 100^ 
block of University Flaca in dov/ntWii New Grleati$, Till’S inter- 
view was with reference to information regarding an unknown 
wliite male who had been in KELLY'S BAH the early morning^ 
hours of Nov eitiber.22, 1963, This unknown white niaXe'^ws al leged 
to have' made to thf. late preSjQJENT 

KENNEDY'S not leaving Dallas alive, Wh^n someone iif the Bar 
refuted this man's statemant, he offered to make a wager vdth' 
anyone in the place that KENNEDY would bc^ killed on that day. 


Mr. FITZGERALD told this unknown v/hite male that 
if he was so sure of this information why did he not notify the 
proper authorities and the unknoi'm w^hite male's reply wa s "Cau se 
1 want it 

Detectives Ward and Otillip guesti bned MR. FITZGERALD 
as to whether or not he could identify this unknown w^hitc male ^ 

or if he .knew any information which could lead us to this white 
male. MR, FlTZGBKAIoD advised Detectives ?7ard and Otillio that 
he could not identify him after having looked at numerous pictures ■ 
which Detectives Ward and Otillio had in their possession at 
this time, ! 


MR. FITZGERALD told Detective Ward and Otillio that 
the only thing he cbuld remaicCber w^as the man was in his early 
^ ' s. And ^-odj rve’ comole^^ . wa s we II spoke to 

bo very _:^jLelligexi^^^ Vik. FITZGERALD could not remember any ^ 
outstandihg^'Charf^C^cristic^ of the unkno\^ v/hlte laale in question. 
However^ he stated that the barmaid, who was vrorking for him in 
November bf 19&3, would probably b e ab le to Identify an d give 
farther information on this white male. 


tiR* FITZGERALD advised Detectives Ward and Otillib 
that he did not remen^sr this fcumaid's name, as she had quit 
v.‘orking fbr. him a fev; years ago and had moved to Bos tori* Mass. 

The barmaid's reason for Ica^i-ing his employment was that she 
had gotten married to a seamriG and that they had moved to Boston. 

MR. FITZGERALD further advised Detectives V7ard and 
Otillio that he v:ouId make an effort tp find out this bariaaid's 
married narae and possibly h<rw she could be located or contacted 
in Boston.

On February 25, 1967, I spoke with M^. L. GUIDLARY, 

i\dmiBistrator of the Moosa Memorial Hospital in Unice# Louisiana. 
The Hospital's telephone number is 4 57*- 5 244 and MR,, MAGRUDER *S 
home telephone number is 457-3729. 


MRS< GUILLARY statedi according to her records on 

( November 20, 1963# in the late afternoon, FRANCIS FRUGE of the 
Louisiana State Police, who she believes is a Lieutenant# brought 
this subject into the Hospital after she complained of being 
thrown from an automobile. This subject# ROSE CHERAMl# white 
female in her thirties# gave her address as Thibodeaux# Louisiana, 



MRS., GUILLARY states that she can recall this subject | 
talking widely of dope and of being a dope addict. She was unable* 
to quieten this subject down. She was removed a day or so later 
to the East Louisiana State Mental Hospital in Jackson# Louisiana. 

Another call was made to the Bast Louisiana State 
Mental Hospital in Jackson, Louisiana# at 634-2651, I spoke 
at first with MISS BARBARA QDOM^^ 


After asking MISS ODCM a few details about ROSE 
CHE RAMI , I was transferred to MRS. LINDA FORE# Social worker# 
who informed me that they do have in their possession a jacket 
stating that ROSE GHERAMI had been entered into the Hospital, 
but refused to give me any further information stating it was 
privileged information. MRS, FORE further stated that I should 
go to the Hospital along with a letter written on District At tor** 
ney stationery stating the information I wanted and signed by the 
District Attorney, l should address this letter to DR. T, N. 
AEMISTBAD# Superintendent of the East Louisiana State Mental 
Hospital in Jackson# Louisiana, then she would give me the in- 
/ formation I wanted, 


With the information I had of the name of the subject, 
I proceeded to out B of I and obtained a record along with a 
picture of this subject.

Officer J. A. ANDPJsP.-iS, Texas Highway Patrol, was Interviewed 
by us, relative to the death of one I’lELBA CHRISTIIffi l^iARCADES, 
alias ROSE CI*rEFJl>iIE , w/fm, d.o.b. ll-1^f-23, LSP #256-375, FBI 
#23^f-7922. 

Officer A!wDPJ2V/3 stated thr.t subject died of lnj*iries receiv'd 
fro an automobile accide.it oi: #l55j 1-7 r^les East of 

Bi^ Sandy, Upshur County, Texas, at 3:00 a,m., on Sept, 1965. 
Subject died at tlie hospital in Gladewater, Gregg County, Texas. 

The inquest was held by Justice of the Peace ROSS DELAY, Prec. #3, 
Gregg County, Texas. 

The accident v;as reported to Officer AliDIillHS by the operator of 
the car, after he had taken the subject to the hospital. ArDEEI.’S 
stated that the operator related that the victim was apparrently 
lying on the roadway with her head and upper part of her body 
resting on the i^raffic lane, and although he had atte:.’.pted to 
avoid running ove her, he ran over the top part of her skull, 
causing fatr.l injuries. An investigation of the physical evidence 
at the scene of the accident was unable to contrAdict this state- 
ment. Officer Ai-ID:IEWS stat ed that due to the unusual clrcuri stances, 
mainly tine, location, injuries rec eived and lack of pro: I nent 
pliysical evidence, he attempted to establish a rel ationship bet ween 
the operator of the vehicle and the victim to Ueteriuln e if any foul 
play was involved. This resulted m

city of the infor mati on received , due to the fact that the relatives 
of the victim did not pursue the investigation, he closed it as 
accidental death.
